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OUR LOCOMOTIVES ABROAD 


Midland. Railway Officials Have 
Never Complained of the Cost. 








President Felton of Pennsylvania Steel 
Company and Alba B. Johnson of 
Baldwin Works Reply to Sir 
Alfred Hickman.

PHILADELPHIA, ,June_ 7. — President 
Felton of the Pennsylvania Steel Company 
was to-day asked to reply to the strictures 
of Sir Alfrec Hickman, M. P., regarding 
the quality of the lofty steel viaduct’ re- 
cently built by the company in Burmah. 

President Felton said: ‘‘ All we know of 
these charges is what we see in the cable 
dispatches to the newspapers. All officials 
who have had to do with the work speak 
in the highest praise of it. They alone are 
able to pass an intelligent opinion in re- 
gard to it. Their views have been given by 
Lord George Francis Hamilton, Secretary 
of State for India, in his speeches in Par- 
liament, and we are content to leave our 
defense in his hands.” 

Regarding Sir Alfred Hickman’s charges 
that American engines are too costly, Alba 
B. Johnson of the Baldwin Locomotive 
Company said: ‘* With reference to the 
statement of Samuel W. Johnson, Locomo- 
tive Superintendent of the Midland Railway 
of England, that the extra working cost 
of the American locomotives over the Brit- 
ish unde# the same conditions is from 20 to 
25 per cent. in fuel, 50 per cent. in oil, and 
60 per cent. in repairs, it is impossible for 
me to supply any data, either in corrobora- 
tion or denial of Mr. Johnson’s statement. 

Efforts have repeatedly been made to 
obtain from the Midland Railway infor- 
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mation respecting the relative performance 


of English and American locomotives work- 
ipg under similar conditions, but up to 
this time all such information has been 
witbheld. Had such information been fur- 
nished, and had it been found unfavorable 
to the American locomotives, measures 
would immediately have been taken to as- 
certain the reason and provide the proper 
remedy. 

“It is obvious that in locomotives of the 
Same weight, general dimensions, heating 
surface and power, and constructed from 
similar materials throughout, there can- 
not be so wide a variation in operating 
economy as Mr. Johnson's figures indicate, 
unless one of the locomotives under con- 
sideration is in a condition unfit -for com- 
parison. If, therefore, it is true that the 
American locomotives are showing the un- 
favorable results indicated, it is abundant 
reason for the locomotive department of 


the Midland Railway to investigate and °' 


correct the trouble. 

‘“*Much of the discussion relative to the 
comparison between English and American 
locomotives in the consumption of fuel has 
been based upon the railways in India. [ 
have authentic information from one im- 
portant Indian railway that American loco- 
motives are showing slightly more favor- 
able results than the English. I should 
Not. expect them to show an important 
economy nor should I expect them to be 
less economical under’the same working 
conditions. They should show practically 
he same results. In other countries such 

as_been the case and I am satisfied that 

if the conditions on the Midland Railway 
were favorable for comparison the same 
results would be obtained there.” 
_ There are more than_ 2,000 locomotives 
owned by the Midland Railway. Of these 
only forty are of Baldwin make, and these 
were ordered during the big strike in Great 
Britain two years ago. Five engineers are 
kept in England by the Baldwin’ Company 
for the special purpose of attending to 
fuch complaints as are now made in a 
London paper. Baldwin locomotives are 
now running on railroads in France, Ba- 
varia, Denmark, Norway, Finland—in fact 
in all parts of the world—and the builders 
have never had a single complaint as to 
their running qualities or the cost of 
operation. The company has yet to re- 
ceive a direct complaint from the Midland 
Railway officials. 


THE PHILIPPINE PROGRAMME. 


Cabinet Discusses the Subject at Length 
Without Reaching a Definite 
Conclusion.

WASHINGTON, June 7.—Philippine civil 
government was discussed at much length 
in the Cabinet to-day. The principal part 
of the discussion was conducted by Sec- 
retary Root and Attorney General Knox. 
No conclusion was reached. The date for 
‘tthe establishment of the central Govern- 
ment has not yet been decided upon. Gen. 
Chaffee, it was announced to-day, will 
succeed Gen.’ MacArthur on July 1, and it 
is understood that the central Govern- 
ment will be installed as soon after that 
as is found practicable by Gen. Chaffee 
and the Taft commission. This applies 
only to the putting into operation of the 
central Government at Manila. 

The extension of civil government over 
the archipelago will be a slow and gradual 
process. The same form of government 
will not, it is considered by the President 
and Cabinet, be suited to all parts of the 
Asiands. The individual needs and _ ca- 
pacities of various communities will be 
taken into consideration, and no ironclad 
= will be adopted which must apply to 
all. 

For the same reason the military govern- 
ment will continue to be supreme in some 
localities. There are portions of the archi- 

elagc where it would not be safe or prac- 

icable to turn over the control to civil au- 

thorities nor to install civil authority at all, 
except as subordinate to the military. 
How long this condition of things will last 
it is impossible to say, but it is evident that 
the pacified and progressive portions should 
mot be made to suffer because of the ex- 
istence of those wild sections, and there- 
fore civil government will be given to the 
sections which are fitted to receive it as 
ranidly as possible. 

The recommendations of the Taft com- 
mission have not been approved as yet. 
They will be approved in the main, but it 
is understodd that a number of important 
alterations will be made by the President 
after advising with his Cabinet, and that 
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some of those amendments were under dis- 
cussion to-day ; 
Judge Taft will be the Governor, acting 
under the military power of the President, 
but as a civil officer. The Spooner bill has 
dropped completely out of sight for the 
present, and the President is relying en- 
tirely on the authority he posseses by vir- 
tue of the military power. Beyond the 
Governorship, nothing has been decided 
upon, and the places which Judge Taft's 
fellow Commissioners are to occupy in the 
system have not been determined. 


TORNADO IN” LOUISIANA. 


Houses Demolished, One Person Killed 


and One Injured at Opelousas. 

OPELOUSAS, Isa., June 7.—A terrific tor- 
nado passed across the extreme northwest- 
ern corner of this town late this afternoon 
lt almost completely demolished the ex- 
tensive buildings of the San Landry Cotton 
Oil Mill, killed a white boy, aged fourteen, 
named Albert Gautreaux, and seriously in- 
jured John Zoder, a young white man, both 
of whom were employed there. 

The residences of W. B. Lewis, Willie 


Lewis, and Ben Melancon were demolished 
and a portion of the office building of the 
Opelousas Ice and Bottling Works was 
damaged. The path of the cyclone was 
only about 400 feet. 


WRIT AGAINST SECRETARY GAGE 


Disappointed Office-Seeker of Roches- 
ter Asks that tie Explain His Conduct.

WASHINGTON, June 7.—A petition was 
filed in the District Supreme Court to-day 
by Eugene W. Parsons of Rochester, N. 
Y., asking that a writ of certiorari issue 
against Lyman J. Gage, Secretary of the 
Treasury, to compel him to place on record 
in the court all the documents, recom- 
mendations, applications, and reports of all 
kinds connected with the appointment of 
John H. Patrick in the Customs Service in 
the District of Genesee, N. Y. 

According to Parsons, he, with Fred O. 
Buchan and Giles Ward, passed examina- 
tions for positions in the Customs Service 
in that district. Their standing was as fol- 
lows: Parsons, 74.81; Buchan, 74.50, and 
Ward, 72.30. Parsons further declares that 
in May last, Henry Harrison, Collector of 
for the Genesee District, nomi- 
nated Buchan and Ward to the Secretary 
of the Treasury for appointment. 

At the same time Harrison nominated 
Patrick. whose name did not then, and 
does not now, appear on the eligible list 
for appointment in the Customs Service. 
The Secretary appointed Buchan a gauger 
and Ward and Patrick Deputy Collectors 
and Inspectors of Customs for the eres 
Parsons says that he was at the head of 
the eligible list, but was ignored. 

Parsons further says that he does not 
file these proceedings for the purpose of 
con.pelling the Secretary of the Treasury 
to appoint him or any other persons to a 
position in the Customs district of Gene- 
see, . 


INTERNATIONAL LINE SURVEY. 


Canadian Authorities Discredit the 
Report of American Setback.

OTTAWA, Ont., June 7.—The authorities 
here are. doubtful regarding the truth of 
the report sent out from Whatcom, Wash- 
ington, that the United States and Canadian 
Commissions, now resurveying the inter- 
national line, on the, western mountains, 
have completed their work through the 
Mount Baker mining district, and that the 
line turns three-fifths of a mile further 
south than the United States Commission- 


ers are willing to admit, put it is not 
thought the work has yet been completed. 

Surveyor McArthur, in charge of one of 
the Canadian parties, left here about the 
middle of May, and on the 3ist of that 
month he had reached Chilliwack, B. C., the 
last point of civilization on the mountain 
slopes. From there to the Mount Baker 
mining district the survey would have to 
proceed very slowly owing to the dense 
bush. It is thought that if the work in that 
particular district had been completed Mr. 
McArthur would have so informed the de- 
partment here. 








WELLESLEY STUDENTS GOVERN. 


Henceforth They Will Enforce Their 
Own Rules of Discipline.

WELLESLEY, Mass., June 7.—At the 
close of morning chapel service at Welles- 
ley College to-day, President Caroline Haz- 
ard announced that the agreement between 
the Faculty and students concerning stu- 
dent government had been approved by the 

Trustees and had been signed by Alexander 

McKenzie, President of the Board; Pauline 

Adeline Durant, Secreéary, and by herself, 

as President of the college, and that it now 

remained to complete this agreement by 
the signature of the Secretary of the col- 
lege, the President, and the Secretary of 
the Wellesley Student Government Asso- 
ciation, the President of the senior class, 
and the President of the House Council. 

The latter signatures were all made to-day. 

Accoraing to this agreement, the students 
are to observe certain rules and regula- 
cions formulated hy themselves, and severe 
penalties are provided. The effect of the 
agreement is to make the students responsi- 
ble for their conduct to themselves and to 
relieve the Faculty of all care except over- 
sight.

DES MOINES, Iowa, June 7.—The Re- 
publican primaries in Madison County, 
held this afternoon, resulted in a victory 
for Minister Conger over A. B. Cummins 
of Des Moines, the only candidates for 
Governor on the ticket voted. Madison is 
in the Seventh District, the home of both 
candidates. 

The returns are incomplete, but Conger 
has sufficient lead to insure him the 
county. Madison is the first county to go 
for Conger. 


A NEW ANTISEPTIC DISCOVERED. 





It Is of Simple Preparation and Prom- 
ises Important Results. 
ANN ARBOR, Mich., June 7.—An im- 
portant discovery in the science of anti- 
septics, upon which Drs. Frederick G. Novy 
and Paul C. Freer have been working for 
over a year in their respective laboratories, 
has just been made public. The new anti- 
septics are organic acid hyperoxides. In a 
water solution five one-thousandths of 1 
er cent. of active oxygen derived from the 
yperoxides is fatal to all bacteria. 
The hyperoxide which was used for the 
experiments ‘s benzozlacital, and this, as 
wes Shown by experiments on dogs, can be 
taken internally in large doses without 
oisonous effect. The discovery promises 
“to result in still other developments of im- 
portance. 





Yachtsmen Saved from Peril.

Capt. Johnson, a City 
Island Sound pilot, and another City Isl- 
ander were out in the Captain’s sloop Tid 
Davis. They ran into a squall, which dis- 
masted the sloop and nearly capsized her. 
The two men were about helpless when 
Commodore Smith's launch Thor was sent 
to their aid with Capt. Biggs and four 


sajlors. The disabled sloop was towed into 
the-harbor for repairs.

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CHASED BY JUSTICE JEROME 


Man Fleeing from a Poolroom Raid 
Followed Down a Fire Escape. 








Escaped After a Race Through a Back 
Yard and Store — Sledgehammer 
Used on Poolroom Door, 





Justice Jerome, armed with sledge ham- 
mers and hatchets and accompanied by 
Frank Moss and detectives with revolvers, 
made another spectacular descent on art 
alleged poolroom at 36 Beaver Street yés- 
terday afternoon. 

The Justice did not depend for assistance 
upon the police of the First Precinct Sta- 
tion, in whose district the pool room was 
situated, but-borrowed his police of an up- 
town precinct, without letting the officers 
know where he was going. The First Pre- 
cinct Station is eommanded by Capt. 
Creamer, a reputed relative of a notorious 
pool room man. 

The raid, which was conducted under the 
auspices of the Society for the Prevention 
of Crime, resulted in the capture of 
““Scotchy Roe,’ ‘ Brick Top Roe,” and 
““Murray Roe,” three employes, some rac- 
ing charts, and cards and a telephone. Two 
men described as ‘‘ Mysterious Roe Nos. 1 
and 2” escaped down a fire escape and 
were ineffectually pursued by the agile 
Justice and Detective Hammond through 
back yards, basements, and liquor stores. 

Justice Jeromé called at the East Twenty- 
second Street Station in a cab early in the 
afternoon after the report had spread 
abroad that he had gone to his country 
home. He asked Capt. Gannon tor a detec- 
tive to assist in serving a wararnt. Ward- 
man Kane was detailed to accompany the 
Justice and got into the cab with him. The 
detective was morosely silent until the 
boundaries of his precinct were passed. 
The two then drove to 36 Beaver Street 
and were joined by Frank Moss and Ham- 
mond together with Detectives McClintock, 
McLellan, and Diilon. 

On the ground floor of this address is a 
tobacco establishment. The pool room was 
one flight up. The raiding party, headed 
by the Justice carrying a sledge hammer, 
rushed up the stairs two at a jump. “ Mur- 
ray Roe" the lookout was taken by sur- 
prise and quickly capture@. An inner door 
barred the raiders from the pool room 
proper, but a few well directed blows from 
Justice Jerome's sledge hammer made a 
wreck of this second door and the Justice 
plunged with his party into a room filled 
with forty or fifty men, frenzied with fear 
and excitement.

Three men recognized by the 
were quickly arrested. Two 
others, leaving hats and coats behind and 
the safe wide open, scampered down the 
iron ladders into the areaway. Down went 
Justice Jerome after them into the yard. 
Detective Hammond was close behind with 
his hand on his revolver. The fleeing gam- 
biers ran into the basement of a liquor 
store opening on South William Street. 
The Justice was at their heeis. Suddenly a 
burly Dutchman barred his passage brand- 
ishing a heavy hammer. He threatened to 
brain the breathless Judge. Detective Ham- 
mond thrust his revolver under his nose and 
Justice Jerome brushing past him con- 
tinued the pursuit into the store above. 
There he was met by the proprietor, who 
recognized him, and was 


rofuse in his 
regrets that the Justice baan'e arrived 
sooner. The fugitives had €8¢aped and wére 


then out of sight. 

The Justice and his retinue ran around 
the block and back again and then re- 
sumed dismantling operations in the pool 
room, The papers and implements were 
confiscated and the three prisoners taken 
to the Justice’s chambers in the Criminal 
Courts Building. There all three were held 
for examination in $1,500 bail. They gave 
their names as John Haytey, James Tobin, 
and ‘Murray Johnson. he latter, accord- 
ing to Detective Hammond, is the man- 
ager of the place, which is reputed to be 
one of *‘ Bob”’ Davis's. 

The Justice was pleased greatly over the 
success "’ of the raid. 

‘Far be it from me to reflect on any pub- 
lic official,’”’ said he sarcastically, ‘ but 
unless all signs fail some one very close to 
‘big people’ was backing that place, and 
we think that in one of the prisoners we 
have made an important capture. 

“This pool room was ftormerly at 27 
Thames Street, in Capt. Westervelt’s pfe- 
cinct,’’ he said, *‘and appeared on all the 
police reports and was known to the In- 
spectors and the Captain. That is, if it 
didn’t so appear they were very derelict 
in their duty, and were the only people in 


the vicinity who didn’t know it was a pool 
room. That was in the First Assembly Dis- 
trict. It moved a short while ago into 


Capt. Creamer’s precinct. 

‘“*T found the experiment of raiding with 
officers from other precincts entirely satis- 
factory. Capt. Gannon, the only Captain I 
have met who seems willing to help us 
along, gave me a good man when 1 asked 
for him—Officer Kane. He ‘ done noble.’ ”’ 

An examination of the books in the un- 
locked safe showed that $83 had been the 
receipts of the day up to the time of the 
raid. At the bottom of the page was the 
entry: ‘* Jack, 310."" The Justice attached 
significance to this entry and said that in 
the books taken in the raid at 43 Mercer 
Street recently, there were numeteus en- 
tries of ‘‘ war tax, $40.”’

SIX CHAIRS | AS JURORS. 


Deputy Coroner Who Held Inquest on 
Marie Deffenbach at Chicago 
Gave Them Names. 
CHICAGO, June 7.—Ex-Deputy Coroner 
John Weckler, who held an alleged “ fake”’ 
inquest on the body of Marie Deffenbach, 
who, it is charged, was murdered as the 
result of a conspiracy to collect life insur- 
ance money, was seen by a reporter at his 
brother's farm near Hammond, Ind., to- 
day for the first time since he disappeared. 
The fact that there were no jurors at the 
incuest Weckler explained by saying that 


the girl’s death appeared to have been a 
natural one, and that in order not to delay 
his witnesses, as the jurors were slow in 
coming, he took the part of the jury him- 
self, and substituted names out of his own 
head to fill up his report. He said he left 
Chicago when the trial of Dr. Unger, Way- 
land Brown, and Frank Smiley began, be- 
cause ke had been told his testimony 
would not be needed by the State. 

Judge Tuley, the trial jurist, has been 
anxious to secure Weckler and ask him 
about those ‘six empty chairs’’ that are 
said*to have served as a jury in the in- 
quest. 1 

The State’s inference, of course, would 
be that had Marie Deffenbach “ho ecesety 








death there would have been no necessity 
for a ‘‘fake’’ inquest. It is t known 
what steps will be taken to bring Weckler 
back, and he may not return in time for 
the present trial. 

John J. McDannold, chief counsel for Dr. 
Unger, the principal defendant in the case, 
while addressing the jury to-day, without 
a word of warning suddenly fell forward 
on the bar lapsing into a state of uncon- 
sciousness. It was feared for a time the 
attack might prove fatal, but Dr. Unger, 
the prisoner, after an hour’s work, finally 
sugceeded in reviving McDannold.

PRESIDENT MELLEN RESIGNS. 


Head of the Northern Pacific Reported 
to Have @iven Up His Position.

ST. PAUL, Minn., June 7.—It is said here 
on good authority that President Charles 
S. Mellen of the Northern Pacific has re- 
signed. Mr. Mellen could not be found to- 
night. 


Charles S. Mellen became President of the 
Northern Pacific Railway Company on 
Sept. 1, 1897. He is fifty-one years old and 
a native of Lowell, Mass. He entered rail- 
road service when he was eighteen years 
old as a clerk in the office of the Northern 
New Hampshire Railroad. 

Up to 1880 he had filled several positions 
with this road and the Central Vermont 
Railroad Company. He became assistant to 
the manager of the Boston and Lowell 
Railroad, and in 1881 Auditor for that com- 
pany and the Concord Railroad, and was 
afterward Superintendent and General Su- 
perintendent. 

He became General Purchasing’ Agent 
for the Union Pacific in 1888, and after- 
ward, for that company, Assistant General 
Manager and General Traffic Manager. He 
became General Manager of the New York 
and New England Railroad in 1892, and in 
the same year was chosen Second Vice 
President of the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford Railroad. 


NEW MAP FOR THE WHITE HOUSE 


Will Show the Location of Every Spot 
of Importance in the World.

WASHINGTON, June 7.—The Coast and 
Geodetic Survey is preparing a map of the 
world for what is known as the ‘‘ War 
Room’ at the White House. This room 
was arranged during the Spanish-Amer- 
ican war for the President to watch the 
movements of ships and troops by means 
of maps placeti upon the walis. On these 
maps were recorded the location of 
each regiment, company, and ship, and in 
the room were the telegraphic and cable 
instruments. 

The new map will cover the whole west 
side of the room, and will be about 30 
feet by 15 feet in dimensions. It shows 
the location of all the cables in the world, 
all the coaling stations, and all the docks 
where ships may be repaired. Even the 
smallest islands are so marked as to show 
the sovereignty to which they are subject. 
A considerable number of these little places 








are shown to be subject to the United 
States, through their acquisition for va- 
rioys purposes by American citizens. 


Officials of the Coast Survey say they 
have had a great deal of trouble in mak- 
ing this map up to date. Atlases and 


geographical text»o0oks are behind the 
times, so rapidly are changes made in 
these days on the map of the world. The 


survey. has accordingly gone to first-hand 
sources through Consular inquiries and in 
other ways, and the map is said to be ab- 
solutely accurate. Upon it the Philippine 
Islands and the adjacent country appear 
twice, so as to show completely both the 
sunset and sunrise route. 


RAILROADS FOR PHILADELPHIA. 


Corporations with $12,000,000 Capital 
Projected to Build Five Lines. 
PHILADELPHIA, June 7..Cosgressmean 


Robert Foerderer, accompanied by several 
others, who are believed to be interested in 
the incorporation of new railway compa- 
nies under the acts of the General Assem- 
bly, passed this week, left to-night for 
Hairisburg. It is said on good authority 
that the Governor will to-morrow sign both 
the Focht bill, providing for the incorpora- 
tion of underground and elevated railways, 
and the Emery bill, amending the present 
railway laws, and that Mr. Foerderer will 
immediately take out five charters. 

The names of the new companies will be 
the Northern Rapid Transit Company, East- 
ern Rapid Transit Company, the Western 
Rapid ransit, Company, Southern Rapid 
Transit Company, and the Gentral Rapid 
Transit Company. Each company will be 
separate and distinct from the other. The 
total mileage of streets which the five com- 
panies will cover aggregates 120 miles, and 
the capitalization will be $100,000 a mile, or 
$12,000,000 for the five companies. 

The five companies will be devoted to 
surface railways and will not embrace ele- 
vated roads. Other incorporators men- 
tioned, besides Mr. Foerderer, are John M. 
mack Michael Murphey, and Clarence 

Volf. 

It is said that four elevated railroads 
will also be incorporated under the Focht 
bill. These routes will be along Market 
Street, Front Street, Frankford Avenue, 
and Ridge Avenue. 


NO BAIL FOR MABEL BURT. 


Father of Smith College Girl Visits Her 
in the Jail at Northampton, Mass.

NORTHAMPTON, Mass., June 7.—Mr. J. 
Ogden Btrt of Bridgeton, N. J., whose 
daughter Mabel is in jail here awaiting 
trial on the charge of having stolen money 
and jewelry to the amount of $3,000 from 


Smith College students with whom she 
was formerly associated, arrived here to- 
day, but at a late heur had not furnished 
the $1,500 bail in default of which his child 
was committed. 

There was a pathetic scene in the jail 
corridor when Mr. Burt greeted his daugh- 
ter. The visit was over in fifteen minutes. 
Miss Burt, while expressing sorrow over 
her predicament, did not weep even in her 
father’s presence. The officials say she 
has not shed a tear since she was locked 
up yesterday morning. She gives no ex- 
planation of the acts leading to her arrest 
except that she could not control herself. 

Miss Burt believes that her mother knows 
nothing about the case, but Mr. Burt sent 
a message to his wife this morning, in 
which it is understood he advised her not 
to come to Northampton. 








STATUES TO BE INSCRIBED. 


Visitors to Washington Find It Hard to 
Identify Monuments. 
Special to The New York Times, 


WASHINGTON, June 7.—Visitors to 
Washington have complained bitterly be- 
cause there are no inscriptions on some of 
the many monuments which dot the city, 
and hence it is difficult to tell what hero 
is honored with a monument, and a small 


park. The Hancock statue, which is in a 
prominent place, has caused much of this 
criticism, and one visiting Briton pub- 
lished an open letter complaining bitterly 
that foreigners were apparently expected 
to be familiar with the features of Gen. 
Hancock, or else to waste time asking 
uestions, and that if they did the latter, 
they would probably find that they were 
talking to Americans who were no more 
familiar with Hancock’s face than they 
were. 

Congress was moved by these complainis 
to make a beginning toward reform by ap- 
propriating $100 for inscriptions on two 
of the statues, those of Hancock and La- 
fayette. The amount is too small to admit 
of elaborate inscriptions, and they will 
consist simply of the name and dates of 
birth and death. Col. Bingham, the en- 
gineer officer in charge of public build- 
ings and grounds, is now making arrange- 
ments to have the work done. 


To Cross Atlantic in 25-Foot Boat. 

GLOUCESTER, Mass., June 7.—Capt. 
Howard Blackburn, who in 1899 crossed the 
Atlantic from this port to London alone in 
a thirty-one foot sloop, the Great Western, 
will leave Gloucester on Sunday next in a 
twenty-five-foot sloop, the Great Republic, 
for Lisbon, Portugal, a distance of about 
2.800 miles. The passage in 1899 was made 
in sixty-one days. The Captain predicts 
that this year he will cross in forty-five 
days.

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GEORGIA SHERIFF FIRES 
ON WOULD-BE LYNCHERS 


Three Men Shot, One Killed, While 
Storming the Jail. 








A Negro Murderer Was Sought—Father 
of the Murdered Boy in the Front 
Ranks. of the Mob, 





CARROLLTON, Ga., June 7.—The nerve 
of an obscure Georgia Sheriff, whose name 
is Joseph Merrill, to-day upheld the law 
of the State and saved the life of a negro 
from a mob. In protecting the negro, who 
was saved ftom the gallows only a few 
hours before through the efforts of his 
lawyers, one life was lost and two men 
were wounded. 

The arrival of the State militia averted 
threatened trouble to-night, and at 9 
o'clock a special train bearing the negro, 
whose crime was the murder of a little 
white boy, whom he found fishing alone, 
and his guard was speeding toward At- 
lanta. 

The man killed in attacking the jail was 
George Bennett of Carrollton. The wounded 
men are Thomas Smith, also of Carrollton, 
and an unknown man, presumably a farm- 
er. Thomas 8S. Word, father of the mur- 
dered boy, who was in the front rank of 
the would-be lynchers, was, stran ye to say, 
not hit. After Bennett fell Mr. Word 
jumped upon the window and exclaimed 
dramatically: 

“Shoot me, Mr. Sheriff, I would as soon 


die now as any time.” 

Only nine shots were fired, and the walls 
of the jail show the marks of‘the bullets. 
None of the Sheriff's posse was hit. 

Williams, the negro, was tried and found 
guilty of murdering Otis Word, Jan. 1 this 
year, and sentenced to be hanged to-day, 
being refused a new trial by Judge Harris 
this morning. His attorneys filed a bill of 
exceptions and carried the case to the Su- 
preme Court. 

A large crowd of people had come to 
town to witness the hanging, and when it 
was learned that an appeal had been taken 
to the Supreme Court, delaying execution, 
there was much talk, which crystallized in 


the formation of a mob. 

At noon the mob made an assault on the 
jail. They battered dowr the outside iron 
door, despite the warning of the Sheriff, 
and entered the building. They made a de- 
mand on the Sheriff for the key to the 
negro’s cell, but were refused. With the 
refusal they began their advance upon the 
Sherifi and the few deputies which he had 
been able to summon to his aid. They 
were told to stop or they would be fired on, 
but the order was not obeyed. 

As they advanced down the corridor 
toward the Sheriff the order was given to 
fire. Bennett fell, dying almost instantly. 

The unexpected fight of the Sheriff and 
his posse trightened the mob, and they 
retreated outside the jail. Here they broke 
and ran, and were soon divided into little 

roups, discussing the event. 
ei Sheritt Merrill at once consulted Judge 
Herris ef the County Court, and it was 
Candler for aid. 
The Governor was communicated with 
teinphone, and said he would send two 
con,panies from Atlanta as soon as they, 
could be assembled. 

During the afternoon the mob telephoned 
the situation to friends in the adjoining 
towns of Villa Rica and Temple and made 
an appeal for more men to eftect the capt- 
ure of the negro. This was communicated 
also to Gov. Candler, and the Governor 
s@on wired a proclamation to the people of 
the county. 

Jt was read from the steps of the Court 
House at 4 o'clock by the Mayor. The Gov- 
ernor commanded the people to disperse 
and said the entire military-and civil forces 
of the State would be used to enforce order 
if necessary. The reading of the proclama- 
tion apparently had a good effect, as many 
wople were seen #0 mount their horses and 
eave the town. 

Much apprehension was felt for the night, 
and the Sheriff and city and county offi- 
cials, after a consultation, decided to take 
the prisoner out of the county for safe 
keeping. The Atlanta militia, under com- 
mand of Major Barker, arrived about 6 
o'clock and one hour later escorted the 
negro and Sheriff to the train, which was 
soon speeding southward for Atlanta. 


BROOKFIELD MEN. IGNORED. 


Not Invited to Take Part in Anti-Tam- 
many Conferences. 


The Republican organization of the City 
of New York, in which William Brook- 
field is very prominent, was ignored last 
night at the conference of representatives 
of anti-Tammany organizations at the 
headquarters of the Citizens’ “Union, 34 
Union Square, East. 

Willis L. Ogden presided, and there was 
a full attendance of conferees. 

Robert C. Morris, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Invitations, presented a report, 
which was adopted, in favor of fnviting the 
following bodies to send representatives 
to future conferences: Republican Com- 
mittee of Queens, Republican Committee of 
Richmond, Independent Democracy of 
Manhattan, City Democracy of Manhattan, 
German-American Reform Union, German- 
American League, German Republican Mu- 


nicipal League of Manhattan, German- 
American Citizens’ League of Brooklyn, and 
German Republican County Committee. 

Then the meeting adjourned subject to 
the call of the Chair: 

Col. M. J. Dady, when the meeting was 
over, was about the only one who did not 
fear to speak. He said that he supposed 
the Brookfield organization was not in- 
vited because members of it had not sought 
an invitation. At all events, Mr. Brook- 
field’s name was not mentioned. 

President R. C. Morris of the Republican 
County Committee, who was Chairman of 
the Committee on Invitations, dechned to 
discuss anything that had transpired. 

A well-known Republican, who was at 
the Citizens’ Union headquarters, depre- 
cated the failure to invite the Brookfield 
organization, and added: 

“Probably 65 per cent. of the Repub- 
licans in the County of New York are not 
enrcelled, nor are they in sympathy with 
the regular organization. The votes of this 
65 per cent. are needed, and it is not wise 
to slight them. It is not difficult to find 
the cause for ignoring the Brookfield body. 
One of the Republican County Committee's 
conferrees dislikes Mr. Brookfield. Per- 
haps the dislike is mutual. 

“The excuse is made that Mr. Brook- 
field’s organization was not invited to send 
representatives to future meetings for the 
reason that Mr. Brookfield is a member 
of the Republican County Committee. That 
excuse is frivolous in view of the fact that 
the German Republican County Committee 
is to be invited and prominent in that body 
are Ferdinand Eidman and Jastrow Alex- 
ander, who are executive members of the 
Republican County Committee. 

‘*President Morris has made a mistake 
in ae what a member of his commit- 
tee, who is inimical to Mr. Brookfield, ad- 


vised. 

“But President Morris made another 
mistake. In appointing the conferrees for 
the Republican .County Committee he 
ignored the Twenty-first District, which 
gives the largest Republican majority in 
the county. he districts represented by 
Frederick S. Gibbs, F. Norton Goddard, 
Cornelius Van Cott, Willlam H. Ten Eyck, 
and William Henkel are all Democratic, 
except that Mr, Van Cott has succeeded 
in electing an Assemblyman, due more to 
the personal popularity of Dr. N. H. Henry 
than to any other cause. Mr. Morris repre-

NO RIVAL STEEL TRUST YET. 


Bethlehem and Pennsylvania Companies 
Not In the Newly Organized 
Conemaugh Corporation. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 7.—Practically 
there is no change to be noted in the situa- 
tion with regard to the various steel com- 
panies whose supposed intentions have been 
widely discussed recently. Publications 
made Thursday afternoon announced that a 
charter that is to be applied for on July 1, 
at Harrisburg, is to bring the Cambria, 
Pennsylvania, Bethlehem, and other com- 
panies together under a new corporation. 


This inference is not only not warranted 
by the facts, but those in position to do so 
oe deny that a union of the Bethie- 
herm and Pennsylvania companies is thus 
to be effectea. 

A new company, with the title of the 
Conemaugh Steel Company, will be char- 
tered, and will practically absorb the Cam- 
bria. But this operation appears to be 
chiefly in the nature of a convenience by 
which to give the Cambria Compgny an in- 
crease of capital from. $16,000,000 to $50.- 
000,000, and it is thought probable that 
when the transaction is complete the cor- 
—-* will be again known as the Cam- 

ria Steel Campany. 
* While there are many shrewd observers 
who express the belief that the various 
companies outside the great steel trust will 
eventually come together, not a word from 
any authentic source can be got as to pres- 
ent steps in that direction. So far as the 
Pennsylvania and Bethlehem Companies 
gre concerned, it may be definitely stated 
that they are not to be in the new Cone- 
maugh Company. 


AN AUTHORITATIVE STORY. 


PHILADELPHIA, Penn., June 7.—The 
North American to-morrow will say: ‘It 
is authoritatively stated that Charles M. 
Schwab is the real purchaser of the Beth- 
lehem Steel Company and that the United 
States Steel Corporation, of which he is 
President, has no part in the deal. Mr. 
Schwab is understood to have bought the 
property to protect his own interests. 

“The deal was closed Thursday after- 
noon, when Mr. Schwab, through a repre- 
sentative, bought 80,000 shares of Bethle- 
hem from Joseph Wharton and _ 60,000 
shares from Robert P. Linderman. This 
with 20,000 shares bought in the open mar- 
ket gave him 160,000 out of 300,000 shares 
into which the capital stock of the Bethle- 
hem Steel Company is divided. It was 
agreed that he should take, on the same 
terms upon which he got the Wharton and 
Lindeman holdings, the remaining stock. 

“It is known that the price paid is $24.50 
a snare, but that the sellers get something 
additional in the shape ,of a dividend to be 
divided prior to transferring their stock. 

‘“* Vickers’ Sons & Maxim, who allowed 
the Bethlehem Company to slip from their 
hands because of a difference of 50 cents a 
share, made an effort on Thursday night to 
buy it from Mr. Schwab. It is said that 
their representative went to him at the 
Waldorf in New York and offered a price 
which would have netted him a profit of 
$2,000,000, but which he declined to accept.” 


BIG PHILADELPHIA CLEARINGS. 


Bank Statements Regarded. as Throw- 
ing Light on the Anti-Trust Steel 
Situation. 

Special to The New York Times. 


PHILADELPHIA, Penn., June 7.—Light 
seems to have been thrown on the recent 
operations in large blocks of steel shares 
in this city by to-day’s Clearing House 
operations of the Philadelphia Associated 
Berks. The clearings amounted to $34,- 
600,000, the largest total in the history of 
the Clearing House. The average clear- 
ings are about $20,000,000. 

This figure is regarded in financial cir- 
eles as highly significant. It is pointed 
out that the sum given for the recent block 
of 20,000,000 shares of Pennsylvania Steel, 
common and preferred stock, which was dis- 
posed of by the Drexel syndicate, amount- 
ed to $11,500,000. The payment of this sum 
would approximately account for the 
amount of increase in clearings. 





GUARD DUPED BY A CONVICT. 


Prisoner Warna of Others’ Plot Only 
to Escape Himself.

GENEVA, N. Y., June 7.—Edward Stahl, 
from this city, who was serving a fifty 
days’ sentence in the Ontario County Jail 
at Canandaigua, was sent with six other 
prisoners this morning to work on the 
road. De Witt Haire, Deputy Highways 
Commissioner, had charge of the workmen. 

While the men were at work on the East 
Lake shore road, Stahl approached Haire 
and told him that during the night he had 
heard three of the prisoners talk of a plan 
to escape. The men had agreed, Stahl said, 
to make the break for liberty when a cer- 
tain signal should be given, and that the 
three were to go in different directions. 

The three were closely watched by Haire, 
and not until about two hours had passed 
did he discover that Stahl himself was 
missing. The other prisoners said that he 
had been gone about an hour and a half, 
and that when they last saw him he was 
jumping ovér the fence into a piece of 
woods nearly a mile from where they were 
working. 


CHINESE GRAVES DESECRATED. 


Work of Vandals in the Congressional 
Cemetery at Washington.

WASHINGTON, June 7.—Chinamen tin 
this city are stirred up over the discovery 
that graves in the Chinese plot in the Con- 
gressional Cemetery have been desecrated. 
Nelson H. Adams has written to the Dis- 
trict Commissioners calling their attention 
to the affair. He says: 

““My attention has been called by Chi- 
nese friends to the desecration of the 
graves and tombstones of their deceased 
countrymen in their purchased lot in the 
Congressional Cemetery, which a recent 


visit by my wife to the cemetery proved to. 


be more than fully verified. It was found 
that the tombstones had been daubed with 
axle grease or similar substance and that 
the graves were desecrated in a most inde- 
cent manner. The Chinese people have a 
fervent veneration for their dead, and are 
unable to account for such dastardly and 
sacrilegious acts in a land of boasted Chris- 
tianity, civilization, and enlightenment. I 
ask that the matter be investigated.”’ 


EXPLORER TRIES HIS BALLOON: 


Mr. Baldwin Travels 24 Miles as He 
Expects to Do It in Arctic Regions.

ST. LOUIS, Mo., June 7.—Evelyn B. Bald- 
win, the arctic explorer, arrived in St. Louis 
at 8:20 o'clock on Thursday night from 
Quincy, Ill., having traveled twenty-four 
miles of the distance in a balloon, two miles 
above the earth. At noon on Thursday he 
made the ascent at Quincy in company with 
his cousin, Samuel Baldwin. At 8:30 o'clock

Girl Sought by Seventy-five-Year-Old 
Suitor Shoots Herself. 
CAMDEN, N. J., June 7.—Marie Morton, 
an eighteen-year-old girl, arrived here re- 
cently from Sandusky, Ohio. It is said that 
she ran away from her home in Sandusky 
because she was afraid of being forced to 


marry a distasteful suitor. According to 
the girl’s own story, her parents desired 


her to marry a man seventy-five years old, 
and the girl, who is pretty, and of attract- 
ive manners, was strongly averse to having 
such an aged husband.

PREFERRED DEATH TO JAIL.

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SCHOOL OF PEDAGOGY WAR 


Chancellor MacCracken Accused 
of Deliberate Misrepresentation. 








SHARP ATTACK ON DEAN SHAW 





The Charges Made by ex-Profs. Weir, 
Buchner, and Judd—The Chan- 
cellor’s Attitude. 





Charges of deliberate tisrepresentation 
on the part of Chancellor MacCracken are 
freely made by the professors of the Schoo! 
of Pedagogy of New York University, who 
recently resigned because of dissensions in 
that institution in a statement just issued. 
It is a long document, admittedly provoked 
by the Chancellor's address at the com- 
mencement Thursday night. Tke signers 
are Prof. Samuel Weir, Prof. Edward 
Franklin Buchner, and Prof. Charles H. 
Judd. Dean Shaw is also bitterly at- 
tacked. 

The Chancellor is said to have attended 
but one meeting of the Faculty, of which 
he was a voting member, in two years, and 
to have refused to give important rulings 
when the Faculty asked for them. Charges 
of ineompetency, which Chancellor Mac- 
Cracken is accused of having published 
broadcast ugainst one of the members of 
the Faculty, were, it is declared, *‘ nothing 
less than trumped up charges to put before 
the public.”” These charges, the professors 
say, are contradicted by the Chancellor's 
earlier praise of this man, and trusts with 
which he had formerly honored him. Dr. 
MacCracken is dismissed with this lan- 
guage: 

“It may be added that the Chancellor's 
own published statements from the begin- 
ning to the present, when taken together, 
contain abundant evidence of the uncertain 
and vacillating policy followed by himsett 
and his committees.”’ 

It is admitted that Dean Shaw was 
finally removed, but before this happened 
it is said that he allowed the Women’s Ad- 


visory Committee to defeat Faculty leg- 
islation in regard to the curriculum, al- 
though the committee has no legislative 
power. It is said that he also Gelegated 


ito this body in a measure the care of the 
library, which should have been under the 
control of the Librarian of the university, 
and made rules preventing free access to 
i: by students and professors. Theses of 
been on the 


graduates, which should have 

shelves, he is said to have kept locked in 
a dark closet, and to have removed one 
and had copies of it surreptitiously made 


for use in his own private school. 

Plans for The Pedagogical Review fell 
through, it is asserted, not because of the 
withdrawal of support, as has been stated, 
but through a lack of confidence on the 
part of the Faculty in the relidbility and 
sincerity of its executive head. 

The Dean is charged with having ad- 
mitted maetriculants without examining 
their credentials, and twelve cases of stu- 
dents who proved afterward to be unquali- 
fied for admissicen, it is said, have been 
discovered since the beginning of last year. 
Documents of one of these cases, it is 
charged, have been lying on the table since 
jast October, although brought to the no- 
tice of Chancellor MacCracken at the time 
when he was asked to take action .n regard 
te it. 

Complaint is made that a member of the 
Faculty had to transact some business con- 
cerning supplies with the Treasurer of the 
Women's Advisory Committee when, it is 
suid, she “ patronizingly "' reproved him for 
his mode of submitting bills and peremp- 
torily ordered him to take certain action 
contrary to directions from the university 
authorities. He answered the letter, and 
sent the answer to Chancellor MacCracken, 
informing him at the same time that if he 
deemed university interests under existing 
conditions of greater weight than personal 
interests he might hold the letter. 

The Chancellor's reply was as follows: 
Dear Mr Yours with inclosure re- 
ceived. You would hardly have had a word of 
criticism from me for as strong a letter as you 


write to the Treasurer of the committee. She 
forgot herself. 3ut under present circumstances 
I will not send the letter, as the only real 
remedy is the establishment of some new rules 


in the near future.

New York University, Feb, 22, 1901. 


This letter, it is said, was written after 
the Chancellor and the Council had re- 
viewed the situation, but the new rules 


promised were never adopted. 

It is denied that the Faculty ever con- 
sisted of more than four professors, but it 
is charged that Dr. F. Monteser was elc- 
vated from a lectureship to a professer- 
ship, but devoted but one hour a week to 
the work of the school. He always sup- 
ported Dean Shaw with his vote. Dr. La 
Fetra, it is said, was only a lecturer. with- 
out a vote in the Faculty, and, like Dr. 
Monteser, spent but one hour a week in 
the school’s work. 

Chancellor MacCracken was at his home, 
at University Heights, when a reporter for 
THE New York TiMEs called upon him 
with an abstract of the charges. No copy 
had been sent to him, but he had already 
been informed of the matter. 

“‘T positively refuse to discuss the state- 
ments made by the professors,”’ he said, 
‘now or at uny other time, for the reason 
that these men are now out of office. The 
incident is closed for good and all.” 

He said further that a committee com- 
posed of George Alexander, William A. 
Wheelock, Henry Van Schaick, W. F. John- 
son, and himself had given many hours of 
datient hearing to beth sides of the case 
and that their decision was summed up 
briefly in a_ statement published in Tre 
New York Trumps yesterlay morning. 
“We have nothing more to say,’’ he con- 
cluded, ‘* except that the entire responsibil- 
itv is placed upon this committee for the 
action taken.” 


A BANK TELLER SWINDLED. 


Changed Money Twice for an Applicant 
and Came Out $55 Short. 
Charles J. Bolyon, paying teller of the 
Union Dime Savings Bank, Sixth Avenue 
and Thirty-second Street, was the complaia- 
ant in a ease before Magistrate Brann in 
Jefferson Market Court yesterday morning 
against John Myers, a waiter, whom Solyon 
claimed ‘ flim-flammed ”’ him out of $55 on 
Thursday. According to Solyon, a man 
answering the description of Myers ap- 
peared at the bank on that day and pre- 
sented for exchange a fifty and a hundred 
dollar certificate. Thirty five-dollar bills 
were given to him by the teller. Shortly 
afterward, Solyon claims, rere reappeared 
ani asked that the change be made in one 
and two dollar bills instead of fives.

Was a Boon Companion of the. Late

J. Elmer Ellis, better known as “Bud” 
Ellis, for years a well-known character in 
the Tenderloin and other circles of this city, 
is dead. His friends know this much, and 
they know that he died Thursday; but if 
any of them know where he died they re- 
fuse to say. The greutest mystery is being 
made about the place of his death. He was 
in his thirty-sixth year. His death was due 
to a complication of diseases. The remains 
were taken to Schenectady on a special 
train. The funeral services will take place 
to-day from the family home at 2 P. M. 
The interment will be private. 

“Bud” Ellis was the son of the late John 
Cc. Ellis, one time President of the Jche- 
nectady Locomotive Works, who died on 
Oct. 5, 1884, leaving to ‘‘ Bud” the inter- 
est on $400,000, The principal was tied up 
in various trusts, so that he was not able 
to get at it. His grandfather, John Ellis, 
was the founder of the Schenectady Loco- 
motive Works, and it was largely through 
his energy that the business was placed on 
a substantial basis. 

Ellis, although a large stockholder, nev- 
er took part in the conduct of the works. 
Fle was a boon companion of Hamilton 
Fish, who was killed in battle in the war 
with Spain, and Lorillard Kip, who die 
of typhoid fever. 

He was reckless at times, and often the 
escapades of himself and his comrades re- 
ceived notice from the newspapers. Fi- 
nally he contracted a clandestine marriage, 
which was not happy. 

About two years ago he was very ill, and 
at the time succeeded in keeping his where- 
abouts from those who knew him best. 
When he recovered he was still a familiar 
figure in his old haunts; he had changed

of $40,000 a year. 


FIRE ON A TUGBOAT. 








It Opened the Boiler’s Safety Valve and 
the Escaping Steam Awoke the 
Sleeping Crew. 

Wild shouts from the tug J. Frederick

Action Against Mount Pleasant Trans. 
ferred to Manhattan Court. 
Hearing of the appeal of John D. Rocke- 
feller and William Rockefeller from a de- 
cision of the Supreme Court in their action 
against the Town Board of Mount Pleasant 
was yesterday afternoon transferred from 
the Appellate Division of the Supreme 


Court in Brooklyn to the Appellate Division 
in Manhattan. 

The Rockefellers seek to prevent the 
Town Board from paying out of the town’s 
treasury $7,262, expenses incurred in a le- 
gal contest to maintain a high assessment 
placed upon the Rockefeller property in 
the town. An injunction was denied them 
by the Supreme Court, Second Department, 
and appeal was made to the Appellate Di- 
vision from this decision. 

The Rockefeller property was assessed 
in 1897 at over $2,000,000. After a long 
legal contest the assessment was reduced 
to about $342,000,

Tax Appraiser—His Criticisms 
of Mr. Platt. 





Politicians yesterday had a great deal to 
say with regard to the resignation of sev- 
eral well-known members from the Plaza 
Club, one of the strongest and most influ- 


ential Republican organizations in this 
county. 

These resignations were the result of the 
deep-seated disaffection caused by the ap- 
pointment of James Yereance as an Ap- 
praiser under the collateral inheritance tax 
law to fill the vacancy crea¥ed by the res- 
ignation of ex-Senator Charles B. Page. 
Mr. Yereance lives in the Twenty-ninth 
Assembly District, the home of the Plaza 
Club. He is in the service of a leading life 
assurance company. He has been very act- 
ive in politics, and was an executive mem- 
ber of the Republican County Committee. 
He is credited with having attacked Sena- 
tor Platt in and out of season on personal 
and political grounds. Yet Senator Platt, 
to the great astonishment of many, in- 
dorsed his application for the Appraiser- 
ship at the request of Robert C. Morris, 
President of the County Committee. 

Mr. Morris and Mr. Yereance live in the 
same district, and both were members of 
the Plaza Club. Mr. Morris insisted on the 
appointment of Mr. Yereance, although ex- 
Leader and ex-Assemblyman Frank Bulk- 
ley of the same district, Leader Frederick 
Haldy of the Third District, and others 
were looking for the place. 

Both Mr. Bulkley and Mr. Haldy have al- 
ways been consistent organization men, and 
the latter was legislated out of his four- 
thousand-dollar position as Deputy Treas- 
urer of the Police Department by the pas- 
sage of the Single-Headed Commission bill. 
A majority of the members of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the county organization 
favored Mr. Haldy, but he was ignored. 
The appointment of Mr. Yereance caused 
a semi-revolt in nearly all the Republican 
organizations in the county: 

Members of the Plaza Club made no at- 
tempts to conceal their marked disapproval 
of the course of President Morris in insist- 
ing on the selection of Mr. Yereance. They 
extended this disapproval to John W. Ja- 
cobus, Alexander T. Mason, the district 
leader, and to Mr. Yereance himself. The 
feeling ran so high that Messrs. Morris, 
Jacobus, Mason, and Yereance have re- 
signed. 

A prominent member of the Plaza Club 
ed to a New York Times reporter last 
night: 

‘“*T am a warm personal friend of ‘ Bob’ 
Morris, but he made a serious mistake in 
insisting on the appointment of Mr. Yer- 
eance. The latter has always been kicking 
over the traces, and no man has more bit- 
terly abused Senator Platt. Mr. Morris and 
the others who have resigned were im- 
pelled to that course because of the marked 
dissatisfaction over the Yereance appoint- 
ment. And that dissatisfaction was not 
confined to the Plaza Club. It was mani- 
fest all over the city. 

“The plea that the resignations were due 
to the removal of the Plaza Club’s quarters 
from Sixth to’ Madison Avenue, bringing 
the Plaza organization opposite the head- 
quarters of the regular district organiza- 
tion, is all nonsense, Sixth Avenue is prac- 
tically the western boundary of the district, 
while Madison Avenue is in the centre. 

‘I will say this, and I believe it abso- 
lutely, that if the Republicans of the Twen- 
ty-ninth District go to the primaries on the 
Yereance appointment proposition, Mason 
will be defeated for leader and President 
Morris will be placed in a very unenviable 
position. 

“There is no discontent among members 
of the Plaza Club over the change of head- 
quarters.”’ 

President Morris yesterday admitted that 
he had resigned, but declined to discuss the 
matter. 

Among the members of the Plaza Club 
are Gen. Anson G. McCook, John D. Crim- 
mins, Jr., Alexander Caldwell, Thomas F., 
Wentworth, Alfred L. M, Bullowa, Bain- 
bridge Colby, Samuel Thorne, Jr., Edward 
H. McCray, Wiliam Leary, Gen. Samuel 
Thomas, Gen. Thomas H. Hubbard, Sam- 
uel W. Bowne, Washington E. Connor, P. 
C. Costello, and William Sloane. ; 
There will be a meeting of the club at 
the Lenox, Lyceum, Madison Avenue and 
Fifty-ninth Street, on Monday night, and 
a lively session is expected. 


STORAGE ON A HUMAN LEG. 


Concord Druggist Recovers $1,979.16 for 
Preserving the Limb in Alcohol. 

CONCORD, N. H., June 7.—A novel law- 
suit was heard in the Superior Court this 
afternoon. A jury gave a verdict of $1,979.16 
to a druggist for preserving in alcohol the 
amputated limb of a once prominent man. 

In 1887 John H, Pearson, a millionaire 
railroad manager, resident of this city, lost 
a leg. This member he preserved in alco- 
hol and stored in a safe place in a local 
drug store. When Mr. Pearson died, in 
1899, the leg was, by his direction, taken 
from its jar and interred with the rest of 
his body. Shortly after, A. Ferley Fitch, 


the local druggist, who had cared for the 
leg, sent to the Trustees of the estate a 
bill for $3,450 for services rendered in con- 
nection with the amputated limb. This bill 
the Trustees refused to pay, and Mr. Fitch 
brought ‘suit which was heard to-day. 
The plaintiff called ten witnesses, in- 
cluding the widow of Mr. Pearson. On the 
other side the only witnes was Prof. Whit- 
ney, curator of the Harvard Medical 
School. 


BIG LOBSTER CAUGHT IN MAINE. 


It Weighs 23 Pounds and Has a Cir- 
cumference of 20 Inches. 

Special to The New York Times. 
EASTPORT, Me., June 7.—One of the 
largest, if not the largest, lobsters ever 
seen in Maine, has been brought here from 
Grand Manan, N. B., and will be forward- 
ed by express to a Roxbury (Mass.) fish 
dealer. The crustacean, which measures 
four feet from the tip of the claws to the 


tip of the tail and weighs twenty-three 
pounds, was caught in a trawl a few miles 
oif the shore of Grand Manan. Its body 
measures two feet in length and its cir- 
currference is twenty inches. 

A lobster of about equal size to the one 
brought here was taken a few years ago off 
Grand Manan, near where the latest one 
was caught, and is now in the Smithsonian 
Institute, Washington, D. C 








HE SWINDLED IN CHURCH’S NAME? 


Alleged Impostor Sought Money for 


Dominican Sisterhood. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., June 7.—William 
D. Stafford of Michigan, aged sixty years, 
was arrested this afternon on the charge 
of obtaining money under false pretenses 
from various New Haven merchants by 
representing himself as Abraham Arthur 
Tandy, a brother of the late Dominican 


riest, Father Tandy of New York. 

It is sieges that he styled himself as an 
agent for the Dominican Sisterhood of New 
York and solicited money for the furnish- 
ing of the building just purchased here by 
the sisterhood to be used as an academy 
for girls. 

Books and papers found on the man lead 
the police to believe that he has operated 
in New York, Buffalo, Philadelphia, and 
the West. He had pi pers describing &r. 
Catherine’s, St. Joseph's, St. Jerome’s, and 
the Holy Rosary Academies of New York. 
After an examination he was locked up in 
default of bonds of $1,000. He is about 5 
feet 11 inches in he ght and has a gray 
mustache, wears a black derby hat, a 
ray suit, and tan shoes.

TWO KILLED IN STREET DUEL, 


One More Fatally Wounded in Dispute 
Over Hog Stealing. 
HOUSTON, Texas, June 7.—As the re- 
sult of an indictment charging hog theft, 
a shooting affray occurred here to-day 
in which Thomas Payne and L. D. Echols 
were killed and J. B. Perkins was fatally 
and David Echols badly wounded. Payne’s 
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son was on trial, and the Echolses had 
been summoned as withesses. The men 


met down town, and after a few words 
the shooting began. Perkin was 
brother-in-law of Payne, an he and 
Echols fired at about the same 
Echols’s bullet struck Payne, and Perkins 
immediately shot anu killed Echols. David 
Echols opened fire on Perkins and_on 
young Payne. Two bullets struck Per- 
kins, and a wound in the groin will prob- 
ably prove fatal. Perkins wounded David 
Echols in one arm, and amputation will 
be necessary. The younger Payne was 
not hurt. 

The street was crowded at the time of 
the shooting, but no one save those direct- 
ly involved were hurt. Evyery bullet fired 
struck the mark, with the exception of 
one which young Payne fired, and which 
struck his father, who was probably dead 
at the time. 


JOE PHILLIPS’S FRIENDS. . 


His Brave Spirit Touches Magistrate 
Crane’s Heart and He Orders 


His Mother’s Release. 

Magistrate Crane yesterday signed an 
order for the release from the workhouse 
ou Blackwell's Island of little Joe Phillips's 
mother. The woman has been on the island 
for about two months serving a _ three- 
months’ sentence for non-support of her 
children. 

Last night Magistrate Crane said that the 
brave spirit of her son was to a great ex- 
tent responsible for the clemency that he 
had exerted in her behalf. The additional 
fact that a prominent man of this city had 
promised to secure for the woman a home, 
and that her son would be provided with 
work to support her and the two little girls 
also had something to do with the signing 
of the order by Magistrate Crane. 

‘‘I was glad to release the woman,” said 
Magistrate Crane last night. ‘‘She has 
been unfortunate, and now that the self- 
sacrifice of her boy has resulted in her se- 
curing her freedom, I hope that she will 
see the error of her past life, and in the 
future conduct hersel roperly. She will 
be released in the morning.”’ 

Joe will also probably te allowed to leave 
the Catholic Protectory to-day, but Mag- 
istrate Pool, who will have to order the 
discharge, said lust night that he did not 
know what disposition he would make of 
the case until it came up before him. 

‘“‘I learned over the telephone yesterday 
morning,’’ said Magistrate Pool, ‘ that Dr. 
and Mrs. Coe of 8 West Seventy-sixth 
Street would be glad to take Joe and adopt 
him. Mrs. Coe promised to see that he 
was educated, well clothed, and said that 
his future welfare would be looked after 
the same as if he were her own child, 

‘“* Having received word from the boy on 
June 5 that he would go to the home of 
Dr. Coe, and promising that if I wouil 
order his release, he would try and be de- 
serving of their kindness, I issued an order 
for his release from the Protectory. 

‘When the messenger bearing the dis- 
charge reached the protectory, he was in- 
formed that the boy would not go to Dr. 
Coe's. I thereupon directed the discharge 
returned to me.” 

Mrs. Coe could not be seen last night. 
Coe said that they had nothing further to 
say in regard to the matter. 

An application will be made to Magistrate 
Poo! for the release of Joe to-day. The ap- 
plication will be based upon the promise of 
the man referred to by Magistrate Crane, 
to provide a home for the family and look 
after their welfare. 


BROOKLYN TEACHER’S TROUBLE 


Miss Currie, After Thirty Years of 
Work, Declared to be Men- 


tally Unfit. 


There was an affecting scene last night 
in the home of the Brooklyn Borough 
School Board in Livingston Street when 
Miss Sarah Currie, a teacher in Public 
School No. 133 in Butler Street appeared be- 
fore the Teachers’ Committee of the Board 
to answer to charges. of insubordination 
and incompetency. Miss Currie, who is 
about fifty years old, has been a teacher in 
the Brooklyn schools for about thirty 


years. She was suspended on Feb. 11 last 
by Dr. A. T. Dower, the Chairman of the 
local committee of the board in charge of 
the school, who preferred the charge 
against her. It was alleged that she was 
suffering from a form of religious mania. 

At the hearing testimony was given by 
witnesses as to Miss Currie’s alleged eccen- 
tricities and also to the fact that she had 
ill-treated pupils. It was alleged that her 
peculiar conduct had alarmed the mem- 
bers of her class. Medical testimony was 
also taken to the effect that Miss Currie 
was not properly balanced mentally. 

The teacher, when called ugon by Chair- 
man James Bendernagel of tne committee, 
made a rambling and incoherent reply. She 
said she was innocent of the charges and 
condemned the members of the board. She 
finally left the room in a state of agita- 
tion before the close of the hearing. The 
committee decided that the woman was not 
fit mentally to continue in her position. It 
will recommend her dismissal.

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THIS HORSE KNOWS HIS WORK. | 


He Does It Extremely Wel/ in a Chicago 
Slaughter House, but He Will 
Not Do Any Other. 


From The Chicago Inter Ocean. 

John works in the killing room of a big 
stock yards firm. John is a horse, and in 
many respects he is a wonderful animal. He 
has the shapely head of a thoroughbred, 
and as he walks about the steaming floor 
of a slaughter house does'so with an air 
of indifference and pride that is quite 
human. The employes of Louis Pfaelzer & 
Sons, the concern which owns John, say he 
is the most intelligent horse in the world, 
and take a genuine pride in the docile crea- 
ture, although there is no such thing as 
familiarity permitted by John. “ Keep 
your distance,"”’ is evidently John’s motto. 

John’s principal occupation is to drag the 
carcasses of steers from the “striking” 
pens to the slaughter house floor, where 
the butchers hoist them preparatory to 
skinning and dressing them for market. 
For this purpose John wears a light har- 
ness which is attached by a hook to a rope 
passed about the dead steer’s neck. When 
the butchers have finished the dressing of 
one carcass they will go to the “ striking ”’ 
pen. A sliding trap door that shuts these 
pens off from the dressing room is raised, 
and a rope is passed about the neck of the 
prostrate steer. Then it is up to John, 
who is standing in his usual post about 
midway of the big room. 


“‘John!” calls the butcher. He speaks in 
a conversational tone, and might be ad- 
dressing one of his fellow-workmen. 

John at once quits his post and walks up 
to the man who has called him. He turns 
about so that the man can fasten his har- 
ness to the rope about the steer’s neck. No 
sooner does John hear the snap of the 


eatch than he starts forward as if he were | 


going through the opposite wall. But he 
oes not. He stops abruptly, and it will be 
found that he has landed the steer exactly 
under the tackle by which the butchers sus- 
— it for dressing operations. Not a word 
as been said to 

made to guide or control him by means of 
reins or halter. Having placed the steer in 
position he has his tackle cast loose, and 
then stalks off to his favorite post of ob- 
servation, 

There are five of these “ striking’’ pens 
in the room in which John works. Four of 
them hold only one steer at a time, the 
other holds two, When John is called upon 
to pull a steer from one of the single pens 
he knows his work there is done, and will 
not go back to them for another until the 
steer he has last drawn out is dressed and 
run down on the overhead railway to the 
cooling room. But in the fifth pen he 
knows he has to haul out two steers before 
his work is accomplished. No sooner has 
he hauled out one and been cast loose than 


he turns about and walks back for the 
other, Not a word of command is wer 
when 


geen him except the call “ John,” 
is services are needed. 

In the vocabulary of the stock yards they 
have the term ‘downers.’ These are 
cattle that have broken a leg or that from 
any other of several causes are unable to 
walk but are yet fit for food purposes. 
Pfaelzer & Sons have a contract with a 
big Eastern concern that buys and ships 
live cattle to the East, to kill and dress 
all their “downers.” The injured animals 
are loaded on low trucks and carted to 
the sJaughter house. The truck is backed 
up to a door, and then the steer has to be 
hauled up to the spot where the -tackle 
for the steer’s elevation fs. As the animals 
weigh from 1,200 pounds to 1,600 pounds 
each it is a hard pull for John, and he 
does not like the job. 

In John’s moments of: leisure he stands 
facing the door at which the ‘‘ downers” 
arrive, No sooner does he see a truck with 
one of the animals on it than he begins to 
be busy and absorbed in something else. 
He will carelessly stroll away from his post 
and roam all over the slaughter house, per: 
ing no attention to the calls for ‘“ John.” 
It becomes necessary for an attendant to 
go after him and lead him to where he is 
wanted, but, this done, he buckles down 
to work. - 

In killing at the slaughter house the beef 
eattle come first, and when they are fin- 
ished they handle calves. The cattle are 
driven up a runway from which they are 
admitted into the ‘striking’’ pens as 
neéded. John can see this runway, and he 
knows that when the calves come into it 
his work is done for the day, as the butch- 
ers haul the calves out from the pens by 
hand. No sooner does John see the calves 
coming than he quits work and walks off 
to his stable. He won’t do another stroke 
of work that day. 

The 12 o'clock whistle has just as much 
meaning for John as it has for the human 
employes of the slaughter house. When it 
blows John begins to walk about looking 
for his dinner, which is usually brourht to 
him. He gets it and eats it In a dignified 
manner. and roams about at will after- 
ward. When the whistle blows again far 
resuming work John walks back to his 
usual post, where he can keep his eye on 
the door for the hated ‘‘ downers.”’ 

John is an extremely exclusive and 

aristocratic horse. He allows no famili- 
arity with him, except from two or three 
people. One of these is Dr. T. R. Fugit, 
the United States Government inspector 
at the slaughter house. The doctor knows 
a few things about horses, and he says 
John is the most intelligent animal he ever 
saw. 
**T believe he understands what we say 
about him,” said the doctor. ‘‘ Don’t you, 
John?” John laid back his ears, tossed 
his head, and looked as if he was about 
to wink, but recollecting his dignity re- 
frained. 

‘“ And he won't make friends with people, 
although there is nothing mean or vicious 
about him,’’ continued the doctor. Just 
then David Pfaelzer, one of John’s owners. 
came up. ‘‘ He won't let me make friends 
with him,” said Mr. Pfaelzer. ‘‘ Just watch 
him.” Mr. Pfaelzer went up to John and 
tried to stroke his head. John simply 
tossed his head away; he would not endure 
the caress. 

John is a bay, about seven years old, and 
has been holding his present job less than 
a vear. No special pains were taken to 
train him for his duties, but he had only 
been in the house a month or two when 
he grasped the situation, and is now 
esteemed a valuable employe. But with all 
his great strength and willingness when 
on duty he cannot be induced to do any- 
thing outside. ‘‘ He won't pull five pounds 
for you outside this room.” said Mr. 
Pfaelzer. ‘‘He knows his work is here, 
and simply declines to fill two jobs. He 
{s an equine aristocrat, if there ever was 
one.”’ 


A New Food Fad. 
From The London Globe. 

Metaphors are an excellent form of lan- 
guage in their way, and even the zeal of 
those who mix them may be forgiven. They 
increase thereby the gayety of nations, and 
no one is much the worse. The danger of 
metaphors comes in when they start en- 
thusiasts on mistaken crusades. We believe 
that a mere métaphor !{s largely responsible 
for the latest theory of the proper food for 
man. We are told that in order properly 
to support life it is essential to feed on 
vital food. By vital food apparently is 


meant food that in some sort lives. Noth- 
ing must be cooked, for ‘fire destroys 
life’; but anything may be sun-dried, for 
“the sun imparts life." All meat is rigor- 
ously excluded from this new dietary, on 
the groum that flesh implies the loss of 
life to the animal, and therefore, by meta- 
phorical fmplication, to the man who con- 
sumes its But on this theory it would 
surely be permissible to eat, for instance, 
fresh oysters. As they have a larger share 
of vital force than, shall we say, a cab- 
bage stalk, they ought to impart a greater 
degree of vital force to their consumer. 
The chief merit of this strange system lies 
in the necessity it lays upon its supporters 
to consume large quantities of fruit. It is 
probable that the ordinary man’s diet 
would, from the point of view of health, be 
atly improved if he ate something like 
rent times as much fruit as he does, 
though it is true that many people make up 
arrears manfully in the strawberry season, 
which is just coming on, and will probabl 
be celebrated with as much vigor as usual.

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CAN PLAY SUNDAY 


Jury at Yonkers Finds Player Not 
Guilty of Breaking the Law. 








(The Jurors Congratulated on Their De- 
cision— Attorney and Judge 
Have a Warm Tilt.

YONKERS, June 7.—In a court room 
crowded with prominent residents of this 
place, the question as to the right of man 
to play golf on Sunday in Yonkers was 
decided here to-day by the discharge of 
Benjamin Adams. Mr. Adams was ar- 
rested last Sunday for playing the game 
on the links of the Saegkill Golf Club. He 
was tried before Judge Kellogg and a jury 
of six, and was discharged, but only after 
a hard-fought legal battle, during which 
there was an angry exchange of words by 
Judge Kellogg and Joseph F. Daly, one of 
the attorneys for the defendant. The de- 
cision was received joyously by those whu 
play baseball, and the members of the 
Saegkill Golf Club, of which the defendant 
is a member. 

The District office did not. 
think the case of enough importance t> 
detail a special prosecuting attorney, so 
Judge Kellogg assumed the double rdéle of 
prosecuting attorney and Judge. 

J. Bell, one of the adherents of the golf- 
fng contingent. caused a tift at the start 
of the case between the Judge and Lawyer 
Daly. Mr. Bell, who is a member of the 
golf club to which the defendant belonged, 
Was called to serve on the jury. He was to 
have been the sixth juror. He wore a golf 
suit. On reaching his seat in the jury box 
he crossed his legs, smiled at friends in the

audience, and winked at the counsel for 
the defendant. Mr. Bell did not suit Judge 
Kellogg, and he excused the candidate. 


Mr. Bell suited Lawyer Daly, and he in- 
sisted on his right to have him, and before 
the Court finished denying the right the 
lawyer had taken half a dozen exceptions. 

The first witness put on the stand was 
Officer Welsch, who, with Policeman Mc- 
Grath, had arrested Mr. Adams. After 
Stating the facts of the arrest, and describ- 
ing how they found the defendant in a red 
jacket cn Sunday, June 2, in.the act df 
Smashing the little white ball, they were 
taken in hand by Mr. Morse for cros®-ex- 
amination. The questions tending to show 


that the game of golf was a quiet one, had 

not caused a public disturbance, and being 
away from all houses and retired upon pri- 
vate grounds, could not have been a vio- 
lation of the statute forbidding the dis- 
turbing of ‘‘the peace of the day.’’ The 

Court decided that this line of questioning 
was irrelevant. 

Lawyer Morse read the statute referring 
to the case in an attempt to prove that the 
word “ public ’’ preceding *“‘ sport ’’ brought 
the case outside of the statute. A motion 
of dismissal was made and denied. Then 
the lawyer gave the nistory of the observ- 
ad of Sunday and of the present Sunday 
aw. 

President Hodgeman of the golf club 
was then called to prove that the club was 
@ regularly incorporated club in control of 
private grounds. Another motion to dis- 
miss having been refused, Lawyer Daly 
began his address to the jury. He said: 

“I will prove to you presently from the 
Scripture itself and from various religious 
books, that Sunday was made for man and 
not man for Sunday. I am confident, 
knowing what I do from the early history 
of the kearned Court, that if I misstate 
quotations from the Bible he will be in a 
position to set me aright without ever re- 
ferring to the Book.”’ Then followed an ad- 
dress on the religious liberty of the people 
as guaranteed by the Constitution. In end- 
ing his argument the lawyer referred to 
the complainant in the case as the ‘‘ Nebu- 
lous complainant scattered through the 
theological air,’’ and then, to the amuse- 
ment of the golfers and to the annoyance 
of the Court, he recited a story. 

‘ “To keep the Sunday as these good peo- 
jle wish us to keep it would be to put us 
n the boots of the small boy who sat on 
is mother’s knee and was told that if he 

Was good all the time he would surely go 

to Heaven. ‘But what is Heaven?’ asked 

the little chap. ‘Why, Heaven, darling, is 

a place where it is always Sunday,’ the 

fond mother answered. ‘I guess—I guess 

I'd rather go to the other place, then.’ the 

boy decided.”” The golfers tittered audibly, 

and Judge Kellogg, with the blood rushing 
to -his face, wrapped sternly for order. 

‘When the address was finished he charged 

the jury. 

“Gentlemen,” he said, “it is the duty 
of ‘the Judge and the jury to decide ac- 
cording. to the law as they find it written 
©n-the -books. The defendant is charged 
with having willfully broken the law, but 
it is not charged that he has maliciously 
done so. But whatever he did was done 
with an intention so to do. The burden of 
proof rests with the people, and unless 
you ere satisfied of the guilt of the accused 


you must acquit. However, the facts in 
this complaint have not been contro- 
verted.” 


Juror No. 2 asked at this point whether 
the fact that the playing was done on pri- 
vate grounds had bearing on the case. 

*None whatever,”’ said. the Court, and 
Mr: Daly took the first of several dozen 
exceptions that followed in quick order. 

“I object not only to the ruling but to 
the language of the Court,” he said. 
“Further, I move that the Court instruct 
the jury that they are to judge the case 
aceording to their consciences.” This mo- 
tion was denied and an exception taken 
promptly. 

Judge Kellogg then read the statute for- 
bidding Sunday amusements to the jury. 

*‘ Will the Court please to read that stat- 
ute again, and to read it as it is written 
in the book?” Mr. Daly said. 

“The stenographer may do so from his 
record,’’: said His Honor. 

““T repeat, will your Honor read the pas- 
Sage exactly as it is written in the book? 
Your Honor has left out. the words ‘ public 
sports.’ ”’ . 

Judge Kellogg again read over the stat- 
ute, and was again interrupted by the law- 
yer. Meanwhile his Honor had waxed 
warm. 

‘“ Again I ask the Court to read the stat- 
ute to the jury as he finds it in the book,” 
faid Mr. Daly, and Judge Kellogg, now 
thorcughly aroused, took the matter as an 
imputation that he was purposely omitting 
to read the statute properly. 

“T allow no one to attack my veracity,” 
said the Court angrily. 

“Take all this down,” said Mr. Daly to 
@ private stenographer. 

“I think I can read English properly, 
and do nct need any glasses,” Judge Kel- 
“logg roared. 
. Mr. Daly then explained that the words 

public sports’ had been left out of the 
case every time his Honor read the stat- 
nte. Judge Kellogg finally admitted hav- 
ing left out the words, but said they were 
there merely as a guide and as a heading 
to assist in defining the statute. 

The jury declined to present a verdict | 

Without leaving the room, and at 12:36 
o'clock were '‘ocked up to deliberate. The 
court room remained crowded with persons 
who desired to hear the verdict.” The jury 
remained out forty-five minutes, and when 
they returned to the court room Foreman 
D. A. Doran read the verdict, as follows: 
: We, the jury, find the defandant, 
Adains, not guilty, and we recommend that 
the existing law in regard to the obsery- 
ance of the Sabbath on the first day of the 
week be repealed or so amended as not to 
interfere with the innocent amusement of 
the citizens of this State on that day.”’ 

After the jurvmen had been discharged 
nearly cverybody in the court ‘room shook 
hands with them and congratulated them 
on the verdict they had rendered.

Garrison says that on March 15, 1885, she 
received $40,000 from George Lorillard, and 
of this sum she placed $20,000 in a trust 
fund on Mr. Holme’s advice. She supposed 
that the fund was for her own benefit un- 
til her death, and she drew the interest on 
it up to February, 1899. At that time her 


interest was stopped. On investigation she 
found that the deed of trust had been so 
drawn that it provided that the fund 
should go to Georgette Rogers, now Mrs. 
Nixon, when she became twenty-one years 
old. Mrs. Garrison asserts that Mr. Holme 
deceived her when the deed of trust was 
executed and now she seeks to have this 
deed canceled. 

Mrs. Garrison in her own behalf said that 
she had received, according to an agree- 
ment, two checks for $20,000 each from 
Mr. Lorillard.

DR. KENNEDY’S NEW WITNESS. 





Annie Melville Gives Important 
Evidence in Favor of Ac .« 
cused Dentist. 


Mrs. Annie Melville, the 
ered witness for Samuel J. Kennedy, on 
trial before Judge Newburger, in Generai 
Sessions, for the third time, charged with 
murdering Emeline C. Reynolds, yesterday 
gave evidence tending to strengthen the 
accused dentist's alibi. 

Mrs. Melville was called to the stand by 
Lawyer Moore in the late afternoon. She 
followed the last of the handwriting ex- 
perts who for two weeks have occupied 
the court’s time with their testimony. 

Mrs. Melville said she saw Kennedy, 
wearing a dark suit and a derby hat leave 
his office, at 60 West Twenty-second Street, 
about 5:30 o’clock on the afternoon of Aug. 
15, 1898. This is the hour several State wit- 
nesses swore they saw the dentist enter 
the Grand Hotel dining room with the dead 
girl. A short while before she saw him 
leave, said Mrs. Melville, a man somewhat 
resembling Kennedy had called at her 
place of business, then underneath ° the 
dental parlors, ahd made inquiries regard- 
ifig the dentist. The same man had called 


some days before that and made the same 
inquiries, she stated. 


“Describe the man,” 
Moore. 

“He looked like Dr. Kennedy, but was 
heavier and taller, and his mustache was 
darker. He wore a straw hat.” 

“Did you call your employer's attention 
to these calis?’’ asked Judge Newburger. 

“Not at the time. I did after the mur- 
der.’”’ was the reply.

It was just about twilight, 
but too dark to distinguish whether the 
suit was blue or black. He fixed the time 
as 6:45 because he had just left his broth- 
ers house before the dinner hour. The 
rosecution admits that Uffer is telling 
he truth, but contends that he is mistaken 
about the time; that it was in reality 
nearly 8 o’clock, and that Kennedy was at 
that time waiting for Emeline Reynolds to 
return from her apartment, where she had 
one after dining with him at the Grand 
otel. The trial will continue to-day.

She was dressed 
in her best suit, but her face was covered 
with little blisters, and Register Gleason 
recognized the disease as soon as she en- 
tered the reception room and hurried her 
to the isolation ward. Aftr she had been 
started for North. Brother Island her pa- 
rents came to find out what had become of 
her. They were told to return at once to 
their home, and a doctor from the Depart- 
ment of Health was detailed to pay the 
house a visit. 

Dr. Laase of the Board of Health was 
sent to 337 East Eleventh Street yesterday 
to vaccinate everybody in the house, a 
tenement with half a hundred inmates. 
Dr. Laase vaccinated everybody he found 
in the saloon, and then made his way 
through the house. He and an interpreter 
he had with him were keeping close watch 
on people, so none could get away, when 
the interpreter gathered from talk among 
some italians that Vincenzo Reppepo, one 
of the inmates, had strange marks on his 
body. He told Dr. Laase. 

‘**T want that man,’’ said Dr. Laase. 

Immediately there was a stir among the 
people on the floor below, and ees 
darted down stairs in the rear, through the 
saloon; and out among the thousand peo- 
pld who had congregated in the street, and 
disappeared.

ALBANY, June 7.—Dr. Johnson, Secre- 
tary of the.State Health Commission, went 
to Suffern, Rockland, to-day to investi- 
gate a complaint made by the health au- 
thorities of New Jersey to the effect that 
smallpox was being brought into that State 
from this State, and that the disease had 
been traced to,Suffern. Dr. A. 8. Za- 
briskie is health officer of Suffern, and he 
was asked some time ago by the State

$500 under the law as compensation to the 
counsel, which has been paid; and also the 
$950 as ‘‘expenses.’’

Reformed Church Synod Discusses 
- Resolutions Condemning Britons. 











DR. KITTREDGE’S OPPOSITION 





Revision of Forms Involves Arguments 
on the Term Saint and on Gram- 


matical Niceties. 





NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J., June 7.—The 
liveliest time of the session of the Re- 
formed Church Synod so far came just at 
the close of the morning session to-day. 
There was a sharp contest between the 
Boer and English elements in the synod, 
the Boer element being led by the Rev. D. 
J. Burrill of the Marble Collegiate Church, 
New York, and the English element being 
marshaled by the Rev. Dr. A. E. Kittredge, 
pastor of the Madison Avenue Reformed 
Church, New York. 

The discussion of the ordination forms 
which was under way was interrupted at 
12:15 to allow five minutes to the Rev. H. 
Van Broekhuisen, assistant pastof of Pre- 
toria, Transvaal, who was expelled by the 
English for visiting his mother inside the 
Boer lines. He is in this country soliciting 
funds for his people, especially the women 
and children. He referred to the horrible 
conditions, which, he said, prevailed in 
camps like Camp Irene, near Pretoria, 
where 4,000 women are confined. These are 


not prejudiced reports, he said, for Eng- 
lishmen tell the same story. 

The Rev. J. Talmage Bergen presented 
the following resolution, which was sec- 
onded: 

‘““The General Synod of the Reformed 
Church in America extends its love and 
sympathy to our sister Churches of the re- 
formed faith in South Africa, which are 
now_ dismembered and devastated by a 
cruel war. We enter our protest to the 
Christian people of the British Empire and 
the world against the imprisonment and 
banishment into exile of the members of 
the Reformed Church in that country who 
are persecuted because of their loyalty to 
their congregations and fatherland. 

‘We protest; in the name of humanity 
against the arrest and imprisonment of 
Boer women and children, against their 
retention in guarded camps with unfit pro- 
visions and shelter, and declare that such 
a policy demands the severest condemna- 
tion as unchristian and uncivilized. 

‘“*We pray the merciful God steadily to 
incline the hearts of the British Govern- 
ment to accept the arbitration now being 
offered at The Hague, and thus to end this 
deplorable war.”’ 

The Rev. Dr. Peter Moendyke, a member 
of the Faculty of Hope College, Michigan, 
earnestly seconded the resolutions. 

Dr. Burrill also seconded the resolutions 
in a vigorous address. He declared that 
he was moved to take this course by every 
drop of blood in his veins, even though he 
could not trace am. unbroken Dutch an- 
cestry. He was heartily applauded. 

Dr. Kittredge spoke against the adop- 
tion of the resolution. He expressed his 
sympathy with the suffering women and 
children, but he denied the right of the 
Synod to adopt a resolution putting itself 
on record as determining the merits of a 
political question, and taking sides. He in- 
sisted that to adopt the resolution would 
be taking such a course. 

The Boer résolution came up in a modi- 
fied form at the afternoon session. The 
characterization of the war as “ unchris- 
tian’’ and “ uncivilized ’’’ was stricken out. 
The modified resolution declared the treat- 
ment of women and children complained of 
by the ministers to be ‘‘contrary to the 
teachings of our Saviour, and our English 
brethren ” are urged to demand that these 
evils be remedied. The resolution was then 
referred to a committee, to be acted upon 
later. 

The Synod’s discussion of the revision of 
ordination and installation forms was pro- 
longed. The majority and minority reports 
of the committee were received. The ma- 
jority report was submitted for the com- 
mittee by Dr. Edward P. Johnson of Al- 
bany. It offered five forms—a_ distinct 
form of. ordination of a minister, a form 
of installation, a form of ordination and 
installation at the same time, a form for 
the ordination of a missionary, and a form 
for the ordination and installation of 
Hicders and Deacons. 

A discussion as to the proper use of the 
term ‘saint’? enlivened the proceedings. 


The Rev. W. H. M. Dailey of Athens, N. 
Y., objected to the modern use and ~~ 
plication of the term. He moved that in 
the ordination form the term “saint”’ be 


omitted. : 

“If you take the saints out, whom will 
you put in their places?’’ asked the Rev. 
Calvin Case of Broadhead, N. Y. 

A question ot grammar kept the Synod 
in argument for an hour. In_ one part 
of the ordination form appears the phrase, 
“Brother, thou wilt rise.” Some dele- 
gates thought it should be “ shalt.” A 
suggestion to beg the question by “ ask- 
ing’ or ‘requiring’’ the brother to rise 
was ignored, and “shalt rise’’ was adopt- 
ed by a close vote. d 

At the afternoon session the Committee 
on Professorships and Summaries reported 
the various nominations made by the dif- 
ferent classes for a successor to Dr. Wood- 
bridge as Professor of Historical Theology 
in the seminary. The committee recom- 
mended that Dr. Woodbridge's resignation 
be accepted as active professor; that he be 
continued as-Professor Emeritus, and that 
he be paid an annual salary of $1,000. The 
resolutions were adopted. he successor to 
Dr. Woodbridge will be selected to-morrow 
evening. 


FACTORY INSPECTORS’ CASES. 


No Arrests on Bribery Charges Until 
After an Investigation. 
Nothing has yet been done toward the 
arrest of the State Factory Inspectors ac- 
cused of receiving bribes and of extortion 
in Brooklyn. State Factory Inspector John 
Williams is fully convinced that several of 


the Inspectors have been guilty of mis- 
feasance in office, but he refuses at present 
to say who they are. : 

Mr. Williams, accompanied by Assistant 
Deputy Commissioner T. F. Branniff, called 
on Job E. Hédges, Deputy Attorney Gen- 
eral, yesterday and laid before him such 
evidence as had come to the department. 
The charge is made that the Inspectors ac- 
cepted bribes and permitted violations of 
the law. When Mr. Williams was seen wes- 
terday by a reporter for THE NEW YORK 
TimEs he said: 

‘“‘T have nothing to say. The whole mat- 
ter is in the hands of Mr. Hedges. I do 
not know whether any warrants have been 
issued or not.’’ Mr. Hedges said: 

“There will be no further developments 
in the Factory Inspector cases until an 
investigation has been made. I have ail 
the papers submitted to me by the Inspec- 
tor, but I have not had time to examine 
them as yet.” 


Alleged Jersey City Forger Caught. 

James Van Buren, twenty-eight years old, 
of 212 Warren Street, Jersey City, who dis- 
appeared a week ago after swindling several 
tradesmen out of about $200 by means of 
checks to which he had forged the names 
of his employers, a New York firm, was ar- 
rested. yesterday in Philadelphia.

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LORD MAYOR GREETS 
NEW YORK DELEGATES 


M. K. Jesup Calls Colleagues “Chil- 
dren of This Great Country.” 











Toast to President McKinley and Hon- 
ors for Mr. Carnegie, Who Is Ex- 
tolled for His Benefactions. 





LONDON, June 7.—Lord Mayor Green 
and the Sheriffs of London received the 
delegates of the New York Chamber of 


Commerce at the Mansion House this after- 
noon. About twenty of the delegates were 
presented to the Lord Mayor, and were es- 
corted through the Mansion House. Sev- 
eral members of the London Chamber of 
Commerce, including Lord Brassey and Sir 
‘Albert K. Rollit, were present. Rear Ad- 
miral Henry Erben, United States Navy, 
retired, and Sir Henry Maxim were among 
the guests. 

The Lord Mayor addressed the Ameri- 
cans, thanking them in the warmest terms 
for their visit, and declaring that nothing 
could have done more to promote a perfect 
understanding and unity between the two 
greatest nations of the world. He charac- 
terized Morris K. Jesup’s reference, in his 
speech at the banquet in Grocers’ Hall on 
Wednesday, to the impossibility of jealous 
rivalry existing between the United States 
and Great Britain, of the truest 
things ever said.

GEN. URIBE’S MONEY IS SAFE. 


Munoz Left in His Stateroom the Pack- 
age Containing 105,000 Pesetas. 

SAN JUAN, Porto Rico, June 7.—The 
steamer Philadelphia arrived here yester- 
day evening, and the package containing 
105,000 pesetas, (about $6,000,) intended for 
Gen. Uribe-Uribe, the Colombian leader, 
now in New York City, was found in the 
room formerly occupied by Luis Moret 
Munoz, a relative of Munoz Rivera, the for- 
mer President of the Federal Party. 

Moret Munoz was arrested here on June 
4 on his arrival on the United States trans- 
port McClellan, from New York, and was 
placed under detention at the residence of 


the Chief of Police, owing to his failure to 
deliver the package, the value of which he 
was not aware of. The package was found 
sealed and intact, and addressed to Abel 
Mourilla. It was handed to the Captain of 
the Philadelphia when off Sandy Hook. He 
wrote a letter to the company, giving the 
facts in the case, and sent it ashore by the 
pilot. The police here are now awaiting an 
order from Capt. Titus of the New York 
Detective Bureau for the release of Moret 
Munoz, as it was upon the request of Capt. 
Titus that Munoz was arrested. 

It is believed the package contains valua- 
ble Colombian revolutionary documents, be- 
sides currency. Munoz received the pack- 
ope. in Caracas to deliver to Gen. Uribe- 

ribe. 


Capt. Titus, when seen yesterday, said 
with reference to the case of Munoz: ‘It 
remains for the people in San Juan to de- 
termine now whether there was any col- 
lusion. When the purser was seen here he 
declared that he had no knowledge of the 
package. I will await instructions from the 
District Attorney’s office before taking any 
further steps.” 

Thomas F. Byrne, the indictment clerk 
in the District Attorney's office, said that 
the District Attorney had been informed 
that the package had been found intact, 
and that Munoz had unintentionally left it 
in his stateroom. 

“This office,’ he said, ‘‘has advised 
Capt. Titus that the facts, if as stated. 
would justify the authorities in concluding 
that the offense, though technically com- 
mitted, was without criminal intent, and 
there would be no occasion for extradition. 





VON WALDERSEE’S RETURN. 


Official Berlin Will Receive Him with 


Eclat—Talk of Successor. 


BERLIN, June 7.—It is semi-officially an- 
nounced that it has been decided that the 
selection of Count von Waldersee’s suc- 
cessor, as commander of the international 
forces, shall be left to the commanders of 
the allied forces in China. 

Emperor William, it is understood, has 
given orders that Count von Waldersee 


shall be received on his return from China 
with unusual éclat. The military and naval 
attachés of the various embassies and le- 
gations, including the American, intend to 
join officially in the reception if their Gov- 
ernments authorize them to do so. 
Countess von Waldersee has received a 
dispatch from her husband telling her to 
expect him about the end of July. This in- 
dicates his intention to return by the short- 
est route. Other dispatches say that he 
wishes to drink the waters at Homburg 
after arriving home. , 


CANADA'S MILITARY WEAKNESS. 


Warned by a Halifax Editor to Prepare 
for War with United States. 
HALIFAX, N. S., June 7.—In the course 
of an article under the caption ‘‘ Defense- 
less Canada,’’ The Chronicle to-day says: 
‘““What we need in the Dominion is a 
population taught to shoot, to ride, and to 
march, and instructed in the rudiments of 
military drill and manoeuvring. We have 
a few volunteer battalions upon whose uni- 
forms we expend most of our money, wh) 
cas; keep step with one another more or 
less indifferently and go through a few 
evolutions such as were useful at Water- 


loo, but not a battalion which, in its pres- 
ent form, is fit for service of any effective 
sort. The South African war has mace 
it clear that with sufficient arms and ru‘li- 
mentary training, Canada, under modern 
conditions, might almost defend itseif 
against the world. 

“The time to prepare for war is during 


peace. The way to secure peace is to be 
prepared for war. God forbid that the 
sword should ever be drawn between us 


and our brethren of the United States, but 
while it is possible that it may, we shoutd 
make ready. Let us set ourselves serious- 
ly to the task of preparing to defend ou-- 
selves and of lightening the burdens awl 
dangers of the empire in the event of war.’’ 


CONCESSION TO ABSENTEES. 


German Government Will Modify the 
Law as to Denationalization. 


BERLIN, June 7.—As a result of the agi- 
tation by the German Colonial Society in 
favor of some modifications of the law of 
1870, under which thousands of Germans 
abroad were denationalized without any de- 
sire on their part for such a result, the 
Government announces that a new law is 
being drafted by the terms of which Ger- 
mans abroad will lose their nationality only 
by their own volition. 

The new bill will be subjected to the crit- 
icism of the Colonial Council and the Emi- 
gration Council before being introduced in 
the Reichstag. 


FOR LOWER DUTY ON SUGAR. 


British Government Will Also Seek 
Modification of Glucose Rate. 


LONDON, June 7.—Mr. A. J. Balfour, in 
the House of Commons to-day, announced 
that the Chancellor of the Exchequer, Sir 


Michael Hicks-Beach, would on next Mon- 
day move a resolution with reference to a 
modification of the duties on sugar and 
glucose. 





Austria Will Not Mediate. 
VIENNA, June 7.—Count Colochowski, 
the Austro-Hungarian Minister of Foreign 


Affairs, informed an Austrian deputation 
to-day that the Government could not 
entertain a suggestion of mediation bhe- 


tween Great Britain and the Boers because 
‘*no serious Government would care to un- 
dertake mediation after the British Gov- 
ernment declared that it would not accepr 
mediation, and that an offer to mediate 
would be regarded by Great Britain as an 
unfriendly act.” 


No Independence for the Boers. 

LONDON, June 7.—Mr. Brodrick, the War 
Secretary, replying to a question in the 
House of Commons to-day regarding the 
probability of an early conclusion of peace 
jn South Africa, reaffirmed that the Gov- 
érnment would not consent to discuss with 
the Boers the future independence of the 
conquered States. 


Cadets Discharged for Disability. 
WASHINGTON, June 7.—Two West Point 
Albert H. Mueller and Louis Sole- 
liac, Jr.. who have just been graduated 
from the Military Academy, have been 
honerably discharged from the service of 
the United States on account of physical 
disqualifications.

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CARNEGIE’S $10,000,000 | BANKRUPTCY LAWS 


GIFT TO SCOTLAND 


Universities and Outside Schools 
to Share in the Income. 








Steel Trust Bonds Set Aside and Next 
Installment of Interest to be Avail- 
able for October Term. 





LONDON, June 7.—Andrew Carnegie 
signed a deed to-day transferring $10,000,- 
000 in 5 per cent. Steel Trust bonds to 
Trustees for the benefit of the universities 
of Scotland. The amount becomes imme- 
diately available. The next installment of 
interest can be used for the October term. 
The trustees are Lords Elgin, Rosebery, 
Balfour of Burleigh, (Chief Secretary for 
Scotland,) Kelvin, Reay, and Kinnear, Sir 
Henry Campbell-Bannerman, A. J. Balfour, 
Jaines Bryce, John Morley, Sir Robert Pul- 
lar, Sir Henry E. Roscoe, Thomas Shaw, 
M. P.; Richard B. Haldane, M. P.; the 
Lords Provost of Edinburgh and Glasgow, 
the Provost of Dunfermline, and one 
Trustee from each Scottish university. 

The deed contains a preamble saying that 
Mr. Carnegie, having retired from active 
business, deems it to be his duty and one 
of his highest privileges to administer the 
wealth which has come to him as a trustee 
in behalf of others, entertaining the con- 
fident belief that one of the best means 
of discharging that trust is providing funds 
for improving and extending the opportuni- 
ties for scientific research of the universt- 
ties of Scotland, his native land, and by 
rendering the attendance easier. 

A constitution, as it is called, is attached 
to the deed, directing that half the income 
be devoted to increasing the facilities for 
the study of science, medicine, modern 
languages, history, and English literature. 
The other half is to pay fees and assist stu- 
dents in other ways, regardless of sex, and 
in aid of preparatory schools, evening 
classez, and other means of education out- 
side the universities. 


Carnegie Project Approved. 

LONDON, June 8.—The details of Mr. 
Carnegie’s project are received with gen- 
eral approval. ‘‘ The name of Mr. Carne- 
gie,’’ says The Morning Post, ‘‘ should be 
regarded with profound esteem, which in 
time doubtless will become veneration, by 
the country he has so nobly and wisely en- 
dowed.”’ : 

The Times says: ‘ The details of Mr. Car- 
negie’s scheme disarm almost all previous 
criticisms. The gift, which is unquestiona- 
bly the most magnificent on record, bids 
fair to be at the same time the most wide- 
ly and permanently useful.’’ 


WILL FIGHT BABCOCK’S POLICY. 





Pennsylvania Delegation in Congress 
Ready to Resist the Effort to Lower 


Tariff Taxation. 
Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, June 7.—Representative 
James Rankin Young of Pennsylvania, 
who was in Washington to-day, an- 
nounced that the Pennsylvania  dele- 
gation would fight Chairman Bab- 
cock’s attempt to pass a Republican 
tariff reform bill. ‘*In Pennsylvania,’’ 


said Mr. Young, ‘‘any atternpt to reduce 
the tariff strikes home to every individual, 
for the interests of the people are so 
closely allied with the policy of protection 
as to be almost inseparable. For that rea- 
son, the Babcock bill will be vigorously 
opposed by the Pennsylvania delegation in 
Congress, and will be fought from the out- 
set. 

“The trouble with that bill is that while 
it is aimed at the steel trust, so called, it 
will work the greatest injury to the small 
manufacturers. The trust may be able, 
as it is claimed, to stand the effects of a 
reduction, but the iron and steel makers 
who are not in the trust would be seriously 
hurt by a reduction of the tariff. In fact, 
I have no doubt that the bill would close 
up many concerns that are now paying 
g00d wages to labor. 

“It is a mistake to assume that the steel 
trust controls the entire trade. ‘It does not 
even include all of the larger manufactur- 
ers. We have in our State a number of 
concerns operated extensively and em- 
ploying hundreds of workmen in each one, 
that are not in the trust. These people 
would feel the effects of the proposed Bab- 
cock bill as well as the small individual 
operators. The tin plate industry in the 
western part of the State would also be 
injured in the same way. That is an 
American industry that owes its existence 
entirely to the protective tariff. The time 
has not come when that fostering care 
should be removed.”

Was Arrested.

caught and held the thief until a police- 
man arrived.

BEEFSTEAKS HIS UNDOING.

Billemeyer’s Longing for Them Causes 
Him to Commit Theft. 

Jacob Billemeyer’s longing for tender- 
loin steaks and frankfurters has got him 
into trouble. He was arrested yesterday 
in the store of his employer, Louis Stulz, a 
wholesale provision dealer at Ellery Street 
and Broadway, Williamsburg, with the 
pockets of his coat stuffed with those 
articles of food. 

Billemeyer, who is fifty-two years old, 
and lives at 172 St. Nicholas Avenue, was 
employed by Stulz as a night engineer. He 
had no reason to steal, as he owns several 
houses and his only explanation for the 
act is that he must have been crazy when- 
ever he helped himself to the choice tender- 
loins and the fragrant frankfurters. 

For several weeks Stulz has been missing 
tenderloin steaks which had been made 
ready at night fog delivery the next morn- 
ing. Nobody suspected the engineer and 
he was even directed to keep a sharp look- 
out for thieves. The thefts of the steaks 
became so frequent that when a dozen 
more were missed Thursday morning Mr.

WASHINGTON, June 7.~Mr. W. W. Lud- 
low, one of the Treasury officials who went 
to Honolulu with W. F. MacLennan, Chief 
of the Warrant and Bookkeeping Division, 
to pay off the public debt of the Hawaiian 
Islands, has returned to this city. Pay- 
ments were begun on May 7, and on May 
23 $2,135,000 had been paid off, in Honolulu, 
and about $900,000 in San Francisco, leav- 
ing only about $120,000 yet to be paid in 
Honoluiu and about $1,000,000. of the debt, 
which is held in London. The London hold- 
ers will be paid Jan. 1, 1902.. Mr. MacLen- 
nan is expected to sail for the United 
States about June 15. . 












HELP ALL BUSINESS 


Report to Department of Justice 
Gives Significant Figures. 








Nearly 3,000 Less Petitions in the Last 
Reported Six Months Compared to 
the Similar Period of Last Year. 





WASHINGTON, June 7.—The summary of 
the semi-annual reports of the operation 
of the bankruptcy law for the period ‘ending 
March 31, 1901, recently submitted to the 
Attorney General by E. C. Brandenburg, in 
charge of bankruptcy matters in the De- 
partment of Justice, shows that during this 
period 9,516 voluntary petitions were filed, 
as against 8,000 for the preceding six 
months; 12,120 for the six months ended 
March 31, 1900; 10,124 for the six months 
ended Sept. 30, 1899, and 9,052 for the six 
months ended March 31, 1899: 

These figures show no appreciable varia- 
tion from the average number of petitions 
filed since the law went into operation, 
though it is over 2,600 less than for the 
corresponding period of last year.: For the 
same period 1,076 petitions in involuntary 
bankruptcy were filed, this being slightly 
in excess of the average for the past two 
years and a half. 

The report shows that a large percentage 
of those taking advantage of the voluntary 
features of the law are old insolvénts seek- 
ing this means of resuscitating themselves 
in the business world. 

During the past six months, of the volun- 
tary cases, 7,057 have been closed. In these 
the total liabilities, direct and contingent, 
have been $84,955,097, while the net assets 
realized for distribution as dividends have 
been $3,587,447. 

The total liabilities in 760 cases were less 
than $500, in 840 cases between $500 and 
$1,000, and in 3,000 cases between $1,000 and 
$5,000, the balance being for larger sums in 
varying amounts. Seven hundred and forty- 
seven who filed petitions were farmers, 
8,843 wage earners, 1,377 merchants, 12: 
manufacturers, 143 professional men, and 
the balance had occupations of a miscella- 
neous character, 

Of the involuntary cases, 325 were closed 
during the year, in which the total liabili- 
ties were $4,626,948; while the total assets 
realized were $879,597. In Hawaii only three 

etitions have been filed, two for voluntary 
ankruptcy and one for involuntary bank- 
ruptcy. 

Mr, Brandenburg says that it may be 
safely said that, with one or two excep- 
tions, for which Congress doubtless will 
make provision at an early date, the law is 
meeting with almost universal approbation. 
As time passes, its superiority over many 
of the State insolvency and assignment laws 
in reducing the expense of administration 
to a minimum, with the resultant of maxi- 
mum dividends, together with the disap- 
pearance of preferences, either through le- 
gal proceedings or fraud, he says, is re- 
dounding to thé advantage of the business 
world. 

The experience gained by the commer- 
cial interests under the present law, he 
says, has afforded a keener insight into 
its practical advantages than was expected 
or could have been anticipated, and while 
the existence of the present law is no 
guarantee against fraud, or that the dis- 
honest debtor will not endeavor to use its 
machinery to his advantage and to the 
detriment of the creditor whenever possi- 
ble, yet the opportunities under the vari- 
ous State assignments and insolvency laws 
were so much greater, and the frauds fre- 
quently so much more flagrant, that the 

ederal law has come to be looked upon 
as one of the most beneficent and ad- 
vantageous to the business world that has 
been placed upon our statute books for 
many years. 

Mr. Brandenburg adds that as a rule the 
number of: petitions in bankruptcy was 
usually, according to the States having 
the greatest pereenen and amount of busi- 
ness. Thus the States showing the greatest 
number of voluntary petitions filed during 
the last six months are: 


Illinois, 1,812; New York, 1,263; Massa- 
chusetts, 1,000; Iowa, 460; Ohio, 439, and 
Alabama, 422, while the lowest number 


are shown in the States of Nevada, where 
none were filed; Arizona and Hawali, 2 
each; Delaware, 5; New Mexico, 8, and 
Idaho, 10, 

Of the involuntary petitions the greatest 
number were filed in the following States: 
New York, 230; Pennsylvania, 132; Illinois, 
70; Massachusetts, 52: Kentucky, 50, and 
Georgia and Texas, 48 each; while in the 
States of Kansas and Nevada no petitions 
were filed, and in Hawaii and New Mexi- 
co, 1 each, and Delaware, Indian Territory, 
North Dakota, and Oregon, 2 each. 


DOCTORS RECOMMEND CANTEEN 


American Medical Association Con- 
demns the Present Law and 
Petitions for a Change. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., June 7.—By unanimous 
vote, although with small attendance, the 
American Medical Association this after- 
noon adopted a report indorsing the move- 
ment for the re-establishment of the army 
post canteen. The Committee on Legisla- 
tion, through the Chairman, Dr. H. L. is. 
Johnson, presented a report reciting the 
resolutions adopted by the Military Sur- 
geons last week and continuing as follows: 

“We have carefully considered the reso- 
lution proposed and declare it to be wise 
and proper and of importance to every citi- 
zen of the Republic. The resolution is the 
outgrowth of careful study and observation 
by the Medical Department of the United 
States Army, is concurred in by the com- 


manding officers at the several posts, and 
is intended to corre¢t serious abuses under 
the present law which result in drunken- 
ness, desertion, insubordination, dishonora- 
ble discharge, crime, poverty, appalling in- 
crease in disease and invalidism among the 
soldiers of the United States Army. ;

PLATT LETTER PUBLISHED 


In It the Author Gives His Interpre- 
tation of Amendment. 








Connecticut Senator Says that There 
Was No Thought of Establish- 
ing a Suzerainty. 





WASHINGTON, June 7.—During the con- 
ference between Secretary Root and the Cu- 
ban Commission, the Secretary wrote a let- 
ter to Senator Platt of Connecticut, who in- 
troduced the Platt amendment, asking for 
his views relative to intervention as men- 
tioned in the third clause of the amend- 
ment. Senator Platt replied, and his letter 
was furnished the commission confiden- 
tially by the Secretary of War and was in- 
corporated into and made a part of the ac- 
ceptance of the Platt amendment by the 
Constitutional Convention. 

The letter, however, appeared in a Ha- 
vana paper, and to-day was made public by 
the War Department. The letter stated 
that the amendment was carefully pre- 
pared with the object of avoiding any ‘pos- 
sible idea that by its acceptance the Con- 
stitutional Convention would thereby es- 


tablish a protectorate or suzerainty or in 
any manner whatsoever compromise the in- 
dependence or sovereignty of Cuba. 

The following is the text of Senator 
Platt’s letter to the Secretary of War: 

I am in receipt of your letter of this date, in 
which you say that the members of the com- 
mission of the Cuban Constitutional Conven- 
tion fear that the provisions relative to inter- 
vention, made in the third clause of the amend- 
ment which has come to bear my name, may 
have the effect of preventing the independence 
of Cuba, and in reality establish a protector- 
ate or suzerainty by the United States, and 
you request that I express my views of the 
question raised, 

In reply I beg to state that the amendment 


was carefully prepared with the object of 
avoiding any possible idea that by the ac- 
cepntance thereof the Constitutional Convention 


would thereby establish a protectorate or suzer- 
ainty, or in any manner whatsoever com- 
promise the independence or sovereignty of 
Cuba; and in speaking for myself it seems 
impossible that such an interpretation can be 
given to the clause. I believe that the amend- 
ment should be considered as a whole, and it 
ought to be clear on reading it that its well- 
detined purpose is to secure and safeguard 
Cuban independence, and set forth at once a 
clear idea of the friendly disposition of the 
United States toward the Cuban people, and 
the express intention on their part to aid them, 
if necessary, in the maintenance of said inde- 
pendence. These are my ideas, and, although, 
1s you say, I cannot speak for the entire Con- 
gress, my belief is that such a purpose was 
well understood by that body. Very respect- 
fully yours, Oo. H. PLATT. 

The Cabinet to-day discussed the Cuban 
situation. A communication has been re- 
eeived from Governor General Wood re- 
garding the prospect for the unconditional 
acceptance of the .Platt “amendment, but 
its contents are not made public. [t can 
be stated, however, that there is a hopeful 
feeling in Administration circles that after 
the first soraness wears off the conven- 
tion will see the wisdom of adopting the 
terms of the amendment. The answer to 
Gen. Wood is to be sent, and the language 
of that communication was under discus- 
sion to-day. Meantime the existing status 
in Cuba is to be maintained. No action 
looking to the calling of another conven- 
tion is in contemplation if the present con- 
vention should decline to accede tq our 
terms. 

Secretary Root has been in communica- 
tion with Gen. Wood regarding the situa- 
tion in Cuba, end was able to inform the 
Cabinet concérning the tmpressions which 
Gen. Wood has of the feeling of the dele- 
gates to the Constitutional Convention. 
While no new propositions have yet been 
submitted, it is probable that the conven- 
tion will not accept the Platt amendment 
outright until another proposition has been 
made to this Government. The Adminis- 
tration is fully determined that the Cubans 
must accept the Platt amendment without 
qualifications before there can be any 
change in the status of Cuba. 











CONVENTION TO MEET MONDAY. 


Cuban Delegates Will Discuss Latest 
Instructions from Washington. 


HAVANA, June 7.—The Cuban Constitu- 
tional Convention will hold a meeting next 
Monday to discuss the instructions received 
yesterday from Washington regarding the 
Platt amendment. The fifteen delegates 
who voted in favor of the amendment have 


held several meetings and are unanimous in 
thinking that the amendment must be ac- 
cepted in a manner satisfactory to the 
United States Government; and they are 
determined to force the radical element to 
accept the amendment under a threat of 
dissolving the convention. 

The radicals strongly oppose dissolution, 
and to-day some of the extremists admitted 
that it would be better to compiy with the 
Washington instructions.

NAVAL VESSELS RECLASSIFIED. 


President Issues an Order Which 
Changes Departmental Terms. 
WASHINGTON, June 7.—The President 
to-day signed an order reclassifying the 
vessels of the navy according to their ton- 
nage, to take the place of the old classi- 
fication based on the number of guns car- 
ried. Under the new system there will be 

four classes, as follows: 

First rate, men-of-war, of 8,000 tons and 
over; second rate, men-of-war, of 4,000 tons 
and under 8,000 tons, and auxiliary ves- 
sels of 6,000 tons and over, except colliers, 
hospital ships, and other vessels used for 
special purposes; third rate, men of war, 
from 1,000 to 4,000 tons, and auxiliary ves- 
sels from 1,000 to 6,000 tons, and colliers, 
refrigerator ships, hospital ships, &c., of 
4,000 tonS and over; fourth rate, all other 
vessels. 

The order further gives the assignments 
to command afloat. These give an Ad- 
miral commana of a fleet; Rear Admiral, 
command of a fleet or squadron; Captain, 
command of a division or ship of the first 
or second rate; commander, command of a 
division or ship of the second or third rate; 
Lieutenant Commander, command of a ship 
of the third or fourth rate; Lieutenant, 
command of a ship of the fourth rate, a 
destroyer, torpedo boat, tug, or tender; 
Lieutenant, (junior grade,) command -of «a 
torpedo boat, tug, or tender; Ensign, com- 
mand of a torpedo boat or tug.

Thirty Thousand Mothers and Chil- 
dren to Enjoy Country Life. 





Many Churches Building New Homes 
for This Work—Religious News

The churches will send about 30,000 boys, 


girls, and mothers to the country this Surn- 
This number will go from Manhat- 


ner. 
tan alone. It is several thousands larger 
than usual, and does not include Sunday 
school picnickers. Brooklyn churehes will 
send about their ‘usual “humber The 
outing work in that borough is not devel- 
oped as it is in Manhattan. The larger 
part of the 30,000 will go under the charge 
of the Children’s Aid Society. Probably 
this part will reach 18,000. But most of 
the children sent out nominally by this 
society are furnished from the churches, 
so that it is church and not wholly Aid 
Society work. 
Almost all large*® Manhattan churches 
have some sort of Summer home in the 
country or at the seaside. Churches that 
a few years ago hardly thought of such 


work, now have it as part of the regular

counting as much more that has been put 
into new buildiugs, additional acres of land

St. Thomas's 
gives an outing to the boys of the chapel 
in July, and to the girls in August. It con- 
sists of two weeks. The home at East 
Marion, Long Island, was rebuilt last Sum- 
mer, and since the death of the late rector 
the Rev. Dr. Brown, has been called the 
Brown Memorial. It accommodates 200 at 
a time. Heavenly Rest parish has rebuilt 
its Summer home at Copake at a cost of 
$3,000. St. James parish has just com- 
pleted a new Summer home at East Nor- 
walk, Conn. It cost $12,000, and will ac- 
commodate sixty children at one time. 
Other Episcopal parishes doing this work

Almost equal to Trinity parish in the 
number of children it sends out is the Mad- 
ison Avenue Presbyterian Church, the Rev. 
Dr. C. H. Parkhurst. The number is above 


3,000 a year, and will be increased this year: 
There is no charge. The University Place, 
the Brick, the Madison Avenue, the West 
End, and the North Presbyterian Churches 
have Summer work. The West End Church 
is enlarging its work this year. 

Baptists are entering upon this Summer 


work vigorously. The Judson Memoria! in 
Washington Square leads. It has rented 
this year a large house at Red Bank. The 


Second Avenue Church will send its Sunday 
school children to Somers, and its kinder- 


garten to Branchville, Conn., where it 
maintains an extensive work. Methodists 
and Congregationalists are increasing ‘their 


work in this line also.

This lesson lifts us up to a higher plane 
of privilege than any that has as yet come 
before TA those we have seen the 
risen Saviour manifesting Himself to men, 
just as we see Him doing in this, but the 
revelation in them was of Himself as He 
appeared on the earth before His crucifix- 


us. 


ion. Those to whom ‘‘ He showed Himself 
alive after His passion,” saw Him as a 
Man, as the very One whom they had 
“known in the flesh,’’ and at whose feet 
they had sat for two or three years. At in- 
tervals, for ‘‘ forty days,’’ He thus mani- 
fesied Himself to them. Then they saw 
“this same Jesus”’ ascend into heaven, 
and 


In His feet and hands are wound prints, 

In all of those revelations of Himself, 
however, our attention was directed, 
much to Him, as to the effect of the reve- 
lation those who received it. But 
now, as He reveals Himself to His beloved 
Apostle John, our thoughts are not turned 
so much to the effect as they are to the 
revelation itself. When John last saw Him, 
it was as a Man. But now he saw Him as 
the very Son of God; in the glory which 
He had with the Father “ before the world 
was,’ (John, xvii., 5,) the glory which had 
onee enveloped Him on the earth, when He 
was transfigured on the mount. The other 
revelations were gracious. This, however, 
Was not only gracious, but it was wonder- 
fuily sublime. It was overwhelming. Such 
revelations always are. 

When Moses prayed to the Lord—" TI be- 
seech Thee show me Thy glory ’’—the an- 
swer was, ‘“* Thou canst not see My face— - 
for there shall no man see Me and live.’ 
‘And when the glory of the Lord did pass by 
before him, it was only after he had been 
hidden ‘‘in a cleft of the rock” and been 
covered by the hand of the Almighty, and 
even then he could not look upon His face. 
(Exodus, xxxiii., 18-23.) So when Isaiah 
“saw the Lord sitting upon a throne, high

and lifted up,” he could only say, ‘*‘ Woe 
is me! for I am undone.’ (Isaiah, ee 
So also it was with Ezekiel (Eze kiel,” » 28) 
~—with Daniel (x., 7, 8)—with the ao 
herds of Beth!ehem (L uke, ii., 9)—and with 


Saul of Tarsus as he journeyed to Damas- 

cus. (Ac ts, ix., 3.) So it is here with John. 

He says, ‘“‘ W ‘hen T saw Him I fell at His 

feet as dead.’ (Verse 17.) 

GOD'S REVELATIONS OVERWHELM- 
ING. 

Although such revelations of God to His 
children are always overwheiming, yet they 
are always given, not to awe and distress, 
but to comfort those who are burdened 
with anxiety and fear, and to strengthen 
them for the work they are to do. When 
the revelation was given to Moses, it was 
at the time God had said that He would 
not go up with Israel into Canaan. Moses 
was sore distressed, and pleaded earnestly 


for his people. And God heard his prayer. 
Then He strengthened his faith by passing 
before him and revealing all of His gra- 
ciousness. (Exodus, xxxiv., 6.) Isaiah 


was bowed down with the heavy weight of 
the people’s sins. Ezekiel was among 
the captives by the river of Chebar. 

(Bzekiel, i., 1.) | Daniel was ‘ mourning 
three full weeks,” and longing for the close 
of the captivity. (Daniel, 2-4.) So, also, 


was it with John. He aa “in distress, 
needed both comfort and strength. and 
For the time when he saw this vision was 
one of great gloom to the aged Apostle. 
He was then nearly 100 years old. All of 
the companions of his youth and maturer 
years had passed away. Most of his fel- 
ow-Aposties had suffered martyrdom. Ban- 
ished by the Emperor Domitian to the isl- 
and of Patmos because of his faith in 
Christ, he was an exile far from his work 
as an Apostle. Tradition says that his oc- 
cupation was to work in the mines found 
in this rocky island. Suffering thus him- 
self from the prevailing persecution his 
rt was even more distressed because of 
the trials which befell those to whom he 
had ministered. Besides these outward 
trials the infant church was sorely rent 
within itself. Ueresies of all kinds were 
éreeping in, beguiling unstable souls, and 
woany through fear were denying the Lord 
that bought them, while many more had 

name to live, hut were dead.’ 

_As the aged Apostle fulfilled his daily 
wind of weary work in the mines, and 
tated upen this state of things in the 











ue 





everything must have seemed 
very dark and dreary to him. Still his 
faith clung to the precious memories of 
the past, and the words of Him on. whose 
bosam he had leaned nearly three-quarters 
of a century before. His life, death, resur- 
rection, ascension, and promises filled his 
mind ang heart, and so, through the Spirit, 
he held ellowship with Him. It was when 
he was thus in the Spirit on the Lord’s 
day "’ that this vision was given him. 
hen, he says, ‘‘I heard behind me a 

great voice, as of a trumpet.’’ (V. 10.) It 
sounded loud and clear. It was the voice 
of Him who said, ‘I am Alpha and Ome- 
ga, the beginning and the ending, which is, 
and which was and which is to come, the 
Almighty.”” (V. 8) What He said, John 
was commanded to write. The message 
was to be addressed at the time to the 
seven churches of Asia,’’ but in the end, 
to the full, complete number—the universal 
Church—God’s people of all time. 

WwW hen he heard the “ voice as of a trum- 


pet,”’ he says that he at once turned to see 


from whom it proceeded. A glorious vision 
met his eyes. Seven golden candlesticks 
were arranged before him. In their midst 
stood a majestic Person, having the appear- 
ance of ‘‘a Man,” (R. Vi,) even of **'The 
Son of Man,”’ (A. V.) He was dressed in a 


long robe which reached to His feet, and 


which was held together across the breast 
by ‘‘a golden girdle.’ ‘‘ His head, and His 


churches, 


hairs, were white, like wool—as white as 
snow.’’ ‘* His eyes were as a flame of fire.’’ 
His feet were like burnished brass fresh 


from the ‘ furnace,” and when He spoke 
His voice"was as powerful as ‘‘ the sound 
of many waters,” and as refreshing to the 
troubled Apostle. In His right hand He 
held seven stars—a two-edged sword pro- 
ceeded from His mouth—and to look upon 
Him was like looking into the noon-day 
sun, for ‘‘ His countenance was as the sun 


shineth in his strength.”’ 
JOHN'S AMAZING DESCRIPTION. 


Such is the description which John gives 
of this majestic Person. But what does it 
mean? Although His head, His hair, His 
eyes, His mouth, His hands, His feet, and 
even His very clothing, are all minutely 
described, yet who can realize in them the 
description of a living being? The very at- 
tempt to combine the whiteness of ‘‘ wool”’ 
and “flames of fire with ‘fine brass ”’ 
and ‘‘ the sound of many waters” as char- 
acteristics of One whose face was like the 
sun, whose mouth held a sword, and whose 
hands grasped “ stars”’ is far beyond the 
power of human thought or words. And 
yet it is only by sych terms that God can 
ever be described.’ Difficult as it may be 
for us to understand them fully, yet any 
others we could not understand at at. 

lt will help us, however, in this matter 
to recognize that the language here used is 
not typical, but symbolic. For * wool, 

fire, brass,” ‘* waters,’ ‘gtars,’’ are 
not types of what God is to the believer, or 


” 


ot anything that He does for the believer, 

but they are symbols of what He is in 
Himself. Thus there is a great difference 
between “ types"? and ‘symbols,’ which 
it is very important to bear in mind in the 
study of this lesson, and of many other 


portions of the Scriptures. 

As a general rule *“‘ types” are employed 
to set forth great moral and spiritual truths 
and acts, as the sinfulness of sin, the 
Atonement, the Resurrection, the new life 
in Christ. ‘‘ Symbols,’’ however, are used 
to describe moral and spiritual qualities 
and characteristics, as holiness, strength, 
wisdom, peace. Historical events or visible 
ceremonies are employed as “ types.’’ But 
well-known properties of mater al things 
and living creatures as ‘‘ symbols.’ 


” 


Thus the events of the flood, the cere- 
monies of the Jewish ritual, the life of 
Jonah, are types of great spiritual acts 


and truths which were fulfilled by the life 
and death of Christ. But when eternity is 
expressed by a circle, as in ancient hiero- 
glyphics, or by the first and last_letters of 
the Greek alphabet, Alpha and Omega, as 
in this lesson; or when courage and 
strength are represented by a lion, or 
peace by a sea of glass, smooth and unruf- 
fled, then the characteristics of material 
things are used as symbols to describe 
moral and spiritual qualities. 

When such symbols are used in our ordi- 
nary conversation, or in the Scriptures, it 
because the simple statement of the 
quality does not fully convey to the mind 
the meaning desired. Thus when the little 
girl, trying to describe the excellencies of 
her teacher, said ‘‘ She looks like a pray- 
er,’’ in that one word expressed far more 
than she could have done by an elaborate 
sentence, and expressed it far more clear- 
ly. So the symbol of whiteness ‘‘as white 
as snow,” gives us a clearer idea of un- 
spotted holiness than the simple word 
‘white ’’ or even “ holiness’’ alone could 
have done. 

When John, therefore, turned at the 
voice of the great trumpet, the first thing 
that struck his attention, he says, was an 
array of ‘‘ seven golden candlesticks,’’ and 
he was told that they signified ‘‘ the seven 
churches. (Vv. 12-20.) Now “a candle- 
stick’ is not a light in itself, but il holds 
up that which does in truth give light. This 
is the character which St. Paul desires in 
all helievers when he writes ‘“‘ that ve may 


is 


be blameless and harmless, the sons of 
God, holding forth the word of life.” 
(Phil. ii., 15-16.) To the collected body of 
‘such individual believers, organized as 


churches, in a still larger sense was com- 
mitted the Gospel of Christ. They were to 
hold Him up as “ The Light of the world.” 


Such candlesticks,” John declares, are 
‘golden.’ and the number of them ts 
‘** seven.”’ Thus the preciousness and the 


universality of ‘‘ The Church ”’ were graphi- 
cally presented to him. 

In the midst of this precious—universal— 
‘Church ” he saw ‘ One like unto the Son 
7 Man.’ He recognized Him at once as 
his divine Lord and Master. His dress was 
that of the High Priest in the Temple, 
with the golden girdle smround the waist 
like ‘‘ the curious girdle of his Enhod—of 
gold, blue. and purple, and scarlet, and 
fine twined linen, as the Lord commanded 
Moses.” (Exodus xxxix., 5.) 


THE MEANINGS OF THE SIGNS. 

‘‘His head and His hairs were white like 
wool—as white as snow.”’ (V. 14.) The em- 
phasis is on the whiteness and it needed 
‘wool’’ and ‘‘ snow” to even approximate 
a description of what he saw. They indi- 
cated glory, purity, and wisdom. Thus this 
great High Priest—even ‘‘ the Son of Man,’ 
whom he saw in the midst of the churches 
—was eternal, infinite in holiness and wis- 
dom, and crowned with glory. 

‘His eyes were as a flame of fire,’’ pene- 
trating and consuming. Nothing was hid- 
den from Him, for ‘all things are naked 
and opened unto the eyes of Him with 
whom we have to do.’’ (Hebrews iv., 13.) 
As He said unto the church in Thyatira, 


He ‘‘searcheth the reins and hearts,’ and 
will give unto ev ery, one according to their 
works. (ii., 23.) hus as fire tries the 
precious metals, He will bring all things 
into judgment. 

‘His feet’’ were “like unto fine brass,”’ 
strong and durable, but they were ‘as if 
they burned in a furnace.’’ Wherever He 
trod His enemies would be destroyed and 
His people delivered. 

** His voice ’’ was ‘‘as the sound of many 
waters,’ not only quiet, smooth, and deep 
waters, but waters like a Niagara, moving 
with terrific power and speed. When He 
spoke none could contradict or prevent. 

But this was not all. ‘*‘ His countenance 
was as the sun shineth in His strength,” 
with no cloud to obscure its glory. 

‘And He had in His right hand seven 
stars.’"’ They were “the angels,’”’ or His 
messengers _popeens to minister in the 
churches. They moved in their respective 
spheres, and fulfilled their service only as 
they were held and directed by His hand. 

“Out of His mouth went a sharp, two- 
edged sword.” It was ‘‘ the sword of the 
Spirit, which is the word of God,’ (Ephe- 
sians vi., 17,) which is “ quick and power- 
ful, piercing even to the dividing asunder 
of soul and spirit, and of the joints and 
marrow, and is a discerner of the thoughts 
a intents of the heart.’”” (Hebrews iv., 
1 

Such was the glorious and gracious vision 
presented to the aged and troubled apostle. 

t was a vision of Jesus of Nazareth in His 
ascended glory. When he saw it, we can 
well imagine that it at once banished from 
his mind all thought of Patmos and its 
mines—of Domitian and his persecutions— 
and of anxiety and fear goncerning the 
churches where he had so long and faith- 
fully labored. His Divine Lord, whose eyes 
penetrated everywhere—whose ‘hands could 
reach every one—whose feet could tread 
down all enemies—whose word none could 
resist—Himself all glorious in holiness, and 
infinite in wisdom and power—was still 


mindful of His promise, ‘‘ Lo, I am with 
you alway, even unto the end of the 
world.” And now He had said to him, 


‘Fear not.” He says the same to all of 
His troubled and believing children.

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'MAYOR MUST APPOINT 


FOUR NEW MAGISTRATES 


Directed by Mandamus to Fill Va- 
cancies Created in Brooklyn. 








Justice Gaynor Decides that the Act Ex- 


tending Terms of These Officials 
Is Unconstitutional. 





Although he decided some time ago not 


to take such action, because of the long 
litigation he believed it would cause, Mayor 
Van Wyck must now appoint successors to 
City Magistrates Andrew Lemon, William 
Kramer, Lewis Worth, and Charles E. 


Teale of the Second Division, Brooklyn 


Justice William J. Gaynor, in the Supreme 
Court, Brooklyn, yesterday, granted an ap- 
plication made by Lawyer Sanders Shanks 
on behalf of John J. Kelly, a taxpayer and 
elector, for a peremptory writ of manda- 
mus, directing the Mayor to make the ap- 
pointments within two days. 

It is not expected that the Mayor will 
make any appeal from the order. The terms 
of the Magistrates affected expired on 


April 30 last. The Legislature, however, 


passed an act extending their terms to 
Dee. 31 next. All of the Magistrates in 
question are Republicans. The Mayor, while 
believing that the law extending the terms 
of the Magistrates and providing for the 
election of their successors at the coming 
general election, was. unconstitutional as 


to the extension provision, refused to make 
appointments on May 1 on the ground that 
the legal fight which would follow between 
the Republican holdovers and the Demo- 
cratic appointees would interfere with the 
orderly*administration of the courts. 

Mr. Kelly, in petitioning for a writ of 
mandamus, contended that the act extend- 
ing the terms of the Magistrates was a 
violation of that section of the State Con- 
stitution requiring that existing city offi- 
cers shall be elected by the electors of the 
city or some division thereof, or appointed 
by such authorities thereof as the Legis- 
lature shall designate. Justice Gaynor “de- 
cides that the law extending the terms of 
the Magistrates is violative of the section 
of the Constitution mentioned. The terms 
of the four Magistrates in question, he 
says, concededly expired on the last day 
of April, 1901, and it then became the duty 
of the Mayor, by a mandatory provision of 
the city charter, to appoint their success- 


,ors. 


Thet a sharp legal fight will follow the 
appointment of successors to the Magis- 


trates is generally believed. The four 
Magistrates affected held a consultation 
yesterday afternoon and discussed a plan 


It is believed that they will com- 
pel the Mayor's appointees to bring quo 
warranto proceedings to test the title of 
the Republicans to office,

WASHINGTON’S FAMILY COACH. 


Long Housed in a Harlem Barn, It Now 
Goes to Mount Vernon—lIts 
Later History. 


George Washington's family coach, in 
which he made a journey from Mount Ver- 
non to Savannah and return, was yesterday 
presented by Augustus Frey, a real estate 
agent, of 110 East One Hundred and Twen- 
ty-fifth Street, to the Ladies’ Union of 
America. In 1876 the coach became the 
property of Capt. Benjamin Richardson. 

Capt. Richardson was a well-known fig- 
ure in Harlem. He paid $6,500 for the ven- 


erable vehicle at the Centennial Exposition 
at Philadelphia. He was famous aS a col- 
lector of relics, and his home at Castle 
Eden, Morrisania, was almost a museum. 
Occasionaily he permitted the coach to be 
dragged through the city’s street upon 
Memorlal Day and other patriotic occa- 
sions, and it is well remembered. The last 
time it was seen abroad, however, was in 
1882, and at that time Capt. Richardson 
had it restored to something like its con- 
dition in the days when it served the pur- 
poses of illustrious owner. 

Since Capt. Richardson's death some 
years @go the coach has received but little 
attention, and for years has remained un- 
eared for in an old carriage house. It is 
much larger than a coach-of to-day, and 
the body is attached in the style of its 
time, long springs curling up in the front 
and rear of the body, to which the latter is 
hung by heavy straps. The tapestries on 
the seats were richly embroidered in green 





and white, but are now lustreless and 
frayed. 
Mr. Frey says that considering the age of 


the coach, it is in fairly good condition, and 
that it will be shipped on Monday to Mount 
Vernon, where it will be placed on perma- 
nent exhibition with other Washington 
relics of which the union has become the 


owner. The crganization has a Regent in 
every State and Territory, the Regent in 
this city, Mrs. Townsend, being the one 


who ¢arried on all the negotiations for the 
coach, which was bought by Mr. Frey 
with the other contents of Capt. Richard- 
son's barn. 


LUMBERMEN 1 TO COMBINE. 


Firms in the Eastern F Part of Long Isl- 
and Forming Plans—Capital 
to be $1,250,000. 


PATCHOGUE, L. L., June 7.—A big lum-

combination that will take in all the 
lumber firms in the eastern part of long 
Island is said to be forming in Suffolk 
County. According to the reported plans 
the trust will be capitalized at $1,250,000, 
the shares to have a par value of $100. 


The Suffolk County firms that are said to 
be willing to go inté the combination are 
as follows: 

E. Bailey & Sons of Patchogue and Islip, 
N. B. Rogers & Son of West Hampton, 
The Hampton Lumber Company of South- 
ampton, the East Hampton Lumber and 
Coal Company, with branches at Sag Har- 
bor, Bridgehampton, and East Hampton; 
J. N. Wells & Son of Greenport, Corwin & 
Vail of Riverhead, Robert Munns of Say- 
ville, Charles Wood & Son of Amityville, 
D. T. Bayles of Stony Brook, O. T. Fan- 
nin & Co. of Fort Jefferson, Boob & 
Arthur of Smithtown, W. W. Wood of 
Huntington, Bishop & Hallock of Moriches, 
the Huntington Lumber and Coal Com- 
pany, and Thomas N. Bayles of Stony- 
rook. 

A special committee is said to be now ar- 
ranging the details of the combination. A 
meeting is to be held next week, prob- 
ably at East Hampton, where articles of in- 
corporation are to be drawn up It is said 
that Joseph Bailey, manager of E. Bailey 
& Sons, is the prime mover in the enter- 
prise, and it is expected that he will be 
the head of the concern. The main office 
of the trust will be located at this place. 
The east end of the island will be the point 
of output for all steamships to Eastern and 
Southern ports. The Lane Island Railroad 
oeane has enlarged its freight yard 
facilities here, and it is supposed this was 
done witha knowledge of the plans of the 
lumber combination.

TRIUMPH FOR KEENE STABLE 





Victor, a Famous Daughter of Domino, 
Heavily Backed by Americans in 
England—Croker’s Entry Third. 


_ 


LONDON, June 7.—Another 
great racing trophies has been captured by 
America, Foxhall P. Keene having won the 
Oaks at Epsom with Cap jand Bells It., 
ridden by Milton Henry. The owner, horse, 
and jockey are all thoroughbred Americans, 
so the victory was not diluted, as it was in 
the case of the Derby. Yesterday long odds 
were obtainable agafnst the American 
horse, but the odds shortened this morning 
until Cap and Bells II. stood at the head of 
the list and started at 9 to 4 against. The 
hollowness of the victory, however, detract- 
ed much from the interest in the race. 

Brilliant weather favored the concluding 
day of the meeting, and the Oaks attract- 
ed a phenomenal attendance. On the road 
from London the scenes were almost as 
lively as on Derby day, and were more 
picturesque, owing to the predominance: of 
women in the brightest Summer costumes, 
for the Ladies’ Derby was the most largely 
attended in half a century. 

The conditions and the result of the race 
for the Oaks were as follows: 


The Oak Stakes, of 4,500 sovereigns, by sub- 
scription of 50 sovereigns each, for three-year- 
old fillies, to carry 126 pounds each; about one 
mile and a half.

panion, riden by Turner, led to the straight, 
where Marshcress and Arta fell, and Cap 
and Bells II. drew to the front and won 
in a canter by six lengths. Two lengths 
separated second and third horses. The 
betting was: Cap and Bells Il., 9 to 4 
against; Sabrinetta, 50 to 1 against; Minnie 
Dee, 10 to 1 against. C. Jenkins rode Sa- 
brinetta and L. Reiff had the mount on 
Minnie Dee, another American-trained 
horse, owned by Richard Croker. So, al- 
,together, the race furnished extraordinary 
proof of the abilities of American breed- 
ers, trainers, and jockeys, K. Cannon and 
Weldon, the riders of Marshcress and 
Arta, were bruised, but were not seriously 
hurt. 


KEENE ON HIS VICTORY. 
After the race Foxhall Keene, son of 
James,R. Keene, and partner with his 


father in breeding and racing, said: 

“I am very proud to be the first Ameri- 
can to win the Oaks. I bred the filly my- 
self in Kentucky, so she was American 
bred, owned, and ridden.”’ 

Mr. Keene added that he was not much 
of a gambler, but in this race he had put 
a good big stake on Cap and Bells II. and 
had told all his friends to do the same. 
**There was not an American at the course 
whom I have heard of that did not puf his 
money on Cap and Bells II.,”’ he continued, 
“‘She was not heard of in the betting a few 
days ago and came down from a long price 
to 9 to 4.” 

Mr. Croker, although he had-a horse in 
the race, backed Cap and Bells II. and nu- 
merous commissions were cabled from New 
York. Mr. Keene is believed to have won 
£10,000 in wagers. He announced that half 


the £4,500 purse would go to London hospi- 
tals and the rest to hospitals in the United 


States. Mr. Croker’s starter in the race 
was an English bred filly. 
To-day’s trium is regarded by Mr. 


h 
Keene as only the beginning of the vic- 
tories of Cap and Bells IL... ‘‘ Her victory 
to-day,”’ he said, ‘‘ was one of the easiest 
ever seen in the Oaks. She is as good as 
anything seen on an English race course 
since La Fleche.”’ 

Punctilio, owned by Sir E. Vincent and 
ridden by Lester Reiff, won the Acorn 
Stakes of 1,000 sovereigns for two-year-old 
fillies at five furlongs. Fourteen horses 
Tran. 


Cap and Bells, the first American filly 
to win the Epsom Oaks, was bred by 
James R. end Foxhall P. Keene at their 
Kentucky nursery for thoroughbred horses, 
Castleton Farm, near Lexington, and is 
one of the best representatives of the great 
horse Domino, now dead, who raced suc- 
cessfully for three years under the Keene 
colors in America, winning $180,085 as a 
two-year-old in 1893, the largest sum that 
has ever been won by a single horse in one 
year, Domino finishing his two-year-old 
form unbeaten. His owners retired him to 
the stud at the end of his racing career, 


and his success as a sire was as pro- 
nounced as it was on the turf, the first 
of his get winning, while last season the 
young Dominos were responsible for the 


lacing of the Keene Stable again at the 


ead of the list of winning owners in 
America. Domino also was the sire of the 
reat colt Commando, now racing in 
merica. 


The dam of Cap and Bells is Ben-My- 


Chree, by Galopin, one of the mares im- 

rted by James R. Keene when he estab- 
ished the Castleton Farm, and dam of 
the good race horse Ben Ronald. The 
filly Cap and Bells, foaled in 1899, was 
developed and trained by James Rowe, 
trainer for the Keene racing stable, and 


made her first appearance on a race track 
just a year ago, at the Gravesend Spring 
meeting, where on June 4 she won the 
Criterion Stakes from a field of nine, run- 
ning four and a half furlongs in 0:55 
Her victory caused a sensation at the time 
from the manner in which she won, Cap 
and Bells breaking out of the crowd at the 
fall of the flag and in half a dozen strides 
having a lead of nearly as many lengths 
she having only to canter the remainder 
of the distance to win as she pleased. 
From the time of her first start Cap aad 
Bells was regarded as one of the best of 
the fillies of the year and a rival of Sweet 
Lavender, who to that time had _ been 
looked on‘as the best of her age and sex. 
In her next race Cap and Bells met and 
easily beat Sweet Lavender, in the Sprin- 
ster Stakes, at Brighton Beach, Cap and 
Bells winning about as she pleased, run-

ning six furlongs in 1:14 3-5. - The race 
established her as the best filly of the 
season, and she only ran once afterward 
before she was shipped to England. That 


was for the Futurity. at the Sheepshead 
Bay track, Cap and Bells being one of the 
three that the Keene stable started for 
that, the richest event of the season for 
two-year-olds, Olympian, also a representa- 
tive of Domino, and Tommy Atkins mak- 
ing up the Keene entry, which was favor- 
ite at 10 to 7 on in a field of twelve. 

The race was won by William C. Whit- 
ney’s Ballyhoo Bey. ridden by Sloane, who 
came from England especially to ride that 
horse, while Olympian was second and 
Tommy Atkins was third, Cap and Bells, 
after getting away badly. never being 
prominent in the contest. The race closed 
the career of Cap and Bells in America, 
her record for the season being two wins in 
three starts. When Mr. Keene decided to 
send a part of his American stable to Eng- 
land, Cap and Bells and Olympian were in 
the lot selected to go, the horses being 
shipped on Oct. 20. 

Cap and Bells in winning the Oaks has 
simply verified the promise she gave as a 
two-year-old, Foxhall Keene having had 
the Oaks in view when he selected the filly 
to be sent to England. 

Milton Henry, the American rider, who 
had the mount on the Oaks winner, is a 

* comparatively new comer among the promi- 
nent jockeys. he having ridden successfully 
on the New York tracks but one season be- 
fore he was employed by the Keenes to go 
to England. The boy. who had been fairly 
successful as a rider on the Western tracks. 
was discovered by Lewis Elmore of the 
racing firm of Elmore & Arkell, they en- 
gaging him and giving him his first chance 
in the East. Henry is about nineteen vears 
old and is very popular among the turfmen 
of the East: As he is not vet of age, a 
Jarge part of his earnings go to his mother. 

The Oaks. the race won by Cap and Bells. 
is one of the most valued prizes of the 
English turf, and is regarded as the final 
test of a mare’s class, the winner of the 
Oaks always commanding preferment in 
selection for breeding purposes, while the 
race in itself is second only to the Derby 
as a great and popular racing fixture. The 
race is older than the Derby. in fact, it 
having been established in 1779 by Lord 
Derby. and won at the first running by 
Lord Derby’s filly Bridget. It became a 

rmanent fixture at once, and ever since 

as heen regarded 28 a companion event 
with the Derby. which was established a 


year later, in 1780. .

RACES WON ALL THE WAY. 


Pacemakers Lasted in Front Through 
Gravesend Card—Kilogram’s 
Selling Stake. 

With rain falling in a steady downpour, 
a track deep in thin mud, and a fog that 
obscured the view of the horses except 
when they were directly in front of the 
stand, the conditions for racing at the 
Gravesend course yesterday were of a kind 
to invite once more the patrons of the 
turf who dropped away when the sun was 
shining earlier in the week. The favorites 
seemed to fare better in the mud than on 


the dry track of the day before, for the 
six races were divided evenly between the 
choices and non-favorites. 

From the beginning to the end of the 
sport the horses that made the running 
were the winners, each of the six events 
being won by the horse that went on in 
front to set the pace, with the result that, 
except in the six-furlong selling, the fin- 
ishes were of the processional kind. The 
exception was in the fifth event, for which 
the ancient champion of Park Row, Do- 
lando, was the best backed horse in a 
field of seven, but, beginning slowly, was 
so far outrun in the opening strides that 
he never had a chance. Bold Knight and 
Contend had the race between them at the 
end, Bold Knight, hard ridden by J. Slack, 
winning in the last jump by a short head. 
The one stake event on the card was the 
Myrtle, selling, for three-year-olds and up- 
ward, at one mile and a sixteenth. Potente 
was the favorite, but he got away tangled 
up, and was never a factor. August Bel- 
mont’s Kilogram, ridden by T. Burns, as 
substitute for Mounce, who was ill, was 
rushed to the front, and, taking the track 
as they passed the stand, raced in the lead 
all the way, out of sight in the fog for 
the greater part of thacontest. At the fin- 
ish Latson closed strong and forced Burns 
to ride out the Belmont horse. Kilogram, 
though very tired, had enough left to 
come on and win by a length and a half, 
with Latson second and Intrusive third. 
The winner was entered to sell for $2,100, 
but there was no bid on him. 

Leonora Loring, Halberdier, Roxane, and 
The Rhymer won their respective races in 
very easy style, after leading throughout. 

Jockey John Bullman has severed his 
connection with the racing stable of P. H. 
McCarren and Richard Croker, and other 
riders had the mounts on the horses started 
by the stable yesterday. Bullman was said 
to have given up his contract with the 
stable, by which he drew a/‘retainer of 
$10,000 a year, because of a difference wit 
Trainer Frank Brown, who has charge of 
the McCarren-Croker horses.

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AMERICAN-DESIGNED BOAT WON 


Herreshoff’s Cutter Nevada First of Her 
Class in Glasgow Regatta— 
Shamrock I. Beaten. 


ROTHESAY, Firth of Clyde, June 7.—The 
Glasgow Exhibition regatta opened to-day. 
The yachts started in a brisk, northwest 
breeze over a course in: the form of a 
square, lying between the Island of Bute 
and Ayrshire, giving a fair trial on all 
points of sailing. Twice round the course 
and a “ distance’”’ to Largs and back made 
a total of fifty miles sailed. 

The race was divided into two classes, 
both having special points of interest to 
Americans. In the first division the Sham- 
rock I. was pitted against the best single- 
stickers in British waters. She was heavily 
handicapped, a provision of the British rac- 
ing rules forcing her to give the~ Meteor 
45 minutes and 389 seconds, the Sybarita 
42 minutes and 34 seconds, and the Kariad 
47 minutes and 4 seconds. 

Interest in the second race centred in 


Charles F. Herreshoff, Jr.’s, new cutter 
Nevada, built recently at Pointhouse. She 
is of the American type, and designed with 
little regard for the. restrictions of the 
British racing rules. It was admitted that 
if she was successful it would either set 
the fashion for British designing or force 
the Racing Association to materially mod- 
ify the measurement rules. Her competi- 
tors, the Lais, Carina, and Tutty, were not 
very formidable, but they were fairly rep- 
resentative of the work of British builders 
two seasons ago. 

The yachts ran and reached across the 
firth four miles more, the Shamrock I. 
easily outfooting the others. The Sybarita 
lifted along better than the Meteor, but 
neither could hold the ex-challenger, and 
when this leg was finished the Shamrock 
I, led the Sybarita by 1 minute and 44 
seconds, the Meteor by 4 minutes, and the 
Kariad by over 10 minutes. 

In the other class the Nevada was well 
placed at the start, and in the softening 
wind ran ahead and passed the second 
mark 1% minutes ahead of the Carina, 2 
minutes ahead of the Tutty, and nearly 3 
minutes ahead of the Lais. 

In beating to windward to finish the 
first round the Shamrock I. dutfooted and 
outpointed all her competitors. The Sham- 
rock I. started on the second round in fine 
style, but after leading her class round 
the first mark she was hopelessly becalmed 
under Cumbrae Island, where she lay mo- 
tionless while all her three 
passed her. 

In the smaller class the Nevada grad- 
ually improved her lead; but after half 
the round she seemed to become more slug- 
gish, going down the wind, and the Tutty 
and Carina passed her. 

The Sybarita’s time at the finish, was 7 
hours 14 minutes and 34 seconds. She wins 
beth prizes for first yacht to have fin- 
ished the race and also on time allowancet 
The others were far astern. The Meteor’s 
time at the finish was 7 hours 42 minutes 
and 56 seconds, the Kariad's 7 hours 47 
minutes and 2 seconds, and the Sham- 
rock’s 7 hours 47 minutes and 36 seconds. 

Although the wind freshened a trifle, the 
foemeer cup challenger was hopelessly be- 
ind. 

The Nevada won the race for sixty-five- 
footers, covering the course in 9 hours 
25 minutes and 17 seconds. None of her 
competitions had been sighted up to a late 
our.

THE W. C. T. JU. 

The Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union has just now a chance to main- 
tain, and even tq enlarge, the useful- 
ness which such a society might un- 
doubtedly, if wisely guided, exert for the 
promotion of its avowed objects, for the 
promotion of temperance. It is of high 
importance, not only to itself, but to the 
public, that its action should command 
general respect, and should not be open 
to the suspicion of being, on any occa- 
sion, inspired by ignorance or fanaticism. 

If the officers of the society had the 
same means that we have of estimating 
the public opinion of the country, they 
would see that they are running the 
gravest danger of destroying their use- 
fulness. It very rarely happens that pub- 
lic opinion is so strongly, and so nearly 
unanimously, declared upon one side of 
any current question, as it has been de- 
clared upon the question of the canteen 
in the army. Not only is the opinion of 
the officers of the army virtually unani- 


‘mous in favor of the restoration of the 


canteen, but the medical officers of the 
army and the Chaplains have expressed 
themselves with emphasis, and in the 
former case with absolute unanimity, 
upon the same side. We have scarcely 
noted one dissenting »voice, in the ex- 
changes which reach this office, from the 
view that the canteen should be restored, 
in the interest of temperance, morality, 
and discipline. 

These facts give the W. C. T. U. an 
opportunity to withdraw, without too 
much loss of dignity, from a position 
which they assumed when the evidence 
was much abundant and cogent 
than it is now. But we regret not to be 
able to observe any signs that the or- 
ganization is aroused to the situation in 
which it has been placed. On the con- 
trary, some of its leaders are talking 
manifest siJliness about a “ conspiracy ” 
on the part of officers of the army to 
make drunkards of the enlisted men. 
And some branches of it are even now 
busy to extend the blessings of the anti- 
canteen to the various Old Soldiers’ 
Homes. We see no reason to hope that 
the representatives of the organization 
will not, at the next session of Congress, 
endeavor to continue, in the face of the 
evidence, that opposition to the canteen 
which they were comparatively excusa- 
ble for making in the absence of full 
evidence. ; 

It is simply out of the question that 
they should succeed. The evidence is 
now so abundant, and so one-sided, that 
a member of Congress who should vote 
against the restoration of the canteen 
would have to be either a fool or a fanat- 


less

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ic. By opposing the restoration, the W. 
C. T. U. cannot prevent the restoration. 
It can simply discredit itself and abridge 
its opportunities for future usefulness. 
Those opportunities are considerable. It 
would be a public misfortune if it came 
to be understood that any measure ad- 
vocated by this organization was pre- 
sumably senseless and might safely be 
neglected. But that would without doubt 
be the effect of the appearance of the 
organization, as an organization, to ad- 
vocate the continued exclusion of the 
canteen from the army, when the exclu- 


sion has already had such baleful re- 
sults.

We agree with The Chronicle that the 
ignorance shown by the Americans was 
deplorable. We do not attempt to ex- 
cuse it, but we plead in extenuation that 
it was harmless and amusing. The Amer- 
icans appear to have been unofficial per- 
sons, without any special reason to be 
informed about matters unfamiliar to 
them. 

But the editor of The Chronicle sits in 
the chair of instruction. He is certainly 
of ordinary intelligence, and is charged 
with ordinary information about public 
affairs. How, then, comes he to make a 
blunder as much worse than that which 
he makes conspicuous as it is more 
harmful? If it were absolutely neces- 
sary to print the report as part of cur- 
rent news, should he,ynot have accom- 
panied it with a word of caution? Have 
not Englishmen troubles enough without 
being frightened out of their customary 
complacency by a spook of the American 
peril, the real thing being bad enough? 
We think it would have shown ordinary 
intelligence and information had The 
Chronicle told its readers that it was 
contrary to American custom to pay ex- 
port bounties and that the fact that this 
bounty on coal exports from the United 
States was—according to the yarn—to 
be imposed by November made the whole 
thing ridiculous, inasmuch as Congress 
was not sitting, and would not, in the 
ordinary course, legislate until after the 
New Year holiday. Perhaps The Chron- 
icle and its readers thought Emperor 
McKINLEY Would or could issue a ukase. 

We don’t know everything about the 
United States ourselves—the subject is 
pretty large—and we won’t absolutely 
deny the possibility of anybody export- 
ing coal to Europe in more than casual 
cargoes under exceptional circumstances. 
But this speciai story from Paris about 
an export coal trust here is better fitted 
to the French boulevard journals than to 
the serious English press, among which 
we are happy to include The Chronicle. 
We say this because The Times took the 
trouble to inquire into the facts, and 
printed them duly a few days ago. The 
gentlemen concerned are of good repute. 
They do not—or at least then did not— 
own any ships or coal mines. But when. 
th¢ir negotiations were concluded they 
hoped to6 export at a profit. Their rain- 
how certainly includes no belief that 
their profits will be increased by a 
bounty, and if they are misleading any 
trusting foreigners into any business ar- 
rangements upon the expectation of any- 
thing of that sort it is well that the 
truth should be told. 

It is The Chronicle’s own fault if it is 
gaining an undesirable prominence for 
the badness of its facts and opinions 
about American affairs. Some Amer- 
icans remember that it was The Chron- 
icle which attributed to the Senate the 
feat of simultaneously abrogating the 
Clayton-Bulwer and the Hay-Paunce- 
fote treaties. This was superhuman 
wickedness on the part of the Senate. 
It was a masterpiece of blundering on 
the part of The Chronicle, which prob- 
ably has noticed since that the Claytont 
Bulwer treaty is as much a treaty to-day 
as eversgand that the other “treaty” 
never was a treaty at all, and hence 
could not be abrogated. But the Senate, 
Englishmen were told, was guilty of 
ignorance, impudence, and bad faith, and 
The Chronicle regretted that England’s 
previous engagements prevented send- 
ing a squadron over to teach us man- 
ners forthwith. We found fault with the 
Senate ourselves upon this subject, but 
we did it in a different way and with 
regard to: the facts. Accordingly The 
Chronicle will bear us no ill-will for re- 
marking that in so far as its counsel 

tended to arouse English opinion to a 
temper which made it difficult for the 
English Government to deal with the

~ CONTEMPT OF COURT. 


Mr, Justice Ricn did a very desirable 
and exemplary thing in Brooklyn on 
Thursday in punishing the members of a 
jury for trifling with the court. 

It seems that this jury, being anxious, 
as all juries are, to escape from its du- 
ties at the earliest moment compatible 
with the due discharge of them, went 
much further, and conspired how it could 
escape from them without discharging 
them. It struck these jurors as a bright 
idea to pretend to agree, to pretend to 
have found a verdict, when in fact they 
had not agreed and had found no verdict. 
That is to say, they returned what pur- 
ported to be “a sealed verdict,” and ob- 
tained their discharge thereby. But when 
the sealed verdict came to be opened it 
was found to be no verdict at all, but 
only the report of a failure to agree. This 
was a grave offense. But some of them 


were indiscreet enough to aggravate it 


by “ making a laughing matter of it,” as 
the Judge said, by telling of their trick 
for evading their sworn duty as “a good 


joke \on the Judge.”” The Judge main- 
tained his judicial dignity in the only 


way open to him by fining all of them 
$20 each, while upon six, who had pre- 
sumably been boasting of their trick, he 


levied an additional fine of $25 each. 


It will be agreed that this punishment 
errs, if at all, on the side of leniency. 
The incident is creditable to this individ- 
ual Judge. But it shows anew that the 
power of redressing the public grievances 


respecting the administration of justice 
is abundantly vested in the Judges. If a 


Judge will make a free and fearless use 
of his prerogatives, if he will do his 
share of the work, and will insist that 
everybody else concerned shall do his, 


there will be an end of the complaints 
against the courts, because there will be 
an end of the reason for those com- 
plaints. 

It may or may not be signiffeant that 
the Magistrate who inspired these play- 
ful jurors with a due respect for the 
majesty of the law was not a local, but 
an ‘“‘up the State,” Judge. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—While the members of the Produce 
Exchange were paying to Admiral ScHLEY 
on Thursday the tribute of their well- 
earned admiration and esteem, somebody 
in the crowd made an exhibition of his 
utter lack of tact, taste, and manners by 
shouting ‘‘ Sampson isn’t in it!’? The Ad- 
miral instantly turned to the fellow and 
said gravely, ‘‘ SAMPSON Is a gallant officer 
and a good man.” The sincerity of this 
declaration can be doubted as little as its 
truth, and it illustrates the fact that there 
are some people who can differ in opinion 
with others, and even fee] that they have 
been subjected to wrong by others, with- 
out losing their dignity or concluding—and 
seeking opportunities for asserting—that the 
others are without merits or virtues of any 
sort. Admiral ScuHuey, like a good many 
of us, presumably has his own ideas about 
the battle at Santiago and the commander 
of the American fleet there, and he can 
hardly regard that commander as a type of 
generosity and magnanimity in the dis- 
tribution of honors among. subordinate 
officers, but he scorns the role of the man 
with a grievance, and his resentment, if he 
feels any, does not express itself either in 
discourteous gibes or foolish slanders. His 
reticence and self-control, to say nothing 
of his common honesty ard his common 
decency, might well be imitated by some 
of his friends, and especially by his most 
injudicious advocate, The Baltimore Amert- 
can. That paper has simply gone insane 
over the Sampson-Schley controversy, and, 
fot content with endless criticismyof Ad- 
miral Sampson for things concerning which 
criticism is fair, though at this late date 
nearly or quite useless, it denies him the 
possession of a single merit and persist- 
ently ascribes to him practically. every 
fault and crime of which a naval officer is 
capable. The American's latest excuse for 
ravings of this kind is the design of the 
Santiago medal. In protesting against put- 
ting Admiral SAmpson’s portrait on that 
medal it twists every incident of the Span- 
ish war in which the Admiral participated 
into a display of personal cowardice! That 
is even more absurd than it is outrageous, 
and certainly it will have an effect on 
public sentiment the wery reverse of what 
The American intended—if it has any effect 
at all. + 


~—A correspondent whose :etter we pub- 
lished yesterday, after a few irrelevant but 
amusing remarks which betrayed his pos- 
session of a typical anti-imperialistic mind, 
and therefore tended to explain what fol- 
lowed, made a savage attack on New York 
restaurants and asserted that we ‘“ couldn’t 
do a more politic and philanthropic thing 
than to give the restaurant keepers of this 
town a good stirring up.”’ We feel no 
“call’’ to follow this advice. New York 
is a large city, and it has restaurants of all 
conceivable kinds. In not a few of them 
the food served is of poor quality and is 
wretchedly prepared and served, but in not 
a few, also, the quality is excellent, the 
preparation intelligent, and the _ service 
pronipt, courteous, and skillful. To some 
extent, and of necessity, it is a matter of 
price, but it {is not altogether so, for there 
are expensive restaurants where the diner 
fares ill, and cheap ones where he gets the 
full worth of his money, and therefore has 
no right to complain—and wouldn’t if he 
were not an anti-imperialist, and conse- 
quently in deadly and irreconcilable con- 
flict with everything in existence. He or 
she whom circumstances compel to get all 
of his or her meals for long periods in 
restaurants, even in the best of them, is 
to some extent unfortunate, and for his or 
her inevitable gastronomic woes should 
hold fate and not the restaurants respon- 
sible. Food prepared in large quantities 
and without regard for individual prefer- 
ences and tastes cannot be of the best 
possible quality, but it can be something 
more than fairly good, and the homeless 
one, if wise, reduces annoyances and fa- 
vors appetite by a wide distribution of 
patronage. The first meal in a restaurant 
is usually more enjoyalg than ,any of its 
successors, and in any one of them weari- 
ness is sure to come in time—generally ina 
short time. We sugpect that our corre- 
spondent lacks initiative and versatility; 
that he goes often or always to the same 
restaurant—a, grave mistake—and at he 
orders the same dishes, and: those Mot nu- 
mercus, day after day. Let him change his 
habits—and his restaurants—and he will be 
happy—or happier—as happy as anti-im- 
perialists can be—which isn’t saying much.

the Count and Countess of CASTBLLANE, 
having attempted to enter the cathedral of 
the more ancient and almost equally som- 
nolent city, were told*to avaunt or to ar- 
oint, or something to that effect, by a lay 
official, the sexton, to wit, of the venerable 
pile, he having been shocked by the number 
and violence of the colors displayed in their 
bicycle costumes. It is said that the Count 
wore a scarlet sweater, black breeches, 
gorgeously variegated stockings, and a cap 
so loud that because of it one couldn’t 
hear the bells in the cathedral tower. The 
Countess was not quite so extensively chro- 
matic, and apparently the sexton would 
have let her pass if she had been alone. 
The Count took his exclusion in very ill 
part—though really we don’t understand 
what right he has to be admitted anywhere 
at any time—and after the delivery of a 
long oration on things in general and sex- 
tons in particular, he appealed to the Bish- 
op of Rouen for redress, The Bishop sus- 
tained the sexton, and unless, as the Count 
hopes, the French Government takes the 
matter up, the Count will either have to 
change his clothes or keep out of the 
Rouen Cathedral. In Brooklyn it wasn’t 
the color of a man’s garments that made 
the trouble, but the—well, the architecture 
of a woman’s. They were, to coin a word 
to serve a delicate purpose, femurated, or 
bicruritated. Brooklyn, which can stand 
much, cannot, or at least would not, in 
this particular instance, stand that, and in- 
dignant citizens, names unknown, proceed- 
ed to ‘‘ shoot up’”’ the young woman with 


an air gun. They also exclaimed about 
her “ horrid costume,” referring, doubtless, 


to the—the skirtlessness thereof. The young 
woman, like the Count, resented criticism, 


and she appealed, though not to a Bishop. 
She went to the Coney Island Police Sta- 
tion and demanded that the shooters-up, or 
the shoot-uppers, be attended to vehement- 
ly and immediately. Her plea, unlike that 
of the Count to the Bishop, was heeded—at 
least to the éxtent that two detectives were 
sent to warn such owners of air guns as 
they could find that they are not the arbi- 
ters of fashion. This can hardly be called 
drastic action, but it’s something. 


——It is only a disinclination on general 
principles to admit that New York’s Depu- 
ty Police Commissioner either could or 
would do anything well that prevents the 
entertainment of a strong suspicion that 
as a judge of erring patrolmen he has his 
mcrits. Judicial dignity is not one of 
them, to be sure, but, as he himself might 
say, he seems to get there, and at least in 
some cases he certainly makes the pun- 
ishment fit the crime with an accuracy 
which is no less admirable beeause it is 
distinctly Gilbertian. His language, if not 
elegant, is thoroughly comprehensible to 
the misdemeanants brought before him, 
and that is more than can be said of the 
allecutions of other Judges with reputa- 
tions less streaked and fissured. Whether 
grimly humerous or fiercely angry, he al- 
lots what has the outward appearance of 
rude justice to those guilty of offenses 
against discipline and propriety as he un- 
derstands those things, and it would be 
the basest of journalistic ingratitude not 
to confess, openly and frankly, that every 
one of his trial days makes a ‘ good 
story.”’ This, of course, is not the highest 
possible attainment which a ruler and 
judge of men can set before himself, and 
it is lamentably obvious that Mr. Devery 
has no rages for police derelictions of the 
sort to which the respectable public most 
objects, but the fact remains that, while 
on whatever may be his substitute for 
““the bench,”’ he is often interesting, amus- 
ing, and efficient. 


STEEL AND PIQE MASTS. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Appropos of the editorial on steel spars 
in this morning's Times, it may be said 
that under similar conditions a ‘‘ good pine 
mast”? would probably have shared the 
fate of either the three steel ones in ques- 
tion; as has frequently happened in spite 
of the statement to the contrary. In her 
first season, 1889, the 40-footer Liris lost 
her mast twice, the first stick being hol- 
low, the second a fine solid stick of Oregon 
pine. In the first case the starboard 
spreader doubled up and the mast had to 
go; in the second the port shrouds paried 
at the masthead. 

Without going back as far as the total 
dismasting of the old schooner Peerless 


off the Hook, it would be easy to give 
numerous instances of the loss of a solid 
mast of spruce or pine when the rigging 
gives way. The prime cause for this in 
Liris, in Columbia, Shamrock, and Consti- 
tution has nothing whatever to do with 
the ‘“‘moment of flexure of pillars.’’ It is 
simply a case of ‘too much bush for little 
canoe,” or more properly, big canoe with 
lead bulb. 

All of these yachts were designed under a 
class limit of waterline alone, and the de- 
signer was or felt himself to be under the 
necessity of building the most powerful 
hull on the given length and crowding 
more sail over it than any other dared to 
carry. The result is a general straining of 
all parts until some weakness develops in 
the rigging, not usually in the spar itself, 
as in the spreaders of Liris, Columbia, and 
Constitution, and probably the bowsprit 
shroud fastening of Shamrock. When the 
rigging goes the shock Is quite enough to 
break a mast fully capable of standing all 
legitimate strains. When masts break by 
doubling on themselves, the rigging re- 
maining intact, it will be time enough to 
talk about the ‘‘ moment of flexure of pil- 
lars.” In the meantime the immediate 
remedy is to increase the strength of bob- 
stay plate, bobstay, bowsprit shrouds, 
spreaders, and similar parts; the ultimate 
and only satisfactory remedy being such 
revision of existing rules as will remove 
the present inducements to over-canvass- 
ing.

THE SPEED OF AUTOMOBIL 


Public’ Hearing on the Proposed Ore 
dinante to Restrict It. 


The Committee on Law of the Board of 
Aldermen gave a hearing yesterday on a 
proposed ordinance to restrict the speed 
of automobiles to not more than eight 
miles an hour. A number of representa« 
tives of automobile clubs were present, and 
the upshot of the hearing was that the 
Aldermen were invited to go touring around 
New York ‘in automobiles to see what 
limit of speed should be fixed. 

Alderman Otten of Queens County spokd 
in favor of the ordinance, and said that 
it was necessary on Long Island to restrict 
the speed to preserve the lives of men, 
women, and children. S. M. Butler, Secre< 
tary of the Automobile Club of America, 
said that such an ordinance was not neces 
sary, as there was a State law fixing the 
speed of automobiles in all cities in the 

tate. He said no further ordinance was 
needed, and that the ability of the chauf- 
feurs was such that the vehicles could be 
stepped when going at high speed in their 
own length. fi. § Chapin, representing 
the Lose Island Automobile Club, said that 
the public fear of automobiles was due to 
the public lack of knowledge of the ve- 
hicles. He asserted that an automobile 
going at twenty miles*an hour is more 
safe to a man that knows the machine 
than a_horse going at a jog. 

Mr. Webb of the Long Island Automobile 
Club said that a horse was as likely to get 


frightened at a station as he was at am 
automobile going thirty miles an hour. J. 


L. Brower and John C. Coleman, represents 
ing the West End Taxpayers’ Association, 
spoke in favor of the ordinance, and said 
that a limit should be placed on the speed 
of automobiles. 


The committee took no action, but will 
report at the next meeting its decision as 


to the proposed ordinance.

The con- 
gregation of Temple Beth Elohim have just 
completed fifty years of ‘church life, and 
to their recent jubilee celebration, which 
was characterized by a most commendable 
and liberal tone toward other faiths than 
their own, many Christian clergymen were 
invited, some even delivering addresses. 
The anniversary parade seems to us @& 
broadly religious rather than in any sense 
a distinctly theological occasion. 

“ Recognizing that some estimable people 
might not agree with us in our degree of 
brotherhood, rather than that any criticism 
by these people should come upon the East-~ 
ern District Sabbath School Association, we 
did not invite our guests through that body, : 
but solely upon our own responsibility. 
They were guests of our church, and not of 
the association. By the government of the 
Reformed Church, the affairs of the Sun- 
day school are strictly under the control 
of the Consistory of the church. We de- 
sired their presence, and therefore cor- 
dially invited them. We were gratified that 
they displayed so large a spirit and ac< 
cepted. We enjoyed the season of fellow~ 
ship and believe they did also.”

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GEN. GRANT TO VETERANS 


His Comments on Aguinaldo and 
the Philippine Friars. 








If the Captive Leader Is Treated with 
Distinction Here More Trou- 
ble May Follow. 





Gen. Frederick D. Grant was the guest 
of honor last night at a reception given 
by Grant Post, No. G. A. R., in the 
Johnston Building, Nevins Street and Flat. 
bush Avenue, Brooklyn. During the even- 
ing Gen. Grant talked briefly to the vet- 
erans on matters in the Philippines. Speak- 
ing of Aguinaldo, he said: 

‘“*Aguinaldo was not so much of @ cap- 
ture in the Philippines as he seems to have 
been here. To tell the truth, he had lost 
about all his influence. Now we do not 
want to treat him as if we considered him 
of some importance. We can’t kill him, of 
course, but we want to make him feel that 
he stands on the same footing with any 
other Filipino. 

“If we should fine him $10, send him to 
jail for thirty days, and set him to break- 
ing rock, it would be better for him and 
better for ourselves. If, when he comes 
over here we treat him with contempt, he 
will be treated with contempt by the na- 
tives when he gets home. But if over there 
they get the idea that we have a high 
estimation of Aguinaldo’s importance, 
when he gets back he will have a follow- 
ing which may make us trouble.” 

Gen, Grant spoke of Aguinaldo in answer 
to a question from the audience. Replying 
t> another question about the friars in the 
Philippines, he said: 

‘““When they spoke of allowing the friars

t» come back to my province I told them 
that if the friars came back I would do 
what I could; that [ did not have enough 


troops to save their lives, but had enough 
to bury them. The friars were much hated 
and very corrupt.” 

The General expressed the opinion that 
many of the so-called syndicates which 
represented that they had bought the lands 


of the friars were “ fake’’ organizations. 
It was his belief, he said, that the friars 
had not sold the lands at all, but turned 


them over to foreign syndicates with the 
yurpose in view of holding on to the prop- 
erty and to complicate matters for the 
Government. 

The Philippine Commissioners desired to 


treat the friars with no more_considera- 
tion than any other persons. The friars, 
he said, would be obliged to make good 


their claims to the large estates Held by 
them, as would other property owners in 
the islands. 

Speaking of the way the people of the 
province over which he had direction had 
accepted American ideas and government, 
Gen. Grant said that he believed that if 
an election was held to-day, the people 
would vote to have the United States re- 
taix. possession of the islands. 

“I believe that within a year,’’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘ there will be as many of the na- 
tives speaking English as ever knew how 
to read and write Spanish. There were 
fifty-three towns in my province. When |] 
left, the books of each town were examined 
and in every instance there was a surplus 
in the Treasury. We cannot say this in the 
United States. They don’t have to sell 
bonds over there. 


“We have rescued the people of the 
Philippines from the barbarism of the 
fourteenth century. They have no idea 


of the rights of others. They have been 
trained under a Government which robbed 
the people gradually. I think that the 
American people are to be congratulated 
that so much was accomplished by our 
army with such a slight loss of life. It was 
not because the Filipinos were not brave; 
it was because they were not equally well 
handled.” 

When the General had concluded speak- 
ing, those present were presented to him 
and Mrs. Grant. They were entertained at 
dinner at the Oxford Club prior to the re- 
ception by a committee of Grant Post, of 
which Past Commander George A. Price 
was Chairman.

CHICAGO'S OCEAN FERRY. 


Second Steamer of Her Transatlantic 
Service Reaches the Other Side. 
The steamer Northwestern, the pioneer 
vessel of Chicago's ocean-going merchant 
marine, has succeeded in reaching the other 
side of the Atlantic safely, having been re- 
ported late yesterday passing off Old Head

MRS. McKINLEY DOES St 
NOT GAIN STRENGTH. 


Physicians, After a Consultation, Say 
There Is No Perceptible Change 
in Her Condition. 


WASHINGTON, June 7.—Mrs. McKin- 
ley’s condition remains practically un- 
changed. As Dr. Rixey left the White 
House to-night at 10:30 o'clock, he said 
that his patient was resting comfortably. 

‘Her condition,” he continued, “‘ shows 
no change as compared with the situation 
announced in this morning's bulletin. She 
has not lost any ground nor, on the other 
hand, has there been any perceptible im- 
provement. She is just the same as when 
we saw her this morning.” 

The doctor remained about forty minutes 
at the White House this morning, and on 
leaving said that Mrs. McKinley had passed 
a comfortable night. The physicians were 
in consultation for more than an hour in 
the forenoon, and at 11:45 o'clock issued the 
following: 

‘Mrs. McKinley’s physicians state that 
her condition is about the same as reported 
yesterday. There has been no material 
change in the past twenty-four hours.” 

Dr. Rixey, when asked regarding the re- 
sult of the microscopic examination of the 
patient’s blood, said he had nothing to say 
on the subject, and that if anything was 
given out it would be after a consultation 
of the three physicians. 

Some apprehension has been felt as to the 
possible unfavorable effect of the warm 
weather, but a heavy rain fell to-day and 
brought lower temperature and much. sat- 
isfaction was expressed at the White House 
at the temporary relief. 

Mrs. McKinley ordinarily suffers little 
from the heat of the Summer at Washing- 
ton, but the possible effect of it at this 
time, in view of her low vitality and the 
necessity for guarding against anything in 
the nature of a sinking spell or a drain 
upon her strength, caused some anxiety. 

The complaint from which Mrs. McKinley 


suffered in San Francisco is not entirely 
checked, but it is said to be under better 
contro] now. Despite some reports to the 


contrary, it is stated emphatically at the 
White House that Mrs. McKinley has not 
grown any worse. 

The President saw no callers this even- 
ing. At 4 o'clock this afternoon he went 
out unaccompanied on the customary drive, 
but returned very suddenly after being out 
less than twenty minutes. 

Dr. Rixey says Mrs. McKinley’s ability 
to maintain her improvement under weath- 
er conditions in Washington is in her favor. 

It is said that the examination of the pa- 
tient’s blood showed negative results, there 
being no evidence of blood poison. 

This is only one of various examinations 
that are being made by the physicians to 
determine the character of the illness of 
Mrs. McKinley. The blood was taken from 
her arm last Tuesday. 


CLASS DAY AT ERASMUS HALL. 


St. Clair McKelway Tells the Students 
that Wealth Is Not an Arbiter . 
of Learning. 

Graduating exercises of the Class of 1901 
of the Erasmus Hall High School, Brook- 
lyn, were held last evening in the Academy 
of Music, in that borough. The large audi- 
torium was well filled with relatives and 
friends of the graduates, who themselves 
numbered about 200. 

St. Clair McKelway delivered the address, 
in the course of which he said: 

‘“‘ The moral sense of the people is keener 
now than was that of the prophets of the 
past. If there is a poverty of personal 
leadership, there is a great moral uplift 
of the people. If incitements to ambition 
are the percentage of knowledge is 
infinitely more. A great people are better 
than a lot of great men. We need only to 
guard ourselves against some of the perils 
of luxury. While we can recognize wealth 
as a factor, it should not be crowned as 
a power or arbiter of this great function 


of education. Nothing is finer than the 
giving of riches to learning. Nothing is 
grosser than the suppliance of learning to 
wealth. The gifts of God are not to be 
purchased with money. But while we give 
to wealth its appropriate, but subordinate, 
function in education and in society, we can 
giorify the gifts which it places upon the 
altars of the present age. 

‘*“We can infuse high schools, our busi- 
ness schools, our academies, and our col- 
leges with the spirit which sets moral val- 
ues above material estimates, spiritual 
standards above sordid ones. Then will di- 
vine blessings descend upon the palaces 
and temples of learning as truly as rested 
the smile of God upon the log structures in 
which teachers.and preachers vindicated 
His ways to men. : 

**Every school should be a pure democ- 
racy. The graduates of every’ school 
should carry such an atmosphere into their 
business life. Their standards and appeals 
should be to character and to capacity and 
men should be rated by their principles, 
and not by their possessions. 

“The necessity for this is becoming more 
and more apparent. Too many of the rich 
are trying to get government to make them 
richer. Naturally many of the poor look 
to government to reduce their poverty. If 
fortunes can be doubled by legislation, why 
should not debts be cut in half by vitiation 
of the currency? One proposition is not 
more wicked or foolish than the other. 

“TIT want the young men and the young 
women who are going out on their work in 
the world to-night to become teachers and 
exponents of truths that need to be heeded. 
One is that while a country can be honi- 
orably saved or honorably lost by blood, 
which calls on manhood, a cause lifted up 
or beaten down by money shames the an- 





less, 


nals of the State, weakens the honor of 
yeuth, saps the respect of age, plants in 
defeat the canker of revenge, and poisons 


victory with remorse. Look not to gov- 
ernment, but to yourselves for all the pros- 
perity you would have. Make party not 
an idol, but an instrument, and when the 
instrument does not servé your honest »ur- 
pose, fling it aside for one that will.”’ 


NAVAL SURVEYS IN CUBA. 


Most 








American Sailors Locate the 
Available Coaling Stations. 

WASHINGTON, June 7.—The naval sur- 
veys which have been in progress for some 
time along the coast of Cuba have disclosed 
the most available harbors for coaling and 
naval stations in case these are established 
in accordance with the Platt amendment. 
The Eagle, Yankton, and Vixen have been 
conducting these surveys for many months, 
and most of the main harbors are now com- 
pleted. Probably the most important points 
are Cape San Antonio, at the extreme west- 
ern extremity of Cuba, and Cape May at 
the extreme eastern end. At Cape Maf¥si it 
has been found that there is' a reef run- 
ning far out into the water, and that there 
is no suitable harbor within about forty 
miles from the cape. 

The Bay of Nipe appears to afford the 
most available harbor in that locality. At 
the other extremity of the island it has 
been found that Cape San Antonio has no 
harbors of any kind in its immediate vicin- 
ity suitable for a naval or coaling station. 
This locality is regarded as extremely im- 
portant from a naval and strategic stand- 
point, as it commands the Yucatan passage. 
Most of the large harbors along the north- 
ern and southern coast have been surveyed 
and charted, those of Cienfuegos and Guan- 
tanamo apparently being among the best on 
the southern coast. 

These surveys have proceeded without 
any reference to the political questions re- 
lating to Cuba, although the work already 
accomplished will be serviceable when these 
political relations are finally determined. -

Mrs. Katherine B. Harris Granted a 
Decree Absolute by Justice Truax. 


Justice Truax, in the Supreme Court, yes- 
terday, on the report of Referee Charles 
F. Howland, granted a decree of absolute 
divorce to Mrs. Katherine B. Harris from 
Sidney Harris, a lawyer, of 45 Cedar Street. 
Mrs. Harris is a daughter of the late 


Judge Brady. Her husband is a member 
of many prominent clubs in this city, and 
both are well known in society circles. 

The suit was not a surprise, as the couple 
were known to have been living apart. Mr. 
Harris is the son of Mrs. Miriam Harris, 
the author of “‘ Rutledge,’’ once a populer 
novel, and other books. .

CONDITIONS IN MEXICO. 
Successful Revolution Impossible, Says 
A. J. Peyton — No Disturbance 
Feared If Diaz Dies. 

“A revolution in Mexico is scarcely a pos- 
sibility; a successful revolution there is an 
impossibility.”’ 

That was the statement made at the 
Hoffman House last night by A. J. Pey- 
ton of the City of Mexico, Vice President 
and General Manager of the rich Santa 
Emilia copper properties, when his atten- 
tion was called to the statement of C. C. 
Eckhert of La Paz, that if President Diaz 
were to die to-morrow there is not an 
American mine owner in Mexico who would 
not fear disaster. 

“President Diaz,’’ continued Mr. Peyton, 
“will go down in history as one of the 
most remarkable men of the nineteenth 
century. He has brought his country from 
the verge of bankruptcy to an enviable 
position among the nations of the world. 

“I believe that President Diaz will be 
spared for many years to come. But his 
death at any moment would not cause so 
much disturbance as the death of most 
any other ruler. Diaz is not the sick man 
he is reported to be. It is only a little 
while ago, to my personal knowledge, that 
while visiting the National Military Acad- 
emy he saw a cadet who could not climb a 
rope. ‘Go on,’ he said to the youth. ‘1 
can't,” the latter answered. Then the 
President threw off his coat and ‘ skinned’ 
up the rope in jig time. 

‘Should President Diaz die the succes- 
sion would go either to Gen. Reyes, Minis- 
ter of War; José Limantour, Minister of 
Finance, or Gen. Mena, Minister of the In- 
terior. Each of these has the confidence 
of the people. 

‘While there are more than_ $70,000,000 
of American capital invested in Mexico, the 
English, French, Germans, and Italians 
have, in the aggregate, much larger invest- 
ments there. No single nationality comes 
anywhere near controlling any industry. 
Some of the best mines and other valuable 
properties are owned and controlled by 
Mexicans. 

“The people of Mexico are intelligent. 
They have tasted the fruits of seventeen 
years of peace and thank President Diaz 
for it. They are too well satisfied with 
existing conditions to want a revolution. 
There is no inducement for one. As a 
matter of fact, labor is a scarce article in 
the mines,and on the plantations in Mexico. 

“The money men want no revolution 
and would not allow one. There is so 
much foreign capital invested that they 
cannot permit it to be destroyed. Mexicans, 
as a rule, cannot do too much for an Amer- 
ican who attends to his own business, but 
they have no liking for promoters who 
a deliver the goods they profess to 
sell. 

“The managers of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany are generally accounted to be shrewd 

eople. They have refineries at Tampico, 
Tera Cruz, and the City of Mexico. They 
are about to erect an imense smelter and 
build 100 miles of railway on the Pacific 
Coast side. Would they do this if they 
feared a revolution? 

‘“‘The majority of the old-time revolution- 
ists are dead. Those who survive are in 
so much better gircumstances that they will 
not foment trouble. Then, too, Mexico 
now has 12,000 miles of railroad and near- 
ly 80,000 miles of telegraph, and under its 
military system state or national troops 
can be quickly mobilized to crush out any 
attempt at revolution. 

‘All Mexicans, even the peones, love 
Diaz. While his death would be a great 
blow to Mexico, it would not mean revolu- 
tion. All is peace and prosperity there, 
and 95 per cent. of the 60,000 Americans 
there will tell you so.”’

AGED COLORED TEACHER DEAD. 


Mrs. E. J. Graham Was Prominent in 
Ante-Bellum Race Troubles Here. 
Mrs. E. J. Graham, a colored woman who 

took a prominent part in the race troubles 
in’ New York before the war, died on 
Wednesday at her home, 237 West Forty- 
first Sreet, aged seventy-four years. She 
had been an-instructor in Public School 
No. 80, near her home, for thirty-five 
years. Her whole life was devoted to the 
improvement of her race. It was she who 
made the test case drgued in 1855,.by the 
late Chester A. Arthur, which established 
the right of persons of all races and color 
to ride in the street cars here. 

The incident which brought Mrs, Graham 
before the public and into the courts oc- 
curred in 1854. She boarded a Sixth Ave- 
nue car and paid a fare. Two white men 
objected to her presence and, upon her re- 
fusal to leave her seat, she was thrown off 
the car by the conductor.

The funeral ser- 
vices will be held from St. Phillip’s Epis- 
copal Church, in West Twenty-fifth Street.

A special choir has been engaged for the 
funeral services. A delegation of more than 
500 persons is expected to be present from 
Baltimore. 

The body of the late Brick Church pastor 
is on the North German Lloyd steamship 
Trave, which is due in New York on next 
Tuesday. 

The Rev. Dr. L. W. Stryker, President 
of Hamilton College, will occupy the Brick 
Church pulpit during the Summer. Dr. Van 
Dyke offered to assist the church in any 
way possible, when he learned of his suc- 
cessor’s death. The Session has now asked 
Dr. Van Dyke to supply the pulpit of the 
church next Fall. Dr. Van Dyke has not 
yet answered whether he feels that his 
duties as a professor at Princeton will 
allow this or not. 


DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 


Major James H. Littlefield. 

Major James H. Littlefield, a Confederate 
veteran, died suddenly from apoplexy early 
yesterday morning at his home, 476 Central 
Park West. He had gone to bed the night 
before in apparent good health and spirits. 
About 2 o’clock in the morning he roused 
his son-in-law, G. R. Bennett, with whom 


he lived, and told him he felt bad. After 
a little while he seemed to recover, but 
when daylight came he was found dead. 

Major Littlefield was born in Indiana, but 
went to Texas while a young man and 
spent the greater part of his life in that 
State. He was in a general mercantile 
business, but retired a few months ago and 
came to New York to live. 

At the outbreak of the civil war he 
formed a volunteer company of the Texas 
Srigade and in this way obtained his mili- 
tary title. He was attached to Gen. Hood’s 
command and was several times mentioned 
for conspicuous acts of gallantry. He was 
seventy-four years old and never had been 
sick in his iife until his fatal illness seized 
him. He was a widower, and besides Mrs. 
Bennett, whose husband is connected with 
the American Cotton Company, leaves three 
married children in Texas. After a short 
funeral service at the house last evening 
the body was shipped to Hillsbury, Texas, 
where it will be interred

PHILADELPHIA, June 7.—Bishop Will- 
fam Rufus Nicholson of the Reformed Epis- 
copal Church in Philadelphia, died at his 
home in this city to-night.

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


The stock market yesterday was dull 
and almost featureless, only a few stocks 
showing any life. Trading was on an 
even smaller scale than on the preceding 
day, total transactions approximating 
but three-quarters of a million and sug- 
gesting the listless trading that was the 
order about ten days ago. Save and 
except the official announcement of the 
consolidation of the tobacco companies 
there were no specially important devel. 
opments during the day. Indeed, beyond 
the publication of some additional state- 
ments of railway earnings, there was 
no news at all. These statements showed 
such increases for the fourth week of 
May, as compared with the same period 
@ year ago, of $45,250 for Pére Mar- 
quette, $24,040 for Peoria and Eastern, 
$76,420 for Big Four, $9,990 for Chicago 
Terminal, while for April Southern Pa- 
eific reported a net increase of $712,300 
and Brooklyn Rapid Transit a net gain 
of $13,280. This gain in the Brooklyn 
property was effected in spite of the fact 
that gross earnings increased only by 
$5,400, the further net increase being 
brought about by a reduction in operat- 
ing expenses. 

The character of the trading during 
the day continued much the same as that 
of recent days. For the most part, pro- 
fessionals were in control, the larger in- 
terests apparently being content to make 
mo active effort to put up prices, but the 
rather being inclined to test the mar- 
_Ket's power of resistance against the 
‘liquidation and the continued and per- 
sistent short selling both for London 
and for home account. London's sales 
on balance yesterday probably totaled 
30,000 shares, not a little of it short sell- 
ing, while much of the local selling was

TRADE DEVELOPMENTS. 


There have, been practically no important 
trade developments this week. The labor 
situation remains about as it was last week 
-little better, little worse; though the signs 
are of improvement. More’ favorable 
weather has helped retail trade while, in 
spite of depressing crop talk in some quar- 
the indications all are of an excep- 
tionally large crop. 

The situation is summed up by Brad- 
street's in the manner following: 


Despite some irregularities, due to special con- 
ditions, the general trade situation shows an im- 
provement, owing to better weather and crop con- 
ditions in most sections of the country. In the 
East the first real week of warm, sunny weather 
has been reflected in'an improved retail demand 
for seasonable fabrics and wearing apparel, this 
in turn inducing more activity in jobbing lines 
of dry goods, shoes, and other products. The 
same is true of the Northwest, where needed 
rains have quieted apprehensions as to the Spring 
wheat outlook. A measurable improvement in 
crop conditions at the South, where, however, the 
cotton crop is still two weeks late, has yet to be 
reflected in most Southern trade advices. Pa- 
cific Coast crop and trade advices are also better, 
but the reports of impaired wheat and corn crop 
conditions in the Southwest and the quieter trade 
there, where activity has been heretofore great, 
relieves the general trade report of the reproach 
of monotony. 


Along the same lines Dun’s says: 


The labor situation in many parts of the coun- 
try is still seriously unsettled, and constitutes a 
reason for hesitation in some industries, dis- 
couraging new operations which satisfactory con- 
ditions would otherwise stimulate. But quick 
decision Is to be expected in some of these labor 
controversies, and in the meantime trade is en- 
couraged by reports of a satisfactory condition of 
Winter wheat over a large portion of the country. 
As for Spring wheat, the crop was put in under 
very favorable conditions, and there have been 
few unsatisfactory reports. Railroad. earnings 
for May, 9.6 per cent. in excess of 1900 and 23.2 
per cent. over 1899, reflect a continued activity 
in the country; while at New York bank clear- 
ings gain for the week 86.8 per cent. over 1900 
and 59.1 per cent. over 1899, with gains at the 
leading cities outside New York of 27.1 per cent. 
over 1900 and 27.5 per cent. over 1899.

Discussing the iron and steel situation, 
3radstreet’s says: 

Iron and steel are quiet in all lines as regards 
new business, but pig iron is 25 cents a ton 
weaker. Consumption, however, proceeds at an 
undiminished rate. The iron-ore supply is in 
very strong hands, and the movement, owing to 
the late opening of navigation, is behind that 
of a year ago. This, coupled with the reported 
fixing of Bessemer pig quotations for the en- 
suing half of the year at $16, a fraction below 
present nominal rates, leads to the belief that 
buyers who expect much lower prices will be 
disappointed. A demonstration of the real power 
for steadying the market, possessed by the larg- 
est interest and those who are reported involved 
with it in a species of community of interest, is 
now looked for. The Western hardware trade is 
in very good shape. Some of the backwardness 
in demand for agricultural implement makers’ 
supplies is charged to a desire to await the pro- 
posed consolidation in that line, 

On the same subject Dun’s says: 

Labor controversies have become the factor 
of greatest importance in the leading manufact- 
uring industry. Counting, perhaps, upon the 
urgency of orders and heavy losses which would 
be sustained by employers in case of suspension, 
the machinists made what were considered un- 
reasonable demands by employers at many 
points, who have taken a determined stand and 
announced that the strikers’ places will be filled 
by non-union men on Monday if thay fail to re- 
sume work. More quiet conditions in the market 
and few new contracts make this action possible. 
As a rule manufacturers have not sought busi- 
ness beyond July 1, and it looks as though they 
had been preparing for the conflict. Pig iron is 
extremely dull, not a sale of Bessemer being re- 
ported during the week at Pittsburg, and quo- 
tations are nominal. Large contracts for rails 
sustain billets, and finished steel deliveries con- 
tinue heavy. Shipments of farm machinery at- 
tract much attention while bridge building, new 
vessels, and track elevation prevent dulln2ss in 
structural material.

According to Bradstreet’s there is a rather bet- 
ter tone in textiles, due partly to an improved 
distribution in Summer dry goods, and also to 
better reordes for woolen goods for Fall deliv- 
ery. Cotton is speculatively higher despite rather 
better crop reports, because of the tendency to 
shade estimates of the increase in acreage this 
year. Those estimates now range between 4 per 
cent. and 10 per cent., with the growth in the 
fseling that the lower figures may prove more 
nearly correct. There is no dispute that the crop, 
while in fairly good condition, is fully two weeks 
late, and the need appears to be for continue 
warm, sunny weather, Th: old-crop months still 
attract most interest, and the advance on them 
is twice that of the next crop. ‘* Spots’’ are up- 
changed. A fair trade is doing in new wool, in- 
duced by necessary buying of manufacturers, 
but no additional strength is noted as to prices, 
high-grade wools being best held, while medium 
and coarse grades still favor buyers.

Dun’s notes that efforts to secure advances in 
grain by exaggerated reports of damag? to the 
growing crop have given place to more 
rational statements, and the outlook is generally 
conceded to be full of promis:.

CANADIAN TRADE.

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JUSTICE JEROME 
ATTACKS CITY OFFICES 


Says that All Except Mr. Coler’s 
Are Filled with Blackmailers. 


Criticises Judges, Police, District At- 


torney, and Public, the Last on 
the Ground of Apathy. 


Severe strictures upon the conduct of all 
of the municipal departments, with one ex- 
ception; caustic criticism of the District 
Attorney, and complaints. against the 
methods of the Judges of General Sessions 
were uttered yesterday by Justice Jerome. 

The one omission from the. judicial tirade 
was the Fiscal Department, presided over 
by Controller Coler. 

The of the Justice’s criticism was 
the question asked of him regarding his 
course action concerning Police Cap- 
tain Diamond in view the unsuccessful 
raids on Thursday night in the latter’s 
precinct 

‘**Do?”’ said he sarcastically. ‘“‘It’s up 
to some other people to do something now. 
I’ve done my part. It’s the duty of the 
Public Prosecutor and the police officials 
to felonies wherever they exist. 
The Penal Code provides that failure to do 
misdemeanor. That section reads 
that it the duty of all police officers, 
Prosecutors, and District Attorneys, and 
others, to prosecute all persons whom they 
believe to be violators of the law. 
‘Here's the of Leon Stedeker. He 
was indicted months ago. He was captured 
at Ridge Levien's place, at 20 Dey Street. 
Why hasn’t he been brought to trial? I 
know Stedeker to be a prominent member 
of the Democratic Club. 

“I know, too, that no court has been 
asked to take his case up for the last three 
months. If Judges or officials won't do 
their duty, turn them out, I say.”’ 

“Have any officials refused to 
these cases?’’ was asked. 

“You will have to ask some else 
about that. Some Judges are reluctant at 
times to try any but ‘important’ cases. 
Judges are paid enough in this State to 
try any cases which may come up before 
them, from adulterated milk to murder. 
The police force of the city is an organized 
gang of blackmailers. Every department 
in the city but one is filled with black- 
mailers. Il will except the Fiscal Depart- 
ment. They don’t have the chance there, 
Everybody knows all this to be true. You 
hear it at your clubs, in the streets, and 
all over town. Responsible citizens have 
charged it time and time again. Prominent 
police officials have been charged with 
felonies. Why don't they bring libel suits 
if the charges are untrue? They haven't 
got the sand.” 

The Justice was growing heated in his re- 
marks. Warming up to the subject, he con- 
tinued: 2 

‘Now as to Capt. Diamond's precinct. If 
the latter had been in earnest in his at- 
tempts to close up the place, which opened 
up the day after his farcical raid, all that 
he had to do would be to co-operate with 
the District Attorney and have the license 
revoked, or find cut the identity of Bur- 
bridge or Hertz, the alleged managers.”’ 
‘Why. were no charges preferred against 
these policemen to Commissioner Mur- 
phy?” p 

“It is not very encouraging to have the 
Police Commissioner say a raided poolroom 
is merely a hand-book place when you find 
it to be a full-fledged poolroom. 1 always 
thought the Police Commissioner had au- 
thority over all nis district, but to-day you 
can go over to Long Island City and make 
bets on the races for any amount from 50 
cents to S50.” 

‘““Why does not the Committee 
teen follow up its cases?’ i 

‘“*Don’t you think we've got a big enough 
contract now?" replied the Justice, with 
feeling; ‘‘ with only one lawyer and one 
Judge, and apparently no support from the 
officials. The public, too, seems apathetic. 
The hypocrisy of it all makes me sick. 
When felonies are unearthed and brought 
up, these officials stand off and laugh. 
This isn't fun for us. We discover felonies 
and then the officials, who are sworn to 
do their duty, fail to do it.” 

‘*Do you think the delay in the prosecu- 
tion of the gamblers indicted as a result 
of the raids of the Committee of Fifteen 
due to the dilatoriness of the District At- 
torney?’’ was asked. 

The Justice avoided a 3

‘*T never reflect on public officials. They 
are all too chaste and pure and honest.

Mr. Philbin, when asked why the Stedeker 
case had not been called for trial, after a 
consultation with Assistant District Attor- 
ney Schurman, who has the case in charge, 
said that owing to the crowded condition 
of the Tombs no lengthy gambling cases 
had been moved for trial. The Stedeker 
case, Mr. Schurman estimated, would take 
fully a week of the court's time, and in 
view of the closeness of the Summer vaca- 
tions, it was desired to reduce the Tomb's 
population as speedily as possible. 

The District Attorney said that he had 
never experienced any difficulty in-induc- 
ing any Judge to hear cases of no matter 
how small importance, and that Judges 
connected with the Tammany organization 
had presided with the greatest fairness at 
trials where the interests involved were 
identified directly with the organization. 

Police Commissioner Murphy, when 
shown Justice Jerome’s statement, said: 
“It’s just a scold, anyway. I will not 
comment on it. I wouldn't stoop so low as 
to criticise the judiciary.”’ 

‘““What about the alleged raid in Capt. 
Diamond's precinct? ’’ : 

“It was an alleged raid all right,’’ was 
the reply. ‘‘ There wasn’t any raid at all— 
just an attempt. 


CAPT. ALLAIRE UNSUCCESSFUL, 
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Appellate Court Sustains Civil Service 
Board in Refusing Promotion. 

The Appellate Division in this city yes- 
terday unanimously affirmed the decision 
of the Special Term of the Supreme Court 
refusing the application of Police Captain 
Anthony J. Allaire for a writ of mandamus 
directing the medical and physical exami- 
mer of the Civil Service Board to find and 
report that the Captain was physically 
competent to perform the duties of the po- 


sition of Inspector of Police, in reference 
to his application for promotion to that 
position. 

Capt. Allaire entered upon a competitive 
examination for the position, and upon 
his police record for meritorious services 
received 85 per cent., and upon his mental 
examination 62 75-100 per cent. He failed 
to pass on the physical examination, main- 
jy from defective eyesight, due to old age, 
and thus, under the rules of the Civil Serv- 
ice Board, received a rating of “ zero,” 
and was not eligible to promotion. 

Justice Ingraham, giving the opinion of 
the court, holds that upon the undisputed 
facts the court could not review the action 
of the Civil Semvice Board, and that Capt. 
Allaire was not entitled to any preference 
as a veteran of the civil war, as his name 
was never upon a list from which an ap- 
pointment could be’ made. 


Policeman Lubbe in Insane Pavilion. 

John Lubbe, a policeman attached to the 
Steamboat Squad, who is twenty-seven 
years of age, and resides at 209 East Thir- 
ty-sixth Street, was taken to the Insane 
Pavilion at Bellevue Hospital yesterday by 
his father, who said that he thought his, 
son insane. Lubbe was held for observa- 
tion. Lubbe was before Deputy Commis- 
sioner Devery yesterday on charges of be- 
ing absent from duty and off post. He was 
fined $25, or $5 each on five charges. After 
he had been fined he observed that “ there 
were too many bosses’’ in the business, 
and Deputy Commissioner Devery observed 
that **That man was off his base, for 
sure.”’ 


St. John’s College Fire Investigation.

W. R. HEARST LOSES LAWSUIT. 


Verdict in His Favor for Conversion of 


the Yacht Anita Reversed. 

The judgment on the verdict of a jury iu 
favor of William R. Hearst, in the suit 
brought against. him by John H. Flagter 
for the conversion of the steam yacht 


Anita, was yesterday reversed by the Ap- j 


pellate Division, on appeal. Mr. Flagler 
sued as assignee of A. Chaudon for .129,- 
000, qglaiming that Mr. Hearst, on April 23, 
1898, would not delivey the yacht to Chaa- 


don, the owner, when requested to do so. 

The yacht was chartered by Mr. Hearst 
for a trip to Cuba, and she started about 
the 4th of March, arriving at Havana on 
the 10th. “She went to various ports in 
Cuba until the 14th, when Mrs. Thurston, 
wife of Senator Thurston, who was one of 
the guests upon the yacht, died, and this 
resulted in breaking up the party. After- 
ward, the vessel was used as a news dis- 
cog boat during the naval operations in 
Cuba. 

Justice Ingraham, giving the opinion of 
the Court, says it was not free from doubt 
whether the defendant was bound to return 
the boat to New York on April 26, but that 
he was not justified in retaining posses- 
sion after that date. Justice Hatch, in a 
concurring opinion, says he is of the opinion 
that the charter party, in the absence of 
any proof in explanation, was limited to a 
voyage to transport the United States Sea- 
oe and Representatives to Cuba and re- 
urn. 


LEGAL NOTES. 


CONVICTION UPON SUSPICION AND CON- 
JECTURE.—The conviction of George Cahill, 
in the Court of General Sessions, of grand 
larceny, for having taken, about four years 
ago, from Maria Medley, two bracelets 
worth $2,000, was yesterday reversed by 
the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court. The testimony of Mrs. Medley was 
that she met Cahill in the corridor of the 
Waldorf Hotel and became acquainted with 
him without an introduction; had frequent- 
ly been at luncheon with him, and he had 
called at her apartments, at 23 West Fif- 
ty-third Street. On May 27, 1897, when he 
called, she had an emerald and a diamond 
bracelet in her jewel case, which she 
missed three days afterward. Cahill dis- 
appeared soon after, and remained away 


for over a year, she said, and in October, 
1898, she had him arrested in Fifth Ave- 
nue. She admitted she had written to him 
from Philadelphia, and identified the -let- 
ters shown her. Cahill denied the charge, 
and Mrs. Cahill testified that Mrs. Medley 
had called on her in April, 1898, and told 
of the robbery. She then said she had not 
seen Cahill take the jewels, but judged 
from his nervous manner, and thought that 
evidence enough. When Mrs. Cahill said 
to her: ‘* Do you know you have broken a 
wife’s home and a mother’s home by this 
story about my husband?”’ she replied, “I 
neither care for you nor his mother, nor 
your child. I care for that man, and that 
man only, and he has defied me and I will 
make him pay for it dearly.” Justice 
O'Brien, giving the opinion of the Appellate 
Division, says the conviction is based en- 
tirely on suspicion and conjecture. Not 
only was there a failure on the part of 
the complainant to have corroborated her 
statement that she owned bracelets of the 
kind said to have been,stolen, or, in fact, 
of any kind, but there was no evidence to 
show that the defendant ever saw the 
bracelets, ever had them in his possession, 
or that he was at any time in such prox- 
imity to the jewels that he could have 
taken them without the knowledge of the 
complainant. ‘It is difficult to understand, 
if this suspicion was based on any reason- 
able grounds—which is not apparent from 
this record—why she should have contin- 
ued not only to receive, but to write to the 
man she thought had stolen her jewelry, 
and whom she was subsequently responsi- 
ble for having convicted as a common 
thief.’ The Court says that for the exclu- 
sion of these“letters alone there should be 
a reversal. 
*,* 

THE CrviL SERVICE LAws.—Michael Bren- 
nan, who was removed from the position of 
‘hose repairer in the Fire Department repair 
shop on Dec. 18, 1900, one week after his 
appointment, without any cause being as- 
signed, sought reinstatement by peremptory 
mandamus. His application was denied, and 
he appealed to the Appellate Division. ‘That 
tribunal yesterday affirmed the order, 
holding, in an opinion by Justice Laugh- 
lin, that, as Brennan was not a regular 
clerk or -head of a bureau, it was unneces- 
sary to decide whether the provision 
against removal without an opportunity of 
making an explanation required the filing 
of a statement in the department showing 
the reason for Brennan's removal. It was 
not alleged in the papers that such a 
statement was not filed, and the Court 
might not presume that an official duty 
had not been performed.

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TRANSFER TAX ON LEGACIES.—The late 
Charles P, Huntington, who died in April 
last year, by his will gave $20,000 each to 
the Roosevelt Hospital, Children’s Aid So- 
ciety, New York Society for the Relief of 
the Ruptured and Cripples, and the Ameri- 
can Female Guardian Society and Home for 
the Friendless. The Surrogate, reversing 
the appraiser, decided that under the taxa- 
ble transfer law of 1896, which imposes a 
tax of 5 per cent. upon all transfers of 

yroperty to corporations not exempt by 

aw from taxation, no tax should be im- 
posed against these corporations. The Con- 
troller appealed, claiming that under the 
amendment of 1900, only a person who is a 
Bishop and only such corporations as come 
under the head of religious corporations 
would be entitled to exemption from the 
transfer tax. The Appellate Division now 
holds, in an opinion by Justice Hatch, that 
only the Roosevelt Hospital and Children’s 
Aid Society are entitled to the exemption; 
and as to the others, the Surrogate’s de- 
cision is reversed, and the order assessing 
a transfer tax upon each of the legacies of 
$20,000 to the other two corporations is 
affirmed. 


JosEPH W. FRostT’s ARREST.—The judg- 
ment for $5,000 secured by Joseph W. Frost 
on the verdict of a jury in his suit agains! 
Robert A. Pinkerton and the Brooklyn 
Jockey Club, for assault made in connec- 
tion with Frost's alleged wrongful arrest 
and detention, was yesterday reversed py 
the Appellate Division, in this city. On 
Sept. 25, 1891, Mr. Frost attended the races 
the grounds of the Brooklyn Jockey 
Club in a carriage with his wife and an 
elderly woman. The carriage was driven 
by a person in the livery of a coachman, 
but that person was, in fact, an electrician 


Mr. Frost was also a skilled electrician, 
and his purpose in attending the races was 
to communicate, by an electrical contriv- 
ance, information of racing events to the 
outside world. He was under contract to 
furnish the Western Union Telegraph Corua- 
pany with information in this clandestine 


fashion. Mr. Pinkerton, cbserving flashes 


of electricity coming from the hat of the 
driver of the carriage, went there with 
some of his men, examined the hat, and 
discovered a bulb placed there which was 
connected by wires to an electric battery 
on the floor of the carriage. Mr. Frost 
claimed that he was seized without war- 
rant, dragged from the carriage, manacled, 
brutally assaulted, and beaten by some of 
Pinkerton’s men. The trial court, after 
charging the jury that the question of 
damages was one for them, and if they 
found for the plaintiff they would give him 
such a sum as they thought would com- 
pensate him for the injury he received, 
added, at plaintiff's request, that if they 
thought the assault was a malicious one, 
they might award a sum as punishment for 
the assault. The Court refused to add 
that the jury were to consider all the cir- 
cumstances in determining whether there 
was the presence or absence of malice in 
making the arrest. The Appellate Division, 
in a per curiam opinion, directs a reversal 
because of this refusal. The Court holds 
that in considering the subject of the al- 
lowance of punitive damage, the element 
of good faith on the part of the defendaut 
must be considered,

MonTAUK CLUBHOUSE CASE.—The Appel- 
late Division of the Supreme Court yester- 
day handed down a decision affirming the 
judgment of the lower court dismissing the 
complaint of the Montauk Association 
against Mary D. Daly, as executrix of the 
will of the late Augustin Daly.

RELATING TO THE CHILD LABOR Law.— 
The Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court yesterday handed down an opinion 
relating to the action for damages of Vito 
Marino against Louis A. Lehmaier. Leh- 
maier employed Marino, a boy of twelve 
years, to run a machine in a factory in 
violation of the labor law prohtbiting the 
employment of children under fourteen 


years of age in factories. The child had 
his fingers caught in thé. machinery, was 
injured, and sued for damages, The opin- 
ion sets forth that “If the defendant had 
complied with this statute and had not em- 
ployed this child in his factory, the injury 
would not have happened; and thus, plac- 
ing the child at work upon a machine in 
violation of the statute was the proximate 
cause of the injury. There was a case for 
the jury as to the defendant's negligence, 
and the judgment appealed from should be 
reversed and a new trial ordered.” 

* *

A POINT IN REAL EstaTE LAw.—The Ap- 
pellate Division of the Supreme Court yes- 
terday handed down a decision reversing 
the judgment of the lower court in the case 
of Thomas J. Cosgrove, as assignee for the 
benefit of creditors of Thomas J. Brennan 
against Anna Estelle Troescher. Brennan 
built three apartment houses at One Hun- 


dred and Fifth Street and the Boulevard. 
He carpeted the halls and stairways and 
put in ranges and refrigerators and also 
awnings : seventy-four shades, besides 
clothes ra®@K&s on the roof, ash cans, &c. 
The defendant came into possession of the 
houses on foreclosure, and refused to give 
up the articles mentioned. The plaintiff 
then brought suit for conversion, out a 
verdict was rendered for the defendant. 

That judgment is now reversed and a new 
trial is ordered. The Court holds that the 
carpets, window shades, and ranges were 
movables as matter of law, also probably 
the drying frames and awnings. Some of 
the other items, including the refrigera- 
tors, may have been fixtures, but that 
would depend on the facts to be ascertained 
at the trial. Those things which have in 
their, ‘own nature a determinate legal 
chardtter '’ are movables, and for them the 
plaintiff is entitled to recover. A new trial 
is therefore ordered. 


DR. WILDMAN EXONERATED. ~ 


Bellevue Insanity Expert Was Charged 
with Brutality Toward Dr, 


Kane, a Patient. 


Dr. Charles J. Kanerof 673 Second Ave- 
nue, who was taken to Bellevue Insane Pa- 
vilion on Thursday to be examined regard- 


ing his sanity, was yesterday adjudged in- 
sane by Drs, Wildman and Fitch, the ex- 


amining physicians of that institution. 
The commitment papers for, his removal 
to the Manhattan State Hospital will prob- 
ably be signed to-day. 

Dr. D. A, McAuliffe, who is a brother-in- 
law of Dr. Kane, in an interview, com- 
plained of the treatment. accorded to the 
patient, as well as to himself, his wife, 
and Dr. Kane’s mother, by Dr. Wildman, 
who examined the sufferer for admission 
to Bellevue. Dr. McAuliffe characterized 
the examination as “rough and brutal.” 

His statements were supplemented yes- 
terday by Mrs. McAuliffe, Dr. Kane's sis- 
ter, who said that, being unable to send 
her brother to a sanitarium, they simply 
asked Dr. Wildman for some considera- 
tion, particularly as Dr. Kane was a mem- 
ter of his own profession. 

‘*He did not give us such consideration, 
however,” said Mrs. McAuliffe, ‘and 
asked us what right we had to ask it,.”’ 

Dr. Wildman in refutation of the charges 
said that he had merely complied with the 
law and rules of Bellevue. He said that in 
order to evoke replies it was sometimes 
necessary to speak sharply to patients, be- 
cause many of them were in a stupor, and 
would not reply under other circum- 
stances. He said that Dr. Kane was in 
this condition. 

Dr. Wildman said that Dr.

JONES IS SERIOUSLY ILL 


Valet Who Murdered Millionaire Is Very 
Weak—Patrick’s Demurrer to In- 


dictment Overruled. 

Charles F. Jones, the valet and self- 
confessed murderer of Millionaire William 
Marsh Rice, who claims to have com- 
mitted the crime at the instigation of Law- 
yer Albert T. Patrick, is seriously ill at the 
boarding house, 200 West Forty-fourth 


Stteet. Through the very measures adopt- 
ed by the District Attorney to prevent the 
valet-secretary from doing himself ,bodily 
harm, the young man is slowly becoming 
a nervous wreck. 

Jones was removed from the House of 


Detention to the boarding house some 


weeks ago because for six days he had 
refused steadfastly to touch any food. The 
District Attorney’s office feared that he 
was trying for the second time to take his 
life. The first attempt was made in the 


Tombs just after Jones had made a state- 
ment to Assistant District Attorney Os- 


borne charging Patrick with the murder. 
That night, with a penknife which he 
swore later Patrick gave him, he cut a 
deep gash in his throat, just missing the 
jugular vein. Upon his subsequent recov- 
ery and removal to the House of Deten- 
tion, after he had confessed the murder, he 
began to brood over his deed, and grew 
morose and taciturn. In order to raise 
his drooping spirits and also to locate some 
desired witnesses Jones, under the instruc- 
tions of Mr. Osborne, accompanied by a 
detective, made a tour of a number of 
Tenderloin resorts. 

Four detectives were assigned to watch 
him day and night upon nis removal to the 
Forty-fourth Street house, in order to pre- 
vent further attempts at suicide. This sur- 
veillance is proving too much for the un- 
nerved valet. His appetite has again failed. 
He eats little, and is listless and indif- 
ferent. Walks in the open air and sun- 
light fail to revive him. He is moody 
and melancholy. Restless by day, he is 
unable to sleep at night. Tossing about 
and worried by frightful visions and night- 
mares, according to one of the District 
Attorney’s staff, he is wasting away to 
suc 
come a matter of concern to the public 
prosecutor. The watchful eyes of the of- 
ficers constantly upon him have grown al- 
most unbearable to him. 

So weak was he yesterday that repre- 
sentatives of the four law firms engaged 
in the contest of the wills of the dead 
Texas millionaire were unable to take his 
testimony. With Assistant District Attor- 
ney Garvan the lawyers called at the 
boarding house yesterday, but found Jones 
in such a condition that it was fecided not 
to disturb him. 

Judge Warren W. Foster yesterday over- 
ruled the demurrers of Patrick’s counsel 
to the indictments for murder found 
against the latter, and for forgery against 
Patrick, Meyers, and Short. The defendants 
will be arraigned for pleading Monday.
